| ſzeur Chorier the French Kings Hiſtorian 
and Advocate-in the Parliament of Dauphine, who 
long ſince hath been urgent with me to follow this de- 
frgn: and had it not been for him, I ſhould not ſo mach 
as have thought of it. Certainly no one could have 
better performed this, than my Noble Friend ; for 
having Written ſo Excellent an Hiſtory of Dau- 
phine, with which our Librartes are adorned; this 
here would have been but an eaſe task to him, would 
he have undertaken it, and bi affairs had permit- 
ted bim. The Manuſcripts with which he bath fur- 
wiſhed me, are three Volumes in Quarto y taker 
out of the Library of the deceaſed Monſieur James 
Godetroy ( Jacobus Gothofredus) famous for bis 
Commentary on the T heodofian Codex: they 
plainly appear to be Written with his own band, 
and I do not believe«there 3s any other Copy to be 
_ found of them: (preciow Remains) of the Cloſet 
of this great Man ; and which. ought to be rankt 
immediately after the famous Commentaries afore- 
mentioned.» And being made Counſellor and Syn- 
dick of Geneva, his want of leiſure, and other 
reaſons of State withheld bim from publiſhing bis 
Memoires as be had deſigned. I have bad more- 
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over of Monſieur Chorier another Manuſcript, of 
which I know not the Author.. I have likewiſe 
made uſe of ſome Chronological Maunſcripts of one 
Roſer which are in every bodies hands: not to 
reckon other Colleions, viz. of the As and Alli- 
ances with Switzerland and Geneva, and the 
Printed Books as many as I could find , ſuch as 
Paradins Hiſtorical Ehronicle of Savoy , the 
Hiſtory Savoy , the Genevois Citizen, 
and Pictets FHarangue,, the Sieur de Jus ; 

Book intitled the Leven of Calviniſm, More's - 
Harangues, Spanheim's and ſeveral others.. Theſe 
are the Materials from whente I have taken my" Hi- 
ſtory ; which I have more need to abridge thattam- 
plifie, leſt I ſhould exceed the bounds of a particular 
Hiſtory, by introducing a thouſand. accidents which 
have bapned in the neighbouring Conntries; of even 
mn all Europe.

been call'd Colonia Equeſtriss The Genevoiſes reſtored it to its' an- 
cient name in the year 1536. taking away that of Gebexza, which 
the rudenefs of former Ages had: given it. - The Learn'd Scaliger 
hath 'obſerv'd:, that Gereva muſt be ſounded the ſecond ſyllable 
ſhort ; and at this day in the Language of the Countrey ”tis- pro- 
Geneva is a City of great Antiquity ; -and were we not ſo 'in- 
form'd by Authors, the Beauty and Commodiouſnels of -its Scitua- 
tion would incline us ta- believe it : for it is ſeated on @ rifing 
ground, waſh'd on one fide by-the Lake Leman and the Rhoſne 
which thence takes-its courſe ; ' bordered: with fruitful Plains and 
Mountains. - Hence -we' may imagine, a place ſo commodious, as 


well for neceſſity as delight, hath drawn thither Inhabitants at: the 


fame time the Countrey began to be cultivated. But Cities 'and 
Perſons. have the faine-fate: The more any- Family is anciently 
Noble, tle more difficult a matter it is to-produce- its Titles.- - An- 
tiquity is 45 a dark Night, whoſe obſcurity cannot be diſſipated, and 
in which-a man can'do-nothing but ſearch about to no- purpoſe. 
How 'many Fables do we find mixt with the Original of Troy, Rome 
or Carthage? And if this hath happened to ſuch flouriſhing States, 
what'c expected from mean- ones, whoſe miſhap having been to 
have no Author to be'the Guardian or Depoſitary of their Hiſtory, 
they-have therefore lain in obſcurity. [Fulias Cefar is the firſt who 
mentions Geneva, yet there is-no doubt, but it was then a-City un- 
der Government, and a place of ſtrength, whieh kept: one of the 
b flages out of Ganle into Italy and Germany : For it was - 
y the Intereſt of the 4lobroges, or Inhabitants of Galis Tos, 
being- neighbours to the Hetvertians and Latobriges , a people of 
Gallia ica, who held Switzer/andand the Country of Yaud at that 
time, to have a Fort, which ſhould ſhelter them from the Incurſi- 
ons of this warlike people , and-might ſerve as a place of Traffick 
and Correſpondence. | 

' The Albbroges , whoſe chief City was Geneva, held a great-part 
of the Alps and low Countrey betwixt Rhoſne and the Moun- 
tains. They were a valiant people, and had gained great reputation 


| by their e ; neither were they inferiour to the reſt of the 


aules' in Ri Stephen de Byzance and Livy , who cannot be 
fuſpeQted of flattery, give them theſe Elogies. Geneve then was 
a great while before C/ar's time : And as well his ſilence , as other 
Authors, inclines us to believe , that its Original was unknown. 
All that the Moderns have aſſerted concerning this matter, is foun- 
ded on an uncertain Author, and on a Chronological Manuſcript of 


_ the Countrey of Vaud, being about four hundred years ſince it was 


written, as we may judge by the time which endeth the Hiſtory. 
The Author of the Genevoiſe Citizen relates, that it was kept in his 
time in the Caſtle of Chil/ox on the Lake; and there is now one 
there'to be ſeen, which perhaps is the ſame with that in the City of 
Orbe in the Countrey of Vaud. The little Book Printed at Lyons in 
1614. Entituled 4 Chronology of the Countrey of Vaud, is an Epti- 
tome of it; and *tis out of Qne or the other of theſe , that the

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The Annual Manuſcripts of Geneve which are not very old; and 
the Author call'd the C:r:2ex relate, that wheri Awrelian had conque- 
red Tetricus, he re-built Geyeva and Orleans; ts which he gave the 
name of Aureliana; but after his death the former of theſe Cities 
took again its name of Gefteva. Burall this is uncertain ; being not 
founded on the teſtimony of any ancient Author. Sabellicws is per- 
haps the firſt who hath brought itto light in theſe laſt Ages : There 
are ſome, ſayes he, who aſlert, that Geneva was then built by ' Aure- 
lim during the War with-the Gawles, he means re-built : is ad- 
ded likewiſe, that this Emperour granted to' Geneva ſeveral neigh- 
bouring Lordſhips, Fairs and Priviledges, which made it famous, 
and occaſioned its being called Emporium Allobrogum. But of all 
the Gifts the Romans beſtowed on them, I find none more remar- 
kable or advantageous, than that of a Roman Lord. named Lacims 
Julius Brocchus, which I read in a neat Inſcription which Mr. Gode- 
frey cauſed to be brought into his Houſe from the Channon's Street : 
In my opinion it is the curiouſelt Monument of Antiquity to be 
ſeen 1n this City ; and which deſerves to be kept as the 
treaſure, in the Common Hall.” Guichezon mentions it in his Hiſtory 
of Savoy, but careleſly according to his manner. 

The $cituation of Gezevae in former times; and before the coming 
of our Saviour, and in the following Ages, was as we ſhall deſcribe 
it : Its Walls reach'd no higher than the height of the little Hill on 
which S. Peter's and other Streets are built: they were triangular, 
after the ſame manner as the City. The Gate of the Caſtle above 
the Borough de Four, which was one of the Gates of the City, made 
one point of this Triangle.

So that the circuit of the Walls, was from the 
Gates of the Caſtle, and reach'd behind S. Peter's Church, very 
near the foundations ; and ſo went thorough Perroz'”s Street , where 
*tis likely there was a Gate to come down to the Lake; from thence 
it reach'd the length of the Channon's Gardens, where there till re- 
main ſome marks in the ruines : and going through the Peliſſerie, 
they extend to that place which they call the City corner ; where 
may yet be ſeen the ruines of a Gate : . from whence it appears, that 
the Wall was as high as that Hill which reach'd tothe Caſtle Gate, 
and was of the ſame height with. thoſe Houſes at this day to be ſeen 
where the large Palace : And in effeft the ancient Buildings in 
that part of the City, have Walls in thickneſs equal to moſt Cities. 
There might likewiſe probably be a Gate on the Walk leading to 
the large Palace. The Caſtle Gate was ſo call'd, becauſe through it; 
was the ready way to the Caſtle of Gaillard, the uſual Dwelling- 
houſe of the Earls of Geneva. The Borough of Foxr in ancient 
times was only the Suburbs ; which in the Language of Sawoy, 
were call'd Borg de Fear, which is to ſay , an Outward Borough : 
from whence hath remain'd to it. the Name of Bowrg de Four. The 
low Streets which are now call'd Les Riwvieres, becauſe they were 


near the Bank of the Lake, and the adjacent parts of S. Magdalene, 


and the lowelt places of the City, were not then, as now, in the 
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Tvoire , Which. is . a Borough three

Aldagandus 1. Aymo T. Girardus I. Hugo Il. who joyned S. YV:&ors 
Monaſtery at Geneva to the Church of Clugny by the conſent of 
EEE Sup Rs Op of 
Lyons, Conradus, Aldagundus the Second, Bernardas the Second, and 


Frederick, who was preſent at the Dedication of the Church called 


S. Stevens of Beſangon by the Popes order, who was Leo the'Niath.: 
Frederick was Biſhop according to the account of them of S..Martha 
thirty ſeven years, and according to the Axnals of Genera fifty 


years. Borſadus who ſucceeded him, exercifed the Epiſcopal Go-

from Charlemein.. For they tell us, the Kings of Burgandy' were 
Uſurpers. It belongs not to me to decide the contrary Pretenſions 
of theſe three above mentioned Lords : Guichezon and other Authors, 
call the Earls of Gezevos, Earls of Gezeva'; which is ro 
ſeveral ancient Titles of theſe Earls, which name them Comrtes Ge- 
benneſsi, and not Gebennenſes ; for it is well known that Gebenneſiuns 
is Gezevois, which is ſeparate from the Juriſdiction of Geneva.

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But referring the Caſe to Arbitrators, it was declared, That the ſaid 
Lord might coin Money of mixt Metal, ofa different Stamp from Ge- 
zeva, even Within the Liberties of the City, provided he did Homage 
for this,. to the Biſhop and Church of Gemeva, a fourth part of the 
Profits whereof ſhould go to the Biſhop. This happened about the 
beginning of Aprz/, mk. in the following Month dyed Ame Earl of 
Genevois, Son of William IT. and was interred at Moxtagay, after a 
long War with the Earl of Savoy for the recovery of his right. 
Neither ought the year 1 309. to be forgotten, being remarkable 
for the wrangling of the people with the Biſhop, for the Citizens 
having made open complaint againſt him, pretending he had uſur- 
ped over them, he therefore cites them to appear before the Metro- 
politan of YVjenna ; and they not ſtanding to his deciſion, he excom- 
municates them, and by this means made them condeſcend to his 
will. The people were aſſembled by the ſound of a Trumpet and 
ringing of the great Bell, together with the Biſhop and Clergy in 
the Church of S. Gervais, where the Biſhop was acknowledged 
Lord and Prince, with all Juriſdiction and mixt Empire, and that 
the Syndicks ſhould notdo any thing to the prejudice of his Authori- 
ty : Being moreover ordered to farisfie for the damages which came 
by the aggreſlions of the Citizens, ſince the War with the Earl of 
Genevozs ; and farther, to build Halls at Molard, a two thirds of the- 
profits of which ſhould come to rhe Biſhop, and the other to the 
Citizens, for reparation of the City Gates. And this was like a 
clap of Thunder to the liberty which. Gezevs hath, and doth yet 
pretend to. Reminding one day a Gezevoiſe of this, .he anſwered 
me ; That this Paſſage made rather for their Liberties than againſt 
them : For ſays he, The complaint of the people was a certain to- 
ken of the Uſurpation of this Prelate, and that Excommunication 
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The Biſhop 
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ſhewed very well the violence they ſuffered ; that what was for- * 


ced was invalid, and mightjuſtly be repealed. That the Burgun- 
_ dians had after the ſame manner uſurped over their City, which 
had not therefore loſt its Right. But we may obſerve, that it 
was not only the Biſhops of Gezeva, who had poſſeſſed themſelves 
of the Temporalities of their Dioceſs, according to Monſieur Cho- 
rier in his Hiſtory of Dauphize, where he tells us: © The Prelates 
&« alone were the obſtacle to the ambition of the Dauphins, reſpe& 
«totheir Authority carried it. Frederick I. had given the Citysof 
« Gap, Valence, Grenoble and Die, and that of S. Paul, three Caſtles 
&« tobe held by Homage to their Biſhops, with all the Rights of the” 
*Regale. In the Letters Patents of theſe Conceſſions, he gives 
* them the Titles of Princes, which was an honour common to all 
&« Biſhops : But nevertheleſs their Succeſſors have eſtabliſhed preten- 


« fjons to falſe and imaginary Principalities. Howſoever the caſe 


was, this Aime du Quart enjoyed not long the effet of his Excom- 
munication, nor the Grant of Hezry the Eighth, who gave him the 
Aſſeſſment of a Denier on every Buſhel of Corn, and two on ever 
Gallon of Wine which was tranſported our of the Town, in —_ 
deration of thoſe great ſervices he had received from him. This 
Priviledge was given him from his Camp before Breſſe, the third year

Caſtle of Chatitlox, fave the Fidelity due to the Emperour ; where. 
upon he fortifics Gaillard on the Arve and places there a Garriſon, 
which might ſerve for a place of retreat to his Souldiers returning 
from their Inroads into S«vsy. 'On the other fide, the Earl of Savoy 
cauſed the Caſtle of Malves on the Marches of Gex to be re-built : 
Bur two years after they were both demoliſhed upon the occaſion 
of a Murder. Edward of Savoy, Son of Earl Ame, did likewiſe ho- 
mage to the Biſhop Peter of Focigny ; andthey 'promiſed mutual af- 
ſiſtance. But this hindered them not from demoliſhing ſome time 
after the Caſtle of Geyevois in Forigny belonging to the Biſhop : on 
the other ſide, Wril:am Earl of Genevois emraged againſt the City, cut 
down: the Vines on the ſide of S. Vi##or ; and Edward in requital, took 
the Caſtle of Seyſſe, almoſt at the ſame time, that the ſaid W:/l:am 
dyed : after whom ſucceeded his Son, who continued his hoſtility 
againſt Gerevs,' coming, oftentimes with them of Focigny, plundering 
> Countrey-houſes abour the City. k 

The eighteenth of March in the year following, a great Fire hap- 
pened at Gezeva; all the Lakes ſide was burnt down, as likewiſe 
the New Street called De /a Riviere, which from that time was 
named La Rotifſerie. The Book called the Cirizex, mentions ano- 
ther fire, which happened in the year 1330. but he is miſtaken by 
a whole Age, as we ſhall make apparent 1n its place. 

This year 1330. was remarkable, by a Battel fought under the 
Caſtle of Monthouz, between the Earls of Genevois and Savoy ; two 
thouſand men lay dead on the place, but the Earl of Szvoy kept the 
Field. The Chanons of S. Peter made their advantage of it, by an 
Anniverſary which was eſtabliſhed to pray for the ſouls of the ſlain ; 
and the Prebead of that day was of feyen Florins value to every 
one 'of them. Hugues of Genevors took the Caſtle of Vitke le grand, 
part of which hedemoliſhed; the Earl Aw# of Savoy, and: Lewis of 
Sevoy purſued him, but he had already made his retreat, and they 
reduced the Cattle to its firſt ſtate. 

The City had never been well ſetled ſince the laſt Conflagration, 
which was alſo followed by another greater than the former : For 
on the fourth of Seprember being Sunday, 'there was two thirds of the 
City burnt down, together with the Cloiſter and Chanons houſes, 
and Biſhops Court, and S. Magdalens quarter , the whole Church 
and Pariſh of $.Germains, with the Bells, Reliques and Veſtments be- 
longing to the ſaid Church : there periſhed eighty perſons beſides. 

Peter of Focigny being dead, was ſucceeded by Alamand of S. Joire, 
after he had governed one and thirty years. 

In the ſame year dyed Ame rhe Fifth Earl of Savoy , who left his 
Son Ame the Sixth his Heir, who ſince was the Earl of Vera, be- 
cauſe at a Tilting in Chamberey, he and his company were attired in 
Greeg; and being very young when his Father rh , he had for 
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Governours, Lewis of Savoy Sieur of Vaux his great Uncle, Vaſſal of 
the Church of Gezeva, and Ame Earl of Genevors his God-father. 

He did Homage to A/amand in the Caſtle of Clermonad, upon condi- 
tion this ſhould not hinder the Rights of the Church of Gezevs ; 
foraſmuch as the ſaid Earl could not by* reaſon of ſome urgent af- 
fairs, be preſent at the ſaid Church or Cloifter, according to the 
manner of his Predeceſſors. 1s 

The Earl of Savoy likewiſe promiſed great matters; and char 
his Vidame or Bayliff, andall his Officers at Gezeva, to obſerve the 
agreement made by him, and to ſuffer the Citizens to enjoy" their 


full Priviledges. But inthe ſame year he requeſted of the Emperor - 


Charles the Fourth, the Vicaridge of the Empire in that Countrey, 
and obtained his defire : ſo that ſtrengthened with this Title; affd 
with that of Vidame or Steward, he laid claim to the Temporalties of 
Geneva, as Ame the Firſt Earl of Savoy had done before him. 

The good Biſhop A/amand being deceaſed, William of Marcoſſay 
obtained this Dignity ; and a whule after the Emperour Char/es the 


Fourth came over to Geneva; The new Prelate and Syndicks by or- 


der from the great Council, humbly beſought him' to revoke the 
Grant of the Vicaridge given to the Earl of Vera: neither had they 
any difficulty to obtain their ſuit. For the Emperour, by a Decree 
in Council, declared he meant not that the Vicaridge given to the 
Earl of YVerd, ſhould extend it ſelf ro the Temporalties of the 
Church, and particularly of Gezeva: whereupon he iſſues out an 
Order, like unto that made by Frederick : but the Earl of Yerd re- 
fuſing to obey it, he was ſuſpended by the Emperour, till he quir- 
ted lis claim, after the ſame manner as it had heretofore happened 
to Earl Ame, in the time of Narrzelinus the Biſhop. "This Emperor 
made two Deeds of Revocation, the firſt at Fravcfort on the 10.0f Sep. 
1366. and the other in the ſame City, on the fourth day of the 
atoreſaid Month. In the firſt he annulls and makes void the Vicaridge 
granted by error to the Earl Are of Sezvoy ,: by conſent of the 
Princes of the Empire, and reſtores them to their ancient Liberties. 
The ſecond was in the nature of a Mandate to the Archbiſhops and 
Officers of the Empire, to publiſh it in all parts,'to the end the 
ſaid Earl might not pretend ignorance. In the year following there 
wasa third Declaration-made at Hertingfe/d, in which he expreſly 
revokes the Vicaridge heretofore granted at the importunate ſuit 
of his dear Couſin Ame Earl of Savoy, making for: ever void all 
Power, Juriſdiction and Right, which either he or his Succeſfors 
might claim on Geneva or its Dependencies, qualifying the ſaid 
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City with the Title of Noble Member of the Empire. Finally, up- 


on the Contumacy of the ſaid Earl, there was iflued forth a fourth 
Decree given at Pragwe the fifteenth of February, to ſtrengthen this 
Revocation, under penalty of one thouſand Marks of Gold, 
yr one half forfeited to the Treaſury, and the - other part to 
others. | 

Yet the Earl reſtored not what he- poſſeſſed to the Church: of 
Geneva; whereupon the Biſhop of Marcoſſe applys himſelf co Pope 
Gregory the eleventh, whoſe Seat was then at Avignon, into whole 
hands they both reſigned the difference, promiſing to ſtand to = 
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deciſion. - The Pope enjoyned the Eart to relinquiſh whatſoever he 
had ing to the Church, and todeliver to the Biſhop the lmpe- 
rial, Lezters relating tothe Vicaridge ; ——— to him the right 
the faid Earl had: to' the Yidemrar or Stewardſhip, and to the 
Caſtle ofthe;Ifle, which bedid by an At rmadeat Thavon ; reſtoring 
tothe Biſhopand Church of Gezeve, whatſoever he had taken from 
them, promiſing inviolably to obſerve the faid agreement. This was 
Publiſhed on A-Sainrs day, in S. Perers Church: ſo that Willian 
haying ſgttled the Church in peace, died and was buried inS.

Wikltiam of Lornay, choſen after Ademarus, preſided twenty years. 
This Biſhop Cited by his Chancellor Humbert of Yilkars, the Earl of 
Genevois and Lord of Teray, upon caſe of Felony 3 for-which he was 
declared an Outlaw, and his Lands forfeited to rhe Church. , 1t was 
thought the Biſhop could not be judge in hisawn Cauſe, but it being 
not his, but the Churches intereſt ; [the ſentence- was held valid. 

About the end of the Fourth Century, the Emperor Wqzceftars, 
made a declaration to the ſame effeQ as Chartes the Fourth, touchi 
the Revocation of the Earls Grant, and farther confirmed the Cities 
priviledges in ſuch terms, that no Emperors or Kings of the 'Rywaxs 
ſhould -at any time violate them ; which was done at Pragee, the 
22. of June, 1400. | | 

Humbert of Villars Earl of Gezevois dying without male iffue inthe 
month of March, « 466. left his Countreys to Odpof F;ters his Uncle, 
who after hehad held them a year, ag 
laid claim to them ; and ſo ended the quarrel berween the rwo Barls. 
Nevertheleſs MO —_— daughter, laid claim ro the fucceſſion, 
and appeared before the Biſhop roxy, requiring poſſeſſion of 
Remi b” venting him Tn or it. She —_ anſwered that 
the ſaid Lands were fallen tothe Church. That'moreover 4:4 the 
Eighth Earl of Savoy, terming himſelf alſo Eart of Genevoi, had 
already requeſted this. inveſtiture, and promiſed homage' far all the 
Lands of the ſaid Earldom: fo that they could proceed no farther rill 
ſhe hid a with the above mentioned Earl, which done, ſhe 
ſhould be gratified in any thing reaſonable, as jt appears by an Au- 
thentick AR of the 1 3 of March. | 

Ay the Eighth got the better in this conteſt, and did homage in 
the Church of S. Petey, before the great Altar according to Cuftom, 
and becauſe the Lordſhip of Terny was j lapſed to che Biſhop 
and Church of Geneve, the faid Biſhop and Chapter willing to gra- 
tifie the Earl, gave it to Girard of Terny, on condition he ſhould 
hold it from 4 the Eighth 3 and the aid Ame ſhould pay bomage 
for it to the Biſhop and Church of Gexeva. : 

William of Lornay d yin » John of Bertrandis was choſen in his 
ſtead, who was Door inthe Laws, and Chanon of S. Pezers; he was 
ſworn on the great Altar, and promiſed the Chapter, and four 
Syndicks deputed by the Commonalty, to maintain the liberties and 
— ofit ; which was confirmed alfo at the ſame time by rhe 

mperor Sigifrons againſt the Earldom of Sevoy's Vicar General; 
ſhewing him likewiſe how unreaſonable he wasin requiring homage 
of the Biſhoprick and or + of Lanſane, Geneva, and YValzy, of whom 
none was due, that the ſaid dignity was revoked by Charles the fourth 
his father ; wherefore he admoniſhe him to' delift from ſich” a de- 
mand, not troubling any more the faid Cities, which belooged only 
to the Empire. | (20 

The Biſhop of Bertrendis was project at the Council of Fn 
where John Huff was burnt, and had ſome place of eminency there ; 
for he was a Cardinal, and very learned, being ſufpefted to lean to- 
wards Huſs his Opinions. From Conflence, he went into $$xin to the 
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Antipope Benoit, and paſſing over to Monpellier he obtained of the 
French King Charles the: Seventh, that the Gezevor/es ihould rot be 
moleſted by his Subjefts, under pretence of the. difference berwixr 
them and the Earl of Savoy ; ſetting before him, that they, aor being 
ſubje& to that Earl, they therefore: ought .not to te dcalt with 
as Savgyaras. 1 FI {41 
The year following he accompanied the Emperor S2i/3n0x4 to 
Geneva, inhenour of whom there was made for three daies rogether 
ſolemn procefſions, The aid Prelate built new Halls, to the Charge 
of which the Syndicks offered to contribute, provided they might have 
a third part of their Revenue. :Some ſay that he alſo found: d the 
Chappelof theMaccabees joyning to S. Peters Church; but it was more: 
likely, John of Brogzier, as we {ball make it appear afterwazds who 
was allo Cardinal of Offie. John of Bertrapas became at length 
Archbiſhop of Terentziſe, having been nine years Biſhop of Geneva. 

; It! was this Emperor Sigi/mond who erefted Savoy into a Duke- 
dom, and created the Earl Am& the Eighth, Duke at Mon/ucl. About 
a year after he came to Geneva with Pope Martiz the Fifth, in com- 
pany of Fifteen Cardinals : He had his Lodgings at the Corgelers dz 
Rive, and ſometimes after preſented his requeſt to Pope Martin, to 
obtain the Soveraignty of Gexzeva, pretending it was the Churches In- 
tereſt in general. This was granted him, provided he could get the 
Biſhops conſent ; whereupon he addreſſeth himſelf ro John of Lierre- 
cize the preſent Biſhop, promiſing him, if he gave his conſent; ſuch 

j never have occaſion to repent of his kindneſs: 
The Biſhop replied, he was newly entered inthat Office, and not be- 


ing as yet ſufficiently acquainted with it, he referred the inatter to 


the Clergy and people, of whom notwithſtanding he would ask ad- 
vice. Hecauſedthe people then to aflemble in S. Peters Cloiſter on 
the laſt of February, the biſhops ns to them the Dukes ſuit ; and 
firſt produces the Requeſt preſented to the Pope for that purpoſe, 
which contained what follows. That at Geneva, and the adjacent 
places , there were ſeveral Gentlemen of conſiderable Eſtates, who protett- 
ed them,who had been guilty of crimes in the City, and thereby eſcaped unpu- 
[af obeyea, if th: Duke of Sa- 

voy did not interpoſe; which i the reaſon they could not live peaceably in the 

ſaid Town, for which cauſe the ſupplicant would willingly give the Biſbop a 
recompence far exceeding this Lordſhip in value : And foraſmuch ( added 
he) as it ss impoſſible, holy Father, to prevent theſe diſſentions, That it 

would therefore pleaſe your Holineſs, to inform your ſelf of the truth of the 

matter ; ſo that the Temporal juriſaittion may be transferred to your deve- 

ted Sow Ame Duke of Savoy, who paſſionately deſires to remove th:ſe 

Scandals; preferring above all things, the exerciſe of Juſtice, and 
publick Peace. Which requeſt was paſſed by Pope Martin on 

the 28. of March, 2419. And at theend of it was written ; So 

let it be, ifexpedient and pleaſing to the Biſhops of Grenoble, Magon, 

and the Abbot of S. Su/pice of the Order of Ciſterz Monks in the Dio- 

ceſs of Be/ay. ' He fer before them likewiſe, how the Duke not con- 

tent with this, had required a Commiſſioner to execute the Com- 

miſſion which he had withſtood; and in fine he had made him an offer 


of exchange, whereupon he deſired their opinion, and winter he 
ould 
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ſhould continue his Oppoſitions with the aſſiſtance ofthe Church and 


City alone. The Citizens and Syzdzcks having heard the forementi- 
oned buſineſs, and having withdrawn to conſider on it, unanimouſly 
made anſwer in the name of the Commonalty by Hudrio! Heremite a 
Citizen ; that ſeeing for near four hundred years the City and de- 
pendances had been under the power of the Church, 'under which 
they and their predeceſſorshad received pentle uſage, and been go- 
verned in peace ; it ſeeſſted to them, neither profitable nor honoura- 
ble for the Church and Prelate; but rather dangerous and of bad con- 
ſequence to the State and Commonalty, tothink of any Tranſlation 
or Alienation 5 and although that in, times paſt, there have been 
greater occaſion for it, than at prefent 3 ſeeing there were Territo- 
ries and Lordſhips contiguous to Gezeva, ſuch as of the Earl of Vaux, 
Lord of Statigny ; 'and the Lord of Gex, brother of the Earl of Geze- 
wois, and ſeveral others then living, who diſturbed the peace and 
quietof the Prelate. But now all the faid Lordſhips being ended, 
and reduced under one fingle Prince; the Duke of Savoy, who ex- 
erciſes Juſtice in his own Dominions, and keeps a good correſpon- 
dence with them his Neighbours. They would never permit any 
alteration, but would remain both they and 'their ſucceſſors, under 
the Government of the Church and Prelate; Requiring him therefore 
according to his duty, and Paſtoral charge in purſuit of the Oath 
which he had taken at his entrance ; well and faithfully to govern the 
Church, and keep its Rights as he had hitherto done ; promiſing 
for their parts, to afford him any requiſite aid and affiſtance againſt 
any who ſhould moleſt him. The Biſhop thereupon, makes an ac- 
cord with the Citizens and Syndicks, never toſuffer any alteration or 
change in the State, without the expreſs conſent of the Syndicks and 
Citizens : Which he ſolemnly vowed, toobſerve according to the 
uſual Ceremony at his brit entrance, with his hand upon his breaſt ; 
and the Syndicks and Counſel took their Oath on the four Evange- 
liſts. This Treaty is intitled in Latine, A Tranſattion between the 
Reverend father John Patriarch, and Miziſter of the Biſboprick of Ge- 
neva on the one part ; and the Citizens, Burgeſſes, and Commonalty of Ge- 
eva on the other, againſt the endeavours and ſuit of Duke Ame to Pope 
Martyn. At the bottom of which are written the moſt part of the 
Names, and Sirnames of them who were preſent at the ſaid Council 
general, who repreſented the Commonalty ; being in all to the num- 
ber of 727. There being likewiſe the four Syndicks, 4y-:4 Sallanche 
a Lawyer, Peter Gaillard, Nicod of Vigier, and John of Juſſy. Aﬀer 
whom ſome of the principal Chanons ſer their hands, Namely, Johu 
and 4me of Arenthon, H—_ of Cheſnay, Chanon of S. Peters ; Ro- 
dolphus of Ports, and John of S. Thomas, Divinity Profeſſors ; Bar- 
tholmew Lombard Dr. of Laws, Ayme Maillet, Raymond of Orfieres, 
Henry of Barmes Lawyers ; Mounſieur Anthony Dr. of Phyfick, Peter 
Roſer, Pancaſel de la Rive, Aymonet Fabry, Nicolas of New-Caſtle, 
Mermet Lulin, Faquemet Gautier, Johnde la Roche, James Revilliod, 
Henry Chevalier, John of Boloz, Girard Millier. In ſhort, the ſaid A& 
way ſigned by four Notaries, Fulſend of Bruille, John of Vaud, Ni 
choluzs Chevrier , and Anthony Fomtanelle; in the year and month 
aforeſaid. you

All perſons who were intereſſed in the City, were very well fa- 
tisfied at this days work ; 'and they had new caule to rejoyce ſome 
months after, by a declaration from the Emperor $:2:/-ond which 
contained that Gezeva was an Imperial City 3 terming it, NVobile Im- 
peri Membrum;, wherein are mentioned at large the priviledges of Ge- 
5:04, Which he declares he would take into his —# {trialy 
charging all Princes, Barons, Captains, and all other Officers of whar 
quality ſoever ; and eſpecially Ame Duke gf Savoy, not to moleſt in 
any ſort the ſaid Patriarch, and Biſhop of the Church of Geneva ; 
unleſs they would incur the indignation of the ſacred Empire; given 
at the Monaſtery of the Royal Court near Pragze the [ixth of Juxe, 
1421. Signed Michae/ Chanon of Prague. 

It is likely it was this Prelate who built the Biſhops Palace, his 


Arms ſtanding on the outſide of it ; which is a Band charged with 


three Dolphins. For Friſon, in his Book intitled Galia Purpurata, 
blazons the Arms of this Biſhop, with Gules on a golden bar, charged 
with three Dolphins in azure ; moreover 1n theſe Arms there's be- 
hind the ſhield an Archbiſhops Croſs, .which cannot agree with 4- 
me of Granſons, as we have already mentioned, ſeeing he never was 
an Archbiſhop ; whereas John of Pierre-ſcize, hath been Archbiſhop 
of Beſanconand Rotien. 

Aſter John of Pierre-ſcize, whom others call John of Rocherazlle ; 
there was choſen in his place Fohnof Brievecuiſſe, or of Courtecuiſſe, 
Confeſſor to the French King Charles the ſixth, and Biſhop of Pars, 
who was Biſhop of Gezeva but one year ; he was of the Country of 
Normandy, and had left Paris becauſe he had oppoſed the K.of Exglands 
intereſt ; there hath been one of this ſame family Biſhop of Grezoble. 
This laſt Biſhop of Geneva was ſucceeded by John of Brognier, who 
was born ina mean Village near Amzecy, called Brogny ; where when 
a Boy, he kept Swine : A Cardinal paſſing by, took a likeing to him 
and carried him with him to Avignon ; where he brought him up to 
Learning. Ir is reported before he went thither, he came to Geneva, 
to buy a pair of Shooes at the T aconrerie, which is the ſtreet wherein 


is ſold Leather and Shooes; for T acorn in the ancient Language of the 


Savoyaras, fignified Leather : but he having not mony enough to pay 


for them, the Shoomaker obſerving his perplexity ; ſaid to hin, Go - 


£0, friend, youſhall pay me when you come to be a Cardinal : which proyed 
a kind of a Prophecy, for being one, he called to mind this man, and 
requited him with the Office of Steward of his Houſhold. He was 
called Cardinal of Oftie ; and it is for this reaſon, that Fohn of Bertran- 
dis having had the ſame Title, it was thought it was he who built the 
Chappel joyning to the Maccabees ; which at preſent is called the 
Philoſophy School : for it is certain, it was John of Brognier who 
founded it ; ſeeing there is yet ſeen alittle Hog carved on the outſide 
of it, which he cauſed to be ſet up for a memorial of his profeſſion; 
and in ſeveral parts of his Arms, which are a Croſs doubly traverſed, 
covered with a Cardinals Cap. The ſame Arms are in a Chappel at 
Brogny, which he likewiſe founded, as Mounſieur Morery hath ob- 
ſerved paſſing through this Village ; he lies buried in the Chappel 
of Geneva, and had for his ſucceſſor Francis of Mies, Prieſt of S. Marcel, 
his Nephew or Siſters ſon; ſome name him Francis of Savoy, Severe 
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would have him called, though I know not with what reaſon, Joh» . 
of Chalan, which is the name: of a Noble Family in the Country of 
V and. | 

In the Year 1430. there hapned a. great Fire at Gezeva; which 1430. 
the Book, called the Citizen, arms to have happened in the Year 3 geatrein 
1330. telling us, he had it out of a Manuſcript belonging to the Li- IO 
brary at Geneva: ſeveral others have mentioned- it after him ; tor - 
moſt Authors in this particular are like ſheep, whe when one hath 
leaped into a ditch, they all follow without obſerving whether their 
leader hath been miſtaken. Three great Fires hapming in thirteen 
years ſeemed improbable, which cauſed a friend of mine to go and 
inform himſelf by che Original from whence this hath been taken. It 
is a Manuſcript in Parchment, Entitled, the Dial of Wiſdom, writ- 
teninthe year 1417. butat the bottom of it was written ſome years 
after, an account of the Fire which hapned in the year 1430. on the 
21. of April. Thele are the very words which cou barbarous, yet 

are authentick as having been written about the ſame time.

Tha Fire was ſo great, that it burnt: intirely S.,Perers Church, ex- 
cept the Tower on theſide of the Lake, and it melted downthe Clock 
and Bells ; that end of the Town which is called, S. Magdalers, was 
likewiſe deſtroyed by it, the fire having begun.in a Farm near the 
Lake, the wind lying Northward carried it into the very heart of the 
Town; and this was without queſtion the ſame conflagration of 
which Bogge Florentin relates himſelf to have been an eye-witnels. 
The time anſwers exaQly, for he ſays, it was during Martin the fifths 2:6. de niſeris 
Popedom, and he died but in 1431. for his neuro quoque igne is jinditinns

Durigg the Regency of Francis of Mies, the Duke of Savoy, Ame 1432. 
the Eighth, axed fey ſix years, took 2 reſolution to retire from the 
world that he might the more freely ferve God, and turns Hermit at 
Ripaille near Thonon ; he reſigned to his eldeſt ſon Lewis, the Duke- 13s. 
dom of Sewoy ; and to Philip his youngeſt ſon; the Earldom of Gexe= The Duke of

ſhould grow extravagant ; he therefore cauſed his ſon Lewis to dwell 
at Thonon with ſmall attendance, and he being a Herrnir, beſure ſpent 
little; fo that he gathered vaſt ſums of mony which helped him tothe 
Popedom, having been eleQted by the Council 'of Baſle, in requital of 
Pope Engene his obſtinacy. : | 
The report of his holineſs of life, together with the Duke of Mzlar 
his ſon-in-laws diligence, did not a little contribute to his advance- 
ment, He was named Fe/ex the fifth, and was Crowned at Baſle by 
the Archbiſhop of 4rles ; but by the oppoſition of Pope Exgene, who 
was then upheld by the Princes of Germany and I:aly, it was ſome 
conſiderable time before he was acknowledged Pope, unleſs it were 
in Switzerland, Savoy and rhe neighbouring Countrys, for he had not 
yet arrived at Rome. Aﬀter Eugenes death, thoſe Cardinals who had 
been faithful to him, would not yet acknowledge Fel:x ; they there- 
fore made N:co/as thefifth' Pope, ſo that Felix*s Authority was very 
much leſſened, inſomuch that he was ſcarcely acknowledged Pope in 
his own Country ; although he was at great expence'to keep up his 
Authority, _— ſtript Francis of Mies of the greateſt part of his Re- 
venues, after whole death he makes himſelf Adminiſtrator of the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Gemevaand Lauſame. He reſided ſometimes in one City, 
and ſometime in the other ; but oftner at L»/ane, where he built the 
Convent of Cordeliers. During his Popedom and Adminiſtration of 
theſe two Biſhopricks, he difpatcht ſeveral Letters and Bulls, dated 
from Geneva and Luſave ; which arc all colleQed into fix great Vo- 
lumes kept in the Library of Gezeva. Fel:x the fifth deſirous to main- 
tain his Authority againſt Nicolas the fifth, ſollicited very much his 
ſon-in-law Gel/eazzo Duke of Mex to help him to the utmoſt of his 
power ; but hedid but laughat him, ſaying, he hath given me a wife 
without a portion, and I have given him a Popedom without a Reve- 
nue. For A: had promiſed him much, but had given him nothing , 
he would alſo keep himſelf in favour with the Emperor Frederick III. 
who had conſented to his EleQtion. It was this Emperor who when 
he wasat Geneva, cauſed to be painted on thetop of the Arch at the 
entrance of S. Peters Court, the Imperial Eagle plum'd with fable in 
a golden Scutcheon. The Clergy had received him in proceſſion, 
and had made ſolemn prayers for tum during three days together, as 
the golden Writ of Frederick II. pore ; Pope Felix hoping to 
draw him to his ſide, offered him his daughter with 200000. Crowns 
of gold for her portion, which the Emperor refuſed, and adviſed him 
further to lay down his —_—_— to the Papal dignity ; which he did 
in the year 1449. and for a recompence was ſent Legat into Fraxce, 
and Cardinal of S. Sxbine. Whileſt he enjoyned the Biſhoprick of 
Geneva, which was fince the year 1444. to the year 1451. he had a 
Patriarch who ſerved as a Vicar in Gexeva; for there is tobe ſeenin 
the ſixth year of his Popedom a tranſaQtion between Joby of Grolee, 
Prior of S. Vitor, Adminiſtrator for Felix in the Biſhoprick of Ge- 
2ev4 on one part, and between the Syxdicks on the other ; and Richard 
of Terny Lordallo of Terny, and the Lord. of Montchenu on the con- 
trary part ; by which it is agreed that the ſaid Adminiſtrator, Syndicks 
and Commonalty might make ditches and trenches at Yerners, to

It is obſervable the houſe of Savoy, although then ſufficiently pow- 
erful, did not diſturb Geneva by pretenſions of dominion over it ; for 
Duke Lews#s, Felix*s ſon, made certain contratts wherein he quits 'all 
claim to the Soveraignty of that City and places adjacent, aro 
refigningthem to the Church and Commonalty : And Fel;x the fifth, 
although enjoying the Popedom and Biſhoprick of Gezeva, decla- 
red by an Expreſs ; but that his dear ſons, the Sy»dicks, Citizens, Bur- 
ou and Commonalty of Geneva, having been by him requeſted'to 
end him ſome Companies of Soldiers to the aſſiſtance of the City of 
Lauſane, where he then made his re{idence, having no obligation there- 
to; they had ſent him upon ſpecial favor a Company of 600. men,

- ing deſirous to obviate whatſoever may be diſadvantagious to it, at- 
teſted with Apoſtolical authority, in truth and certain knowledge, af- 
firms, that this aſſiſtance hath not proceeded from any acknowledge 
- meat of ſervitude, but meerly out of a filial and kind liberality, with- 
out any preſident or ancient cuſtom; and that the ſaid Citizens, Syn- 
dicks, Burgeſſes and their Succeſfors, areno ways obliged to ſuch' 
things, unleſs it comefrom their own free-will, leaving them in'their” 
ancient liberty. Two years after he was aſliſted by them againſt the 
Fribourgers, under the ConduCt of Captain Burdigniy, who was then 
principal Sy»dick. Felix died ſoon-after at Lauſanc, and was interred 
at Ripaille. It is reported he: had lying under his head'inhis Tomb'in- 
ſtead of a Pillow, an old Parchment Bible, at th&end*of which were 
found theſe words touching Geneva, *' Geneva Civitas fituata inter 
montes, Arenoſa, parva, gentes ſemper petentes aliqua nova. - There was 
choſen in hisſtead, Peter of Savoy his young ſon of eight years.of age, 
having left Thomas Crprian Archbiſhop of Tarantaiſe, bis Adminiſtra-' 
tor, and Vicar of his Biſhoprick. 'Bur*rhis' youttg” Biſhop died"in 
Piemont ſeven years andeight months after his eleMion; and there ſitc- 
ceeded him in the faid Biſboprick, Fohn Lewis of Sxvoy his youngeſt 
brother, laſt ſon of Duke Lewis ; he wasas yet very young, his father

Soir- 
rs $0-allow them time. for payment; to which the Chief of chem 
clnlinged, but the Saldiers mutinied; ſaying; they would have their 
pay, et it come from whence itwould ; accufing them-who had the 
management of affairs, . that they had already received the mon 
and ſpent it, whilſt they: muſtundergo all the hardſhip of War. The 
common Soldiers nos thus mutinying had private Cabals, wherein 
it-was-agreed to fetch their pay by main force. They therefore to 
the.number of &ven hundred of them, on the firſt day of Lent :came 
to Zxg ; marching along the Road with flying colours without their 
Superiors leave, andan their warcli met with others who joyned with 
them with intentionto plunder Geneva. So that being come to Fri- 
bourg, they found they were two thouſand; but the Embaſſadors from

were fo ſtupid astoſlight thebenefitprocured them by 
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his name andduring his life, by which means he ſecured himſelf from 


his enemys abroad, but not from his own Domeſticks. He had two 
Favorites, the firſt of which was Prothonotary, and of the Family of 
Terzy, whoſe name was Pommieres, Governour of Rene/in Piedmont; 
and the other a Gentleman of the houſe of Chiſſy. Theſe two Favo- 
rites being jealous one of another as to their Maſters favour, could ne- 
ver agree, ſo that Pommieres not able to brook his Rival, betakes 
himſelf to the French Court, where he diſcovers himſelf to the King ; 
telling him as a grear ſecret that his brother-in-law the Biſhop of Ge- 
zeva, andthe whole State of Savoy at Chiſſy*s ſollicitation were about 
taking the Duke of Burg»nay's part. The King liking this adver- 
tiſement, recompences him with the Biſhoprick of Yiviers. De Pom- 
mieres not content with this, would carry it on further, and would 
have Chiſſy ſeized and brought to the King, that he might be made to 
diſcover all the Biſhops intrigues. He came then to Gexeva with 
three or four of his brethren, and ſtaid there about fifteen days, pre 
tending their _ was only to ſee their friends, and recreate them- 
ſelves awhile. In the mean time there came ſeveral into the City to 
help his undertaking, and to lay hold on Chiſſy; they being adverti- 
ſed where he lay with the Biſhop, as Pommieres himſelf was ac- 
cuſtomed to do when he was in fayour, they ventured to take him in 
the very Biſhoprick. For though the Biſhop had guards as is uſual 
with great perſons, yet he minded not whether they _ ſtrict 
watch, but permitted them to go about the Town at their pleaſure ; 
ſo that they ſerved only for ſhow. In the morning as ſoon as ever the 
gates were opened, Pommieres and his company made a ſhift to get 
entrance into the Chamber, where the Biſhop and Chiſſy lodged; - 
latter of which they made riſe, and drew him out of the room in his 
ſhirt into the ſtreet where their horſes were ready, they ſet him on 
one, his hands being pinioned, and carried him thus out in his ſhire 
through the gate of &:ve, the Biſhop not daring to utter a word ; but 
the youngeſt of Powmieres brothers was wholly taken up in the en- 
tertaining ſome Ladies whilſt his brethren were getfg away. The 
noiſe of this rape being _ over the Town, they were immediate- 
ly all up inarms ; which the young Pommieres perceiving too late, 
he ſers ſpurrs to his Horſethinking to paſs through the gate ofRzve,as 
they did before him; but finding it ſhut, he turns his horſe think- 
ing to get through Corraterie, but it was too late, for they had began 
already to faſten it ; he endeavoured nevertheleſs to get out, but as 
he was under the wicket, = let fall the Portcullices, which light- 
ing on his horſes crupper ſtruck him to the ground ; ſo that he was 
taken, and led tothe Biſhop, who put him into the hands of Chiſſj's 
relations, to keep him till the other fhould be reſtored, as they were 
forced to do awhile after. The Biſhop John Lewis was reſolved not 
ro paſs by this affront, but to be revenged ; whereupon he cauſed the 
Biſhop of Y;viers to be watched ; notice being given him, that on a 
Sunday he had appointed to treat ſome Ladies in Piedmont ; he there- 
upon takes horſe with about forty more, and arrives at Piedmont 
where De Pommieres was, enters without oppoſition , for little did 
they think of him, and finding him at Table, immediatly killed him 

and ſome of his companions. | : 
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In the ſame year there was a great ſcarcity of proviſion, ſo that a 
Buſhel of Corn was valued at fourteen ſhillings 3 which was likewiſe 
followed by ſo great a mortality, that 7000. died in the City. The Bi- 
ſhop John Lewis went the year following toTur4z, and died alſo awhile 
after of a Peſtilential feaver. This Bifhop was a younger brother, of 
a couragious and undaunted ſpirit, a lover of War, bur unfortuna 
yer of a free and generous temper, amorous, and revengeful again 
4a had atfronted him ; but on the other fide very ready to 
forgive, when there. was occaſion, as he made it appear by this in- 
ſtance ; for being in love with a Millers wife, and the husband find- 
ing him iathe Cs with her, could not refrain from thraſhing

After his death, there roſe a great conteſt between the People, Pope, 
and.Chapter, concerning the choice of a Succefſor.

makes an: exchange with Johs of Compois Biſhop of Twriv. But 
Chivrow who was choſen by the Chanons not willing to reſign his 
retended right, thereupon aroſe a great ſtrife 3 but at length this 
i: carryed it, and enjoyed it for ſome time. Urbain of Chivros in re- 
quital reſigns his right to Frazcis of Savoy whom the people approv. 
edof, who entred by force with his brother Ph:/ip Lord of Brefe 
Compois having heard of his coming, got away in the night, ſo that 
on the 25 of July, Francis and Philip made their entrance into the 
Town, and oy therein a Gariſon; a while after came their Nephew 
Duke Charles, who was highly honoured and treated by them ; for 
they ſpent at onggentertainment above four hundred Crowns, which 
wasa great deal of mony in thoſe days.

At which the Syndicks and people were exceedingly 
moved, and complained to the Duke ; ſhewing him this was an 15- 
fringement of their Liberties and Juriſdiction, which the Duke him- 
ſelf was ſworn to obſerve ; yet did not Reze forbear to paſs on. put- 
ting him to the Rack and made him confeſs, and accuſe whom he 
pleaſed ; which done, he cauſed him to be beheaded, and ſet up his 
Quarters in the Liberties notwithſtanding the Citizens oppoſition. 
Afterwards he ſeized on Eyria, and molt of his kindred and friends, 
whom he had cauſed tobe accuſed by the Phyſician, and would have 
dealt after the ſame manner with them ; but ſeveral Perſons of Qua- 
lity having interpoſed, their ſentence was deferred, and Rexe began 
to grow odious to the people. | 

The Duke after his affianced Ladies death, eſpouſed Margarer, Ma- 
ximilian's daughter, who was firſt betrothed to the young King 
Charles of France, but being repudiated by him, and married after- 
wards to the King of Caſtile ; after his deceaſe ſhe was married to this 
Duke Philbert. They made their publick entrance together into Gene- 
va, Which put the Town to great charge, in Plays, Maſquerades, and 
other divertiſements. This drew inſen(ibly the Youth into debau- 
cheries, and the Duke being young himſelf, and a great lover of theſe 
pleaſures ; ir is no wonder it theſe pomps and divertiſements were as 
{o many charms to lay aſleep the Genevoſes. | 

Eyriaeſcaping out of Priſonat Chilon flies to Berxe, and makes his 
complaint to the Council there againſt Rexe ; beſeeching them to 
ſhelter him under their proteQton, and to ſhew to the Duke his bro- 
thers oppreſſions ; which they did, ſorhat he began to leſſen his affe- 
Qtion towards him. There was at that time a Preacher belonging to 
the Dukes Court of the Order of Dechauſſer, or bare-legged, called 
Frater Mulet ; who ſet before him one day in his Szrmons, The po- 
verty and miſery of his Subjects ; exhorting him to help them thence- 
forward, in driving away the Thieves from about him, the real 
blood-ſuckers of the People. He compared the Duke to a-great purſe 
full of little purſes filled with mony, the biggeſt of which was emp- 
ty 3 meaning thereby them who enriched themſelves at the Dukes 
colt, and adviſing thar all the little purſes ſhould be emptied into thz 


| uu The Duke and thoſe preſent, perceived very plainly that he 
e 


ſigned the Baſtard by theſe words, who was the greateſt of thoſe 
Tyrants that robbed the people ; and indeed his credit from that time 
dimniſht, as well for what had paſt in the Pulpit, as his great pride; 
for he had ordinarily a greater attendance than his Maſter. The Duke 
beginning to ſlight him, his followers likewiſe deſerted him ; this 
abated a little his pride, and fearing he ſhould be ſhamefully ſent 
away, he thought it was better handſomely to ask leave, than to ſtay 
tillir was granted him without asking. He came then one day to the 

Duke to whom he held this diſcourls 
and am: ſtill your moſt humble Servant and Subjett, and moreover your poor 
Baſtard brother ;, for your deceaſed father acknowledged me as ſuch. I have 
ſerved you hitherto with that zeal and devotion as might be expected from 
4 /crvant and brother ; ſo that if my ſervice hath not been ſuch as you de- 
2 ferve, 
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ſerve, yet hath it been to the beſt of my power ; but for 4s much as I percerve 
of late that my ſervice hath not been acceptable to you, therefore I am not 
willing to trouble you any longer ; wherefare I hbeſeech you to ſuffer me to re- 
tire into my own houſe, notwithſtanding which you ſhall find me moſt ready 
to obey you 4s often as you ſhall pleaſe to command me. To whom the 
Earl thus anſwered, Baſterd, you ſay you have truly aud ' faithfully fer- 
ved me; be it ſo, yet am 1 glad you ack leave to be, gone, and 
I wil have you depart not only from the Court, but likewiſe out of my Do- 
minions in three days upon painof death. The wretched Rene finding 
his brother ſo angry departed weeping attended only by his Dome+ 
ſticks, and made what hafte he could to be gone ; of which the $yx- 
dicks having notice, notwithſtanding his oppreſſions, came to take 
leave of him, offering him their ſervice. He went into Fraxce to 
King Lewis the Eleventh, whom he endeavoured to exaſperate againſt 
the Sav9yards.

L After Rene's departure, Eyria was called home, and entertained in 
| the Princes Service ; and thus Genevs was freed from a great deal of 
trouble and vexation by Rexe, and the Dukes departure : bur inſtead

not make any acknowledgement. At length a certain Perſon of the 
Country of Piedmont informed them, that the way of his Country 
was in ſuch like caſes to put a napkin with water in it down the 
throat of the malefaGtor to his ſtomach, and then ar one jerk they 
pulled it out again. The Syrdicks would needs try this fellows expe- 
riment, which was immediately followed by the death of the Male- 
factor, which put the Council and Ciry into a great fear, left their 
enemies ſhould lay hold on this occaſion to trouble them, as indeed 
it happened; for ſome belonging to the Duke, and who had the 
{ame kindneſs for the City as Rexe, repreſented this miſhap to the 
Duke with the greateſt aggravations imaginable, adding, they de- 
{ſerved to have their priviledges taken away from them, and that 
moreover he might juſtly do it, ſeeing the City by right belonged to 
him ; the Duke hearkning tothem, Commanded his chief Atrorny 
to undertake the buſineſs ; the Syndick; ſent Borna and Levreri their 
Deputies, who ſhewed the Duke it neither belonged to him or his 
| Council to take cogniſance of that affair. The Duke not much mo- 
ved by this tart reply. tells them it ſhould be put to Arbitration. 
He for his part chuſes ſome of his Counſellors, who with the reſt of 
the Arbitrators were ſworn tobe impartial, and judge according to 
Right. The Titles of both parties were diligently enquired into, but 
they of Geneva got the better ; the Arbitrators declaring by joynt 
conſent, 
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| conſent, that he had no right or title to the ſaid Town; which having 


ſaid, he plainly declared himſelf in thele words; 7 have beengivep to 
underſtand otherwiſe, but ſeeing it is as you ſay, I vow to God, and S. Pe.

and acknowledge it belongeth to the Biſhop my' brother to take cog.

: The plague which continued at Gemeva, was attended witha great 
weite)' rain, which brought along with it a ſcarcity of proviſion; 
which forced the Country ps (who dared -not before approach 
the Town) to come into 1t, whether moved by devotion or urged 
by want ; for they came in proceſſion from all parts ro our Lady of 
Grace, to deſire of her Rain, but they could not obtain it ; and the 
ſcarcity continuing the next year following, a buſhel of Corn 
which was worth before but two ſhillings, was now valued at a 
Crown, the Crown going but tor three ſhillings and two pence, ſo 
thar the poor Peaſants were forced to live on herbs and roots, which 
ſometimes they had not patience-to dreſs, | 2-434 

One Le Morte! a famous Thief made himſelf much talked of in 
thoſe times, it was known by all what trade he followed, the e 
about the Town —_—_— their goods in the City for fear of him; 
where likewiſe it was noſooner night, but the Maſters called to their 
men to keep faſt their doors for fear of Morel, which afterwards be- 
came a proverb ; but all their care did not avail them, for he broke 
inevery where, eſpecially where they were moſt cautious of him ; 
he ſeemed to be not ſo much follicitous after the mony, as how he 
ſhould do his work dexterouſly, for he took but ſmall ſumms only to 
{ſpend with his Comrades; whether he did his work by ſlight of 
hand, or by charms it is uncertain, yet it is reported of him that he ſo 
enchanted the people, that they loſt all ability of ſpeaking or reſiſting. 
The firſt thing he did when hecame in, was to take the Keys even 
from under the Maſter of the houſes pillow — awake; he open- 
ed the Cup- board, Sellar door, lighted a Candle, aid the Cloth, eat 
and drank, no body hindring him. The next morning after this he 
uſually went to the Tavern with his companions, the Vintners recei- 
ved him gladly, for beſides his being a good Cuſtomer to them, he 
never defrauded them of any thing; when he wanted mony, he 
would bid his Hoſt to ſeek in the Corner of ſuch a Chamber, which 
perhaps no body had entred a long time, where they were ſure to find 
theirdue to a farthing. : 

Every body wondered he was not puniſhed by the Magiſtrates: he 
was indeed ſeveral times impriſoned ; but rhe Syndicks dared not a& 
contrary to their Laws and Cuſtoms, which were tocondemn no man 
without his own Confeffion ; for when he ſuffered the Rack, he was 
more firm and conſtant in denying the truth, chan a Martyr could be 
in confeſſing it ; whether this came through want of the ſenſe of pain, 
or that he was ſo ſtout as to deſpiſe it, ſo that he valued the Rack no 
more than a fillip ; for when he was ſtretched upon it, he would pre- 
tend to have been exceedingly tortured, and would deſire them to 


take him off, promiſing to confeſs the faQt ; bur when he was _ 
on 
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repeating their words after them, and deſiring them to give him zke 
other ftroak for the ſake of the Ladies, He died not ſuch a death as he 
deſerved, though dreadful enough; for he was ſeized with the Plague 
ſo vehemently asthat it took away his ſpeech ; his Mother, who at- 
tended him in his ſickneſs fearing he ſhould eſcape it, and\come one 
day to be hanged, put. him -intqa Coffin, and cauſed him to he buried 
alive. 

Duke Phithert.died in the flower of his age of acold gotten in hunt- 


ing, and, being a good and virtuous Prince, he was much lamented ; 


by Genevaeſpecially, who met not with the ſame good qualities in 
Charles the ſecond his ſucceſſor. It was four years before he came to 
Geneva, though he had often promiſed it, which pur the City toa 
needleſs charge in their preparations for him, whilſt in the mean time 
his, Officers frequently. violated the.peoples Rights and Priviledges. 
The Duke had daily. complaints made of this, but he did not re- 
ard it, . | | 

: Monaton Secretary to the Biſhops Chancellour having been di- 
ſpatched to A»cy, (where the Duke then kept his Court) to.obtain 
Letters in favour of the OF as to the maintaining of its Priviledpes, 
brought others exceeding his Commiſſion. There were ſent other 
Deputies to annul what the former had done, and were commanded 
tocarry the Prefident'of Divonne a preſent, who then governed, to 
the value of one hundred Crowns. 

' Duke Charles being at ditterence with them of Ya/ey, required help 
from Gezeva, who ſent him two hundred men under the Command 
of Captain Burdignin. The Duke not contented with this, ſent for 
ſix piece of Ordnance which was aarly denied him, being anſwered, 
that thoſe few they had were only ſufficient for the guard of the 
Town ; upon which Role Nicholas who held a correſpondence with 
the Duke, ſent himan account of thoſe who had chiefly oppoſed his 
requeſt, who were Peter Faccon, Levrery, de Fonte, Hurich, and ſome 
others whom the Duke vowed todeſtroy. The three fit of theſe 
warned of this withdrew to Fribourg, where they purchaſed the free- 
dom of that City, only paying a Crown every year, by which means 
they might live ſafely.at Gezevs, under the proteCtion of this Canton, 
and ſoavoid the Dukes diſpleaſure who would not enter the Town, 
nor ſwear to maintain its priviledges, till Levrery was delivered into 
his hands. The Prethonotary of Aux who was ſince Biſhop, ſucceeding 
Amblard Goyet, Abbot of Filly, inthe charge of the Biſhops Chancellor, 
caſt Zevrery into Priſon ; but his friends giving notice thereof imme- 
diately to Fribourg : that City ſent their Deputies with all ſpeed to 
procure his releaſe, and from that time the Duke ceaſed his violences 
on Geneva, fearing the Confederates; yet his Officers brought in di- 
vers innovations contrary to the Cities Priviledges, for which cauſe 
Levrery was {ent tocomplain to the Biſhop who was then in Pied. 
mont, and Anthony Pecolattothe Duke, who having after long expe- 
Qtation now reſolved to come to Geneva, they preſented him with 
two little barrels of Silver, and the Dutcheſs his mother with a Ver- 
milion Cup gilt with Gold, weighing nine ounces. At length he 
comes, having firſt taken an Oath to obſerve the Priviledges and Li- 
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| berties of the Town, and made farther declaration wherein he ac. 


knowledged he had no power or juriſdiction in Gemevs in theſe fol- 
lowing Terms, Fora/mmnch as our well beloved the Syndicks «nd Council 
of the City of Geneva, at onr requeſt have permitted u-to keep our Court 
in the Hall over againſt the Statehouſe, during our reſidence ; we there- 
fore atteſt and acknowledge this conceſſion not ro have proceeded from any 
ſenſe of duty or acknowledgment of vight fram the Syndicks and Council, 


but purely ont of good will, which we do not de lenſpall extend 10 the prejudice 


of the Liberties of the ſaid City. Aﬀter this he ſoon returned to 4recy. 
Philip of Savoy Biſhop of Geneva, not liking the Eccleſiaſtical 
State, having preſided fifteen years, gave his place to Charles of Sey/:

ore, but driven out by Champion. Philip was by his brother made 
Earl of Genevois, and afterwards betook himſelf to King Francis the 
firft, who gave him the Dukedom of Nemours, martying Cherlorte of 
the houſe of Long«eville in the year 1528. he died at Marſeilles, and 
was buried at Anecy. | 
Cherles of Seyſſe/ was of a ſweet and pleaſant temper, but unlearn- 
ed and imprudent. He made a journey to Strasbarg at the Cities

heard of the Biſhops deceaſe, were both concerned in the choice of a

The Pope would diſpole of it as he had done heretofore, but the 
Clergy and Laity of Gezevs, would not loſe their right in this affair; 
whereupon they betake themſelves to their Arms, and ſhut the City 
Gares, aſſembling in S. Perers Church to chuſe their Biſhop ; they 
could not pitch upon a fitter perſon than Ame of Gingins Abbot of 
Beamont, and they were induced to ſuch a choice by theſe following 
conſiderations. He was a Chanon, and of a noble and ancient fami- 


ly, and moreover allied and beloved by the Confederates, who held 
. atthat time a good correſpondency with Pope Ful;ws the ſecond ; he 


was alſo very zealous for the Liberties and Priviledges of both 
Church and State, and of a very comely perſonage, whoſe onely fault 
was, that he was too great a lover of the female Sex. The Chapter 
then having choſen him by the peoples conſent, diſpatched a Meiſen- 
gertothe Confederate Cantons, deſiring their commendatory Let- 
ters to the Pope to obtain his Confirmation, which being obtained, 


. the Envoy ſets forward to Rome, all at this good Biſhops charge: 


but the Lords of Savoy were not all this while aſleep, for Johnof Sa- 
voy Prothonotary of 4»x, whom we have heretofore mentioned, got 
the ſtart of him, whois the ſame whom the Author of the Book, cal- 
led Chriſtian Gaul, terms Fohn Francis of Savoy, and whom Sewvert 
takes for the Biſhop John Lewes. 

John of Savoy was born at Azzers, being ſon to a poor woman of 
the faid Town, who could not be laviſh of that which ſhe never had, 


' although free enough of her body ; ſhe lived in the ſame condition, 


when the Biſhop of Geneva, Francis of Savoy, was Arch-biſhop of Aux 
and Angers, This woman was kind to this Prelate as ſhe had been 
formerly to ſeveral others, ſhe had a Child by him which he was 
loth to own, whom his Relations brought up in the Court of Savoy. 
The Duke ſeeing this young man as he grew in years, to become 
neither amiable 1n body ner mind, only gave him ſome lean Benefi- 
ces, which he held till Charles of Seyſſe/ Biſhop of Geneve died ; upon 
which he determined to procure that place for him, that he might 
uſe him asa fit jnſtrument toobtain the temporal juriſdiction of Ge- 
zevs, when he ſhould have advanced him to that dignity, as having 
neither courage nor condu&@ enough to oppoſe his deſign. Ie is re- 

rted before his inſtalment, he took an Oath to relign him the 
juriſdition which he deſired. The Duke at the ſame time, to give 
lefs ſuſpicion to the Syndicks, requeſted them to grant him leave to 
keep his Court in the Town, thathe might adminiſter oo” to his 
Subjefs whilſt he ſhould ſtay there ; giving them adeclaration in 
which he atteſts this Conceſſion to have proceeded meerly from good 
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will, and not from any obligation, neither did he intend by it any in- 


vaſion of their Liberties. ; 

' Pope Julius not penetrating into this intrigue, gave the Biſhop- 
rick at the Dukes ſollicitation, to Johnof Savoy, whom the City was 
obliged to accept to avoid the thunderings of the Vatican. He made 
his entrance inas great pomp as the reſt, although with leſs welcom; 
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yet howſoever they difſembled it the beſt they could, and made their 
excuſe for oppoling his reception. . - 

The Biſhop likewiſe diſguiſing bis _—_ anſwered them with a 
great deal of mildneſs, (for he would not ſpur his horſe before he was 
well ſeated in the Saddle;) farther,gwhen he had taken the uſual Oath, 
to teſtify he had forgotten all, he beftowed Offices and Penſions to 
thoſe who had bow Tia greateſt opponents, amongft others to Berthe- 
lier, whom he made Bayliff of Pexyeven againſt his will, and to the 
Abbot of Beaumont fora reimburſment of the charge of his EleQtion 


en the day of his eatrance, he produced the Dukes and Confederate

could receive. his anſwer, Deputies ariſe at Gezeva from Beyn and 
Fribourg ; requiring that the Preſident ſhould be delivered to them.

Village 
of Prefinge, where were.two  mewoiſes, Claudius Servant,.and Fohn 
Pecolat,whom having appreben they brought them to the Biſhop, 
who committed. them to Priſon ;. but = oon releaſed the firſt of 
theſe, which cauſed it to be ſuſpeed that the laid Servant had be- 
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trayed his companion, which made him odious to the people. Pecolze 
was queſtioned about the Fiſh-pyes, and che words he had ſpoken, 
on videbrs dies Petri, it being laid to his charge that he and his com- 

anions (whom they charged him to diſcover) hada deſign to poy- 
ſon the Biſhop, he was Racked three times without conteffing any 
thing ; at length the Biſhop cauſed him to be hanged up by the arms 
allthe time he wasat Dinner, his ſervants blaming him for his folly, 
in ſuffering himſelf to be thus tormented rather than confeſs the 
truth ; telling him, Servaxt had confeſſed the whole matter, and na- 
med particular perſons, among(t others the Biſhop of Maurienne, and 
the Abbot of Beaumont, whom his accomplices would make their 
Biſhop, after they had diſpatched Fob of Savoy; and entertaining 


| him with theſe words, they made him ſay what they pleaſed, not be- 


ing able any longer to endure the torments. 

After this the Biſhop chiefly deſired to get Berthelier into his pow- 
er, but he kept in the City and ſtood upon his guard, and at length 
got away, being attired like a Herald of Fribourg, where he went in 
company of ſome Merchants of that Canton ; the Biſhop and YVidame 
hearing of his eſcape, ſummoned him publickly to appear andan- 
{wer to his Accuſation. He addrefſeth himſelf tothe Council of 
Fribourg, complaining to them of the unjuſt dealings he met with ac 
Geneva, adding moreover that all this had hapned to him for noother 
reaſon, but becauſe he had been a Citizen of Fribourg; that they 
would entreat the Council of Gezevato inform the Duke and Biſhop, 
that if they would ſend any one to iFr:bowrg to impeach him, he 
would render himſelf Priſoner, or if he could obtain of them a ſafe; 
condutt to make his defence at Gezevs before the Syndicks his lawful 
Judges he would there make his appearance, provided they of. F+j- 
bourg would depute ſome perſon to be preſent at the —_— ofthe 
Tryal: the Fribourgers granted his requeſt,and ſent an Expreſs ro the 
Princes, lodging Berrhe/rer in the mean time who-wasbut poor, inthe 
Hoſpital. The Meſſenger found the Princes at Geneve, who had pur: 
poſely come there in expectation of meeting with Berrhelier, They 
returned anſwer, that they would gratifie them of 'Fribourgin any 
reaſonable requeſt, but asto the ſending one to proſecure Berchelier, 
they could in no wile conſent to that. That if he would /have Ju- 
ſice done he muſt come to Gexzeve, where he ſhould not fail of it, 
provided no {tranger affiſted at the Tryal, it being contrary to the 
Cities priviledges, which aſſert the Syaicks to bet > Gly Judges in 
criminal Caſes, not ſuffering any others to aſſiſt ar the Judgment bur 


their own Council. 

In the mean timethe Duke reſolves upon a journey tothe Canons 
for forme reaſons of State, particularly about the difference which 
was not only at Genevabetwinxt the Biſhop and the Citizens thereof, 
but likewiſe betwixt the Citizens of Las/axe and their \Prelate. The 
Biſhop of Gexeva had the Duke on his fide, and the Gezevoiſes, the 
Confederate Cartons ;o0n the contrary, the B of Lau{anc had the 
Cantons for him, and the people the Duke of Savoy for them. He 
went firſt to Fribourg about Bertheliers buſineſs, fearing they might 
decide the buſineſs in his favour ; from whence he went to Berxe to 


confirm the ancient Alliances, and to add ſome new Articles. a. 
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had paſſed through Lax/are in his way to Switzerland, and hadoffer- 
ed his mediation to them of that City, which they accepted ; but he 
deferred it till his return, after which he gave his judgment, which 
was far from contenting both parties as he had promiſed himſelf; for 
there was neither of them but was very much diſſatisfied : for inſtead 
of calling himſelf an arbitrary Judge, he terms himſelf a natural 
Judge, asif he had been their Prince and Soveraign ; at which both 

he Biſhop and People were ſo offended that they agreed without 
him, and began toſeckan Alliance withthe Cantors. 

After this the Duke returned to Gezevs, where he tarried awhile 
about Pecolat and Berthelier's bulineſs, although his occaſions requi- 
red his preſence in Piedmont ; and it having been ſhewed him at 
Fribourg, that the Biſhop of Gezeva had ated contrary to their pri- 
viledges in impriſoning Peco/at out of the City ; he therefore cauſed 


- him tobe brought back, and to be MT inthe Biſhops name in 


the Iſle, cauſing him to be examined again by the Syndzcks ; he re- 
trated his former confeſſion being before them as having been ex- 
torted, The Duke and Biſhop would have him again be put on the 
Rack, but the Syndicks refuſed it without greater evidence : the Prin- 
ces propoſed the matter to the conſideration of ſeveral foreign Law- 
yers,as well as to their own Council, to ſhew they were not carried 
away by paſſion ; but theſe diftered in their judgment : for the Civili- 
ans being led by their Maſters the Biſhops intereſt, condemned him, 
and on the contrary the others acquitted him. - The {syndicks whoſe 
Province it wasto pronounce judgment, knew not what toreſolve of, 
temporizing as much as poſſible to juſtifie theſe two Lords deſire of 
revenge : the Duke and Biſhop haſtning this buſineſs to a concluſion, 
om p a matter which they were not aware of, viz. That the Pri- 
ſoner was a Clerk, and by conſequence a Subje& of the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Court, and belonged not to the Syndicks jurildiftion. They tran- 
ſported him then out of the Priſon of the Ifle to that of the Biſbop- 
rick, where they were reſolved not to ſpare him, but being ſick, he 
was vilited by the Phyſitians, to ſee whether he was able to endure 
the Rack; they differed in their opinions, but they who affirmed he 
wasable to endure it, were ſooneſt believed ; but becauſe at Thy, he 
was obſerved to be very conſtant in enduring the Torment, and bein 

ſuſpeRed to have ſome Magical charm in his beard, which rendred 
him inſenſible , he therefore had a Barber ſent him to ſhave him 
cloſe, for his beard was very long. Peco/at in this extremity rumina- 
ted in his mind how to keep: himſelf from being overcome by theſe 
torments, which he ſaw were making ready "a, Huy the Barber ha- 
ving waſhed his chin, turned aſide to empty his Baſon, careleſsly lay- 
ing down his Razor near him, which Peco/ar ſnatching up, cut out a 
great part of his tongue; the Barber ſeeing him bleeding in the mouth, 
wholly aſtoniſhed called up the guards and Jaylor, notice being ſent 
to the Princes of this, they took care to preſerve him for greater ſor- 
rows; being recovered, they would have him againtothe Rack, and 
becauſe he could not ſpeak, they would therefore have him write ; 
but the Epiſcopal Council could never agree, and particularly che 
Judge of the Clergies exceſſes, whoſe office was to pronounce ſen- 
tence, being the Syndick Lewvrer,'s ſon, whom the Duke hated as 


much 
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much. as his Father, whoſe head he at length cauſed to be cut off. 
This Judge told his Friends in private, what a dreadful thing it was 
to let this poor Man be ſo long miſuſed, that for his part he 
would never give his conſent that he ſhould be again put on the 
Rack ; and that were it not out of reſpe&t to the Princes, he 
would have long ſince acquitted him ; and to procure his Releaſe 
they muſt have recourſe to the Archbiſhop of Yen, Metropolitan 
of Gezeva. His counſel was followed, ard an Order was obtained 


from Vienna, by which the Advocate of thre Treaſury was cited to 


give an account of the detaining of Peco/at, and forbidding him and 
all other Epiſcopal Officers, yea the Biſhop himſelf, to touch the 
Priſoners perſon. 

Which Order being brought , there was no Body found who 
durſt publiſh it, although the Duke and Biſhop were not at Gere- 
wa ; the bringers of theſe Atts were cudgelled for their pains: 
One Boxnivard, Governor of S. Vitor, was ſo bold as to carry it 
to the Biſhop ; this Yi&or was a young Man more daring than 
wiſe, a Citizen of rhe confederate Cities, of good Kindred as well 
in Szvoy as Piedmont, lothat he valued neither Duke nor Biſhop, 


but hited the later, and favoured Pecolar, and was very zealous for 
his Countries Liberty. He took then a Serjeant along with him, 


and as the Biſhop came from parting with rhe Duke, he delivered 
to him the Archbiſhop of /iezza's Order. The Biſhop being galled 
at it, complained to the Duke ; the Duke ſent for Bozaivara, and told 
him the Biſhops Complaiats., To which he boldly anſwered, 
My Lord, *tis true, That the Biſhop of Geneva detains one of my Ser- 
wants , and hath put him on the Rack; and I habe protedted him in 
acknowledament of his Services; but what I have done is juſtifiable by 
L aw, having not ſuffered my felf to be carried away by Paſſion ; neither 
do I think you can take it'ill that I bave executed the Metropolitan's 
Order 3 'you who are. a Prince, and a lover of Fuſtice, and who wonld 
not hinder Right thoueh your own Intereſt lay at Stake. The Duke 
pretended to be latisfied, and parted the next Morning for Pred- 
mont ; having firſt cauſed Pecolzt to be. removed into the Caſtle of 


Peay. . 
Weread in the Chronicles of Gezeva, That in this Year, before 


the Dukes departure, the Biſhop Fohn of Savoy lying ſick of the 


Gout, - and hearing a noiſe in the Street, asked what was the mat- 
ter? His Nurſe anſwered him, *Twas a Thief who was led to be 
Hang'd ; whom ( added ſhe) if you will pardon ( my Lord ) he 
will all his life time pray for your Health ; Whereupon he ſent 
him his Pardon. We fnd likewiſe an A& made this Year, in 
which the /idame is termed the Biſhops Officer,although the Duke 


pretended he was his ; for uſually thoſe who bore this Office were . 


of Savoy. >. 
The Biſhop about this time ſet out for Piedmont ; and after his 


departure, the term allowed the Advocate of the Treaſury being 

ended wherein he was to appear at Yzerna, he ſtirred not, leſt he 

ſhould do any thing to his Maſters diſhonour. Whereupon he 

was again Cited: and at the third time this Clauſe was inſerted, 

That it he did nor appear, the Priſoner ſhould be releaſed, upon 
I 
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Penalty of Excommunication. And not appearing, there lacked on- 
ly the Excommunication to be taken out; which being effeQed, it 
was ſet up in the Night over the Church-doors. Three Days be- 
fore Eafter (in thoſe times they did the ſame for ſimple Debts ) 
the Chanons and Prieſts coming to ſay Maſs, found this bar forbid- 
ding them to go farther. The Pcople being informed of the Mar- 
rer, began to murmur, and laſtly to gather in Tuinults, exclaiming 
againſt them who were the Promoters of this Excommunication. 
The Clergy and dependant Officers, who made up a conſiderable 
Party , leeing themſelves deprived of the Sacraments, joyned to 
the People, and all together ſer a crying, To the Rhoſne, ro th: 
Rhoſne with thoſe Villains andl wicked Officers, who hinder us froj Re- 
ceiving our Lord. 

The Syndicks ran to appeaſe them, ſeeking the Epiſcopal Offi- 
cers, beſeeching them to releaſe Peco/ar, otherwiſe they would be 
expoſed ro the Popular rage. They being affrighted at rhis, wrote 
to the Lieutenant of Pezay to releaſe him ſpeedily ; but the Peo- 
ple not truſting to them, joyned with the Meſſenger to. ſee Pecolar 
releaſed ; which' fell out well for him, for immediately after came 
Letters from Rome, which made void the Metropolitan of Vienna's 
Cenſures, and forbad the Prifoners enlargement. Meſſengers 
were ſent to hinder the firſt Order ; but the People valued not the 
Popes Letters, bringing Pezolar along with them, whom they 
at the Gyay- Friers, as 1n a fit place for ſhelter, where he remained 
a long time before he could ſpeak, by reaſon of the mntilation of his 
Tongue, -but at length he recovered his Speech, at the intercefion 
of a Saint to whom he was more particularly devoted, (if we may

Whilft they were ſoliciting his deliverance , Berthelter did the 


ſame at Fribourg, to be recalled from his Exile: and moreover 


negotiated an Alliance between the Cities of Geneva and Fri- 
bourg, dilcourſing ſeveral of both Cities abour it, ſhewing them the 
——_— which would accrue thereby ; and not only to them, 
but-to all the other Cantons,as well for the free Tranſportation of all 
Merchandizes, as alſo to make uſe of Geneva as a Fortreſs againſt 
their Neighbours, eſpecially againſt the Duke of Savoy, he being 
always to be ſuſpeCted, notwithſtanding his pretences to the con- 
trary, being not able to _ their Forraging his Country inthe 
Wars he had with the Duke of Burpandy, they having at thar 
time a part of it in their poſſeſſion ;. that by means of rhis Alliance 
the Duke would be fruftrated in his Defign of Soveraignty over 
Geneva; which Diſcourſes fell not to the ground, for they were ta- 
ken into conſideration by the Conncil ; who fent to him, telling 
him, They would procure his Safe-conduQt ; which having ob- 
tained, he ſhould endeavour to effeft this Alliance. They ob- 
tained. then of the Duke and Biſhop a Safe-condu& for Berehelier 
to make his Defence at Gemevs. He prefented himſelf to the 
Epiſcopal Council, and afterwards to that of the City, requiring his 
Accufers to appear and declare what they had againſt him, and 
he would endeavour by Gods affiftance to clear himfelf, and make 
it appear that he was'an honeſt Man. This hapned awhile before 

Pecolat 
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Pecolat was releaſed. The YVidame, who had formerly proſecuted 
him, was cited, and made his appearance before the Szn4icks, with 
the Solicitor Navis, who produced ſeveral Articles againſt Bethe 
lier,containing all the extravagancies and debaucheries of his youth; 
which indeed were not a:few ; and his frequenting Seditious Meets 
ings, amongſt whom he was ever the chief. He excuſed himſelf 
touching this Article, alledging they. were Perſons who maintained 
the Liberties of the City againſt Uſurpers ; that he' aſſociated with 
them in nothing but this their -juſt-deſign. Then they accuſed 
+ him as having conſpired to take away the Biſhops life ; which 
they grounded upon the Confeſſion of Pecolar, and one called Car- 
mentrant, Berthelier juſtified himſelf in this ; pre alledging 
that Pecolat had been illegally Impriſoned, and that this Confeſſion 
had been extorted by the Rack, which he had ſuffered on ſim- 
ple conjeftures : And as to what concerned the other charge, it 
was evident ?*cwas but a trick deviſed by his Adverſaries, Carmen- 
rant having been hired by the Biſhop (whoſe Penfionary and Dome- 


ſtick he was)for this | pr—— Lidame not having ſufficient matter 


againſt Berthelier , lent every day an account of his proceedings 
to the Princes who were in Piedmont ; who fearing the Syndicks 
would clear him, deſired them to admit ſome of their Party to aſ- 
ſit at his Trial: But the Fribourgers having. underſtood it, wrote 
to the Duke how greatly they were ſurpriſed at his intention, ſee- 
ing both himſelf and Biſhop had but lately declared, That the Cu- 
ſtoms and Rights of Gez:v4 would not ſiffer any to be Judges in 
Criminal Cafes but themſelves. The CY that they 
were diſappointed in this contrivance, -offered Berrhelier and his 
Accomplices their Pardon , if they would requeſt it; which had 
been proffered him before at Fribourg. To which he returned the 
ſame Anſwer as before, That having not been guilty of any Offence, 
he had no need of Pardon; wherefore he-intended to ſtand' by the 
deciſion of Juſtice, The Princes — his Trial would end 
in their diſhonour , would have Judgment ſuſpended , forbidding 
them on great penalties to proceed therein , till they ſhould ei- 
ther come or {end 3 which the Syzdicks did ro avoid the diſplea- 
| ſure of theſe two Lords, whom they rather feared than lo- 
ved. | | 2 
In the mean time Berzhelier began againprivately to carry on the 
Alliance with Fr:bourg, gaining as many Citizens on his fide as he 
could : But the Duke had ſeveral Favorites at Gemevs, amongft 
whom was the Sy»aick Monthion,who botea great ſway bothamongſt 
the Council and People. Moreover one part of the City being Ss- 
voyards by their Original, and being accuſtomed to habe the Duke 
for their Maſter, preferred his Dominion before the Alliance with 
the Swirzers, valuing their profit more than their Liberty, Two 
young Men of Gezevs coming to Thurin in expeRtation of ſome 
employ, were immediately laid hold on by the Provoft and car- 
ried away to Pjgnerol, before the — of Geneve, who was the 
Abbot of that place. They were accuſed for being Berthelier*s Ac- 
complices, although one of them was his Enemy, and Son of Na- 
vis the Vidame's Attorney ; the __ was John Viterman or =_

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\ chet. They met at firſt with gentle uſage, to make them accuſe 
thole who were the objeQs of the Dukes and Biſhops ha- 
tred. But they anſwering , They knew nothing of that matter, 
were again \-': back to Priſon. | In the mean tin.e Bognivard of 
S. Vitor, whom we have already mentioned, pafling through Tx- 
rin in his Journey to Rome, recommended their cauie to a Lawyer 
his Friend, and wrote to them a Letter before he parted, which 
he ſent to the Jaylor to deliver it to them ; who ' conveyed it to | 
the Biſhopi, who upon the receit thereof was exceedingly en- | 
raged againſt Yi#or, who had [already occaſioned Pecolar's Releaſe, 
he therefore cauſed them to be kept cloſe Priſoners, and put them 
on the Rack. The great Torments they underwent made them 
confeſs the pretended Conſpiracy of Peceo/at, and to bring in YVittor 
as a party, At the ſame time the Biſhop ſent this Depoſition to the 
Spadicks, and withal, that if they would not believe it, they ſhould 
d two Perſons: to hear their Confefſion; but not giving credit 
to the matter, they ſent no Body. This forced Confefſiondeclared 
that Y:&or, with -twoother Perſons in cuſtody, had determined to | 
poyſon him; which if they:could not effe&, they would after this 
manner one Evening come a Mumming to his Houſe, and raiſing | 
a quarrel, he ſhould be tabbed in the tumult ; by which means | 
Vitor might ſucceed him. Which plainly appeared to be ill con- 
trived, ſeeing Yittor was not ſo familiar with the Biſhop as to 
give. him ſuch kind of divertiſement, being rather his profeſſed 
Enemy : and farther, the —_— was not fo eaſily obtained, 
{ceing the Abbotof Beaumont elected = Clergy at the Peoples 
requeſt, could not obtain the Pa nfirmation, who certainly 
would neyer have gratified an Aſſaſſin. 
Two young Theſe two- poor Creatures then were beheaded by the Dukes

Vittor returning awhile after from Rowe paſſed through Turzn, 
where the Biſhop had given order to have him apprehended ;' of 
which having notice, and having many Friends, he walked near 
eight days -about the City to affront the Biſhop ; at the end of 
hich he chouſed his Spies, pretending to ſtay there longer, bur. 
took Poſt one fair-Morning for Gezeva; whither within aſhort time 
were brought the Heads and Quarters of the Two, fore-mentioned 
young Men in Two Barrels, marked with the Arms of the Earl 
of Genevois the Dukes Brother : they who brought them lodged 
that Night on this ſide the Bridge of 4rve, and the next Mogni 
early they ſet them up on a Walnut-tree, with a White Croſs a 
this Inſcription: Theſe are the Traitors of Geneva, The firſt who 
{aw them ranto carry the News about the Town; a great part of 
which came to behold them. This was a fad SpeQacle, eſpecial- 
ly to the Father and Mother of Navis. The Father was ſtill the | 
Vidame's Solicitor againſt Berthelier, and ſaw himſelf fo ill requited 
tor his Services. The good Citizens were grieved, but _— 
; ew 
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ſhew their indignation, contenting themſelves only with the Re- 
novation of the Propoſitions made them by the Burgers of #;. 
bonro. g 

The Council of the City, as likewiſe that of the- Biſhop, being 
met together to conſult of the means to appeaſe the Princes, whoſe 
diſpleature they feared, deputed the Yidame Aymt Confilii, Michael 
Nergaz, and Francis Talicher, all three of the Dukes FaRtion, to ſhew 
the Princes in all Humility;. that the City was very much amazed 
that they had thus uſed - Two of their Citizens, and that the ge. 
nerality of the City had given them no occaſion: of offence, «but if 
any particular Perſon had, they might have had him puniſhed at 
Geneva: and therefore - deſired them to declare who had offended 
them, and if they werein- fault they ſhould be obliged to a ſpeedy 
reparation. They departed then to find the Duke, who openly 
gave them but ſlender welcome, but privately conſulted with 
them as Friends, treating them with the greateſt reſpe&. He ſent 
them to Pignerol towards-the Biſhop, who gave them as kind en- 
rertainment';- at length he made a Speech to them in publick to 
this effet: That he was wery ſenſible there were ſeveral good People 
at Geneva, from whom they had received faithful Service, and which 
they ſhould be ready at all times to acknowledge ; but. that there were al- 
fo ſeveral Mutinous and Seditions Perſons, guilty of the higheſt Crimes, 
even of Conſpiring the Death of their Prince, of whoſe number were 
theſe two who had been made Examples: that there were ſome in the 
Town, who to avoid the puniſhment due io their Crimes, endeavoured 
to perſwade the People to make an Alliance with Fribourg ; which would 
not only tend to the Princes diſadvantage, but to the City's it ſelf, which 
would loſe by this means the Cuſtoms which were paid for the Carriage 
of Mcrchandizes into Fribourg. That if the Cities did embrace this of 
fer, they would certainly moſt ſeverely puniſh the Authors of it ; in 
which if the body of the Town would affift them, they ſhould reſpett then 
for good and faithful Subjetts : adding," they deſired that the Princi- 
pals, who were Berthelier aud Ten or Twelve others, ſbould be puniſhed 


with the greateſt ſeverity. = | | 
The Deputies, who had themſelves diQtated this Anſwer, deſired 


it ſhould be committed to Writing, being direQed to the Coun- 
cil. To which the Princes conſented, on condition they would 
not deliver it to them till they were ſworn to execute what it 
contained. They at their return offered it to the lefſer Council ; 
the greateſt part of which liked not the condition, ſaying, There 
might be . wn ſomething which reſpeted the publick Intereſt 
and whe = x wh could reſolve of nothing without rhe eneral 
Council, which was; aſſembled the next Morning, where the De- 
puties appearing, related they had. no other Anſwer than that 
which was contained in the Letter, and that they had in charge 
not to open it but upon the fore-mentioned condition, The Peo- 
ple would not agree to the Propoſal touching the Oath, but de- 
termined toſend back again the Letter whence it came. Nergas 
then tells them, Gentlemen, lays he, The Duke of Savoy hath de> 
clared, That if his Letter be not read, and the Contents obſerved, no 


Genevoiſe ſhall exjoy his Poſſeſſions in ſafety. The People inraged 
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at this cried to the Deputies, Have you ſtaid five or ſix weeks on the other 


fide the Mounts, making your ſelves merry at our coſt to bring us this news? 


TotheRhoſne,co the Rhoſne,with ſuch Traitors; and it wanted bur little 
but they had been ſacrificed to the 'popular fury, but tor fear of the 
Princesthe Council appeaſed them: they returned the Letter tothe 


' Deputies, after they-had ſeverely reproached them with it, bidding 


them do what they would with it, for it ſhould not be. read on the 
condition offered. | | Q.. 

This advanced not 2 little the deſign of the Alliance with Fribourg, 
it being the only private and publick diſcourſe of the Town, bur all 
would not conſent to it; ſorhat Be/anconHuges one of theSymarcks, and 
ſeveral of the Council approved of it, and had ſeveral meetings 
about it-with thoſe who were men of courage and reſolution. They 
concluded that if a general Alliance could not be effeted, there 
ſhould be. a particular one made in behalf-of thoſe who had ſubſcri- 


' bed te the number of three hundred, with charge to the Deputies, to 


confer about it with thoſe Fribowrgers on whom Berthelier had pre- 
vailed, which was done not without oppoſition from them who were 
Penſioners to the Duke, for he had ſuch as well in Fribourg-as Geneva. 


- The Deputies had this anſwer both from the great and leſſer Coun: | 


cils : that if the City, or at leaſt the greateſt part of it would make 
ſuch a contra&, it ſhould be accepted on reaſonable terms, provided 
no foreign claim hindred them, — that of the Duke of Savoy; 
for if Geneva was ſubjeQ to him, thi could not be done without vi- 
olating the Alliance with him; they then would be ready to conſent 
to this Alliance or Burgerliip, and from that time would proteX 
them as their own Citizens. The Deputies returned with an Expreſs 
from Fribourg, to makerelation of their negotiation; ſonqe accepted it, 
others refuſed it; ſo that this heated them one againſt another, not- 


withſtanding the remonſtrances made them by the Deputy of Fy;- . 


boarg. There were continually ſeen Aſſemblies of both parties, which 
day and night circuiting about the Town, made ſongs of one another, 
with mutual gibes and reproaches. 

_— roy the Dukes ſide m— —_— had accepted the Bur- 
gerſhip Eignots, meaning Eidenoſſen : which they counted nor inju- 
rious but rather mans, 7 this _ a Dutch won! ſignifying AlL 
lyed by an Oath, it being the ſame the firſt Spzxzers made 4 of when 
they mutually affiſted one another againſt the Tyrannical uſurpati- 
ons of the geatrv of their Country, and from hence hath ſprung the 
word Huguenots, of which there hath been ſuch different and ridi- 
culous Ertymologies : for ſome affirm that this term Hugnenor came 
from the two firſt words which were delivered in an Harangue of 
ſome deputed Switzers to the French King, beginning thus, Huc nos 
venimus. Others imagine it is derived from a certain Gate called 
Hugon, in T know not what City, near the which Gate they held the 
firſt Synod ; the learned Monſieur Pereau, found out another original 
derivation, as I have read in the Memoires of M. de Pieresh. He tells 
us thenthat at Towrs or Amboise, where as is pretended this name firſt 
began to be uſed,. the people have a tradition of I know not what 
kind of ſpirit w ho ran in the night about the ſtreets, whom they cal. 
led Frier Boxrrs, and afterward King Hugues Ghoſt. It is well known 
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the Proteſtants at firſt went only to hear Sermons by night, not da- 
ring to aſſemble in the day, and for chat reaſon were called Hugue- 
»ots, which is as much asto ſay Spirits ; people who appeared only 
in the night like King H»2xe's Ghoſt ; but the true Etymology is that 
which we have already given; they who underſtand not the Duzch 
Language differently pronounce it. The Boys of the Town ran about 
the ſtreets hollowing, Long /ive the Eignots. The note of diſtinQtion 
was a Croſs marked on their-Doublet. They called the Dukes party 
Mammelsſſes by the name of thoſe Souldiers who were the Soudarl of 
E2yp!'s ſlaves, who having been Chriſtians had renounced their Chri- 
ſtaniry, and abjured the liberty of their Comme joyn with Ty- 
rants ; deſigning by this name to accuſe them of the Dukes faftion of 
the ſame ba ve 4 and from hence hath ſprung che Original of theſe 
factions which laſted ſeveral years. Theſe Eidgnots aflembled in 
_ took upon them to watch the City, and feafted one 
another. 

Which the Princes underſtanding ſent Embaſſadors to Fribourg to 
make their complaints, ſaying, they perverted their Subjets con- 
trary to the ancient Alliances, in admitting them Citizens, 
entreating the Magiſtrates to deſiſt; to which they anſwered, 
that they had not done any thing to the prejudice of their former 
agreements with them in treating with Gezewa, for as to what can- 
cerned the Biſhop, they had no Alliance with him, and conſequent- 
ly might cantratt with the Citizens, who although they acknow- 
ledge him their Prince, yet did not that hinder them from being free 
and at their own diſpoſal, he having accepted them upon this, and 


not any other condition ; yet would _—_— him no wrong, for if he 


could prove them of Geneva to be others than what they termed 
themſelves, the Alhance ſhould be yoid ; that they were ſo far from 
diminiſhing his Eccleſiaſtical Authority, that they were rather on the 
contrary for maintaining of it tothe uemolt of their power, and as 
to the Duke of S2voy, they would make a relerve in what concerned 
his Rights in the Treaty, and that if hecould make it appear the City 
was ſubject to him, they would proceed no farcher. And laſtly, if 
both of them had found themſelves aggrieved, they were content to 
ſtand tothe judgment which ſhould be given, and not to att contrary 
to their Alliance. 

The Deputies from Savoy not ſatisfied with this came to Gezewa, 
where by flattery and threatnings they required there ſhould be no 
farther contraCting of Burgerſhip, and after all their endeavours per- 
ceiving they could not obtain their deſign, chey complained agaiaft 
the Fribourgers in the general Aſſembly ofthe Confedrate Cantors, de- 
claring the wrong which was done the Duke of Sevoy in admitting 
them of Gexeva into the Burgerſhipof their City,ſceing they were 
ſubje&s ; which was contrary toformer Treaties: for ſuppoſing the 
Genevoiſes were not his ſubjetts, yet were they comprehended under

the title of Hinder ſaſſen, which is as much as to ſay, inhabitants of 


their own Country, which the Treatiesof Alliance forbad to change in- 
to Burgerſhip. The Deputies of Gezeve anſwered that their City 
had never been ſubje& to the Dukeor any of his Predeceflors; that 
by-this word Hirder ſaſſer, was not fo much meant a City ———— 
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by his Countrys, as ſtrangers ſerled in his Dominions ; that it was 
rather the Duke who dwelt with them, ſeeing the Country he held 


'about Geneva had heretofore belonged to the Biſhop, of whom the 


Dukes held it, for the confirmation of which they produced their 
Titles. Theſe. conteſts and proceedings held a long time before the 


War broke out. :. Ga 3 | 
The Abbot of Beaumont, and Francis Bonnivard Prior of S. Vittor, 


young Citizens, were zealous for the liberty of their Country ; they 


together with feveral others ſent to Fribourg, to requelt the priviledge 
of Burgerſhip;: which was grantedthem upon condition the general 
Council of Gexzevas conſented to it, which was ſworn to by the 
greater number of ſuffrages which carried it. 

In the mean time the Duke and Biſhop united in their iatereſt, 
gave Commiſſion dated at 2ontcallzer, to the Sieur de Salleneufue, a 
man expert in buſineſs, to be their: temporal Deputy in Gezeva, but 
the Cirizens refuſed him ; alledging it to be a new and unheard of 
thing to ſend them a Governor, ſeeing they never had any before 
but their Biſhop. 

Berthelizr had ſtill follicited for a definitive judgement of his Caſe, 
which had been ſuſpended by the Biſhops command 3 but after the 
Alliance made with Fribourg, he was no more fear'd\, the City de- 
claring ſhe would reaſſume her liberty ; and that it belonged to the 
Syaaicks, and not to the Biſhop, to wy Berthelier. He was judged in 
the preſence of the YVidame, and a definitive ſentence pronounced in 
theſe Terms. That as to what concerned the Crime of High: Treaſon, 
having examined-the proofs, they were found invalid, and therefore 
they acquitted him; declaring him innocent of this crime : but 
touching the exceſſes he had committed, ſuch as Aſſaults and: Batte- 
ries; they had Fined him according to the tenour of the Statute in that 
caſe provided, . 

Some days after Duke Charles the third, fearing left the Profecu- 
tions which he had began againſt the Gezewoi/es before the Cantonc, 
ſhould turn to his prejudice, and that inſtead of acknowledging him 
for their Prince, they ſhould pretend he was their Vaſſal, he deter- 
mined to deal with them after a more violent manner. He raiſed 
then ſecretly an Army beyond the mountains, that the Fribourgers 
might take no notice of it, and the better to conceal his deſign he ſent 
the Preſident Lambert to the Cartons, deſiring the buſineſs might be 
friendlily ended. The Genevorſes having gotten intimation of the de. 
ſign, diſpatched Beſancon Hugues, and John Malbuiſſon to Fribourg; 
but Lambert entertained the Fribourgers with ſuch fair ſpeeches, that 
they knew not whom to credit ; he endeavoured alſo to perſwade 
Beſancon Huges who was his kinſman, that his Maſter had no ill in- 
tention ; which cauſed Hugues to be ſuſpeQed of corrupt dealings. 
Inthe mean time the Duke had gathered an Army of ſix or ſeven 
thouſand menatS. Fulien, before the Fribourgers could be perſwaded 
to believe any ſuch thing. 

He fent immediately an Herald to the Syndick: called Chablis, who 
required that the Council ſhould be aſſembled, which being done, he 
was introduced. He had on his left arm, a Coat of Arms, and a wand 


in bis right hand, and entered after this manner without diſcovering 
þ" him- 
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himſelf, 'or.ſo much as, {aluting the Council, he' was requeſted to 
ſeat himſelfby the Syndicks, and make known his Meſſage, which he 
thrice refaled ; bur ar Icngth he ſar down not by the Synaicks, but in a 
ſeat above them, and {pake to them as follows : Let it:not ſeers ſtrange 
to you, Opp, Lords, Syndicks and Council of Geneva, if I would not fit 
down,at your command, . and that I doit now. of my own accord, for this is 
theireaſon; I am come here from the part of my moſt dread Prince, yours and 


wy Lord and Maſter, the, Duke of Savoy,, whom, it belongeth not to you | 


ro bid fit down, but to him to fit where and when he ſhall think fitting, above 
J0u, 45 yqux Soveraign Prince and Lora,; and as repreſenting his Perſon 1 
have dags. « So from my ſeat 1 make knowy to you my Meſſage, which «, 
That he. biddeth and commanaeth you $6 make ready his Ledeings in the 
State-honſe, . with that ſplendor and magnificence which becometh a Prince 


of his quality ; likewiſe that you furniſh him and his company with vittuals, | 


which aye about ten thouſand footmen, beſides horſe : for he deſigns to come 
iz this equipage to ds 7 »ſtice : Which ſpoken, he was deſired to with- 
draw, till they had conſulted on the anſwer to. be returned him, 
which he did, and awhile after he was recalled; and anſwer made 
him in-theſe words. | 


| We areequally ſarprized, Seigneur Chablais, at what you ſay and ds :

His death affrighted them of Geneva, who did nor then dare to de- 
ny the Duke and Biſhop any thing ; bur it enraged the Fribourgers, 
who had a great deſire to: revenge it. Yet they thought it not 
convenient to raiſe an Army every time the Duke gave them 
cauſe of offence, they made their complaints to the Canrons, and 
demanded their Pay due tothem for the former Levies, and that he 
ſhould give them fatisfation for; Berrhelier's death. The Duke ac- 
quitted himſelf from this Article; laying the blame on. the Biſhop, 
aſſuring them he did it unknown to him; and as to the payment, 
he denied that he was obliged to it, ſeein ing the War had been un- 
juſt, referring them.. to the Genevoiſes, a demanding on his fide 
reparation for the Damages done in his Country of Yaud.

which would not only fall on his Countries, but likewiſe the City 
it ſelf, as hath been found already by experience ;; ſeeing the Fri- 
bourgers demanded yet great ſumms of mony, which could not be 
raiſed without impoveriſhing the City. The Duke endeavoured to 
hinder them from paying the mony, and withal ſhewed them there 
could be no good correſpondence between him and them, whilſt 
they were governed by the Authors of this Alliance ; and concluded, 


deſiring the people to declare the ſaid Syndicks not duly cleQed, and 


to put others leſs ſuſpeted in their places. | 


The people deſirous of Peace, and that the mony ſhould be paid, - 


eaſily embraced this propoſal. The Syndzcks were diſcharged of their

"The Aﬀembly being fat, the Deputies from Fribourg made their 
complaints, and were anſwered by them of Gezeva and Savoy, ac- 
cording to the inftruftions given them. The Fribsurgers replied, 
that ebnſhwy had put Berthelier ro death had done unjuſtly, Reine 
he had been cleared hy a definitive ſentence of the Syndicks, who were 
his lawful judges, and he who had pronounced ſentence againſt him

There were ſome replies'made by both 
parties, but the Cantoxs decreed it after the fame manner and form as 
at Morges, to which they were forced to yield, and agree with Savoy. 
The Duke ever ſince he had married Beatrix the Infants of Portugal, 
kept his Court at Geneve, and defirous to leave a man of Authority 
for his Lieutenant, he diſplaced Conſil:4, and put the Sieur Sz/aigne 
in his room, who was of the family of the Bedsforrs.' © 

In the Year following, before the Eleftion of the Sywdzcts, on the 


twelfth day the Chanons were accuſtomed withi other Eccleſiafticks

A while after he went to the Biſhop at Modor, where there was 
held an Aſſembly. He became acquainted with Fraxcis Neel, who 
called himſelf Monſieur of B/cgarde: he truſted. a Gentleman 
whom he gave him for his Guide' and Companion to Lavſaxe ; 
but he was betrayed by this pert:dious Wretch. For he had no 
ſooner come up tothe top of Monnt Jwre, but he was ſet upon 
by one called Ryoſcy of Thowon, who had eſpouſed one of D. Phit- 
berts Baſtards, and Biſhop Eries the Duke of Beaufort's Baſtard. 
Theſe were two deſperate Villains, who: having ſpent their Eſtates 
needed a Recruit which they expeSted from Boznivard. Their 
Accomplices at Modon had obſerved his Purſe, and. it being' full 
of Parpilloles, which was a Coin uſed in thoſe days, of ſinall 
value, all of them which he had about him, not amounting to 
above twenty Crowns of Gold;* they believed cach piece was a 
Crown.

' The Biſhop favoured the Inſultings of the Genelemen of the Spoon: 
for his Letfers dated from Arbor? were intercepted, ' in which he 
gave Commiſſion to cbaſtiſe his rebellious SubjeQts of Geneva, 
who intrenthed upon his Authoriry.. One of the hotteſt of thele 
Gentlemen was called Monſieur of Aluf/ars, who killed one day a 
Merchant-of Geneva's Servent in the Country 'of Vaud. The De-

Neither did the Duke of Sevoy ceaſe from raifing Soldiers. The 
Confederates ſent notice to the City, that there were rooo0o0 Lan 
cers at Montbeilliard, whom the Earl of Gexevoiſe had raiſed to de- 
ſtroy Gezeve. Upon which they deſired them to ſend a Company 
of two hundred Men to ftrengthen the City Guards.

apparently ſeen, they were inclining to the Proteſtant Religion ; 
upon which one Yerly a Chanon of Fr:bourg, having taken a young 
Man named John Goulzs, who had paſted up a Bill on the Pillar 
before S. Peter's Church ; he gave him a box on the Ear, and 
drew out his Sword : for at that time the Chanons wore Swords 
in Gezeva.

They had Letters of recommendation from Berxe, 
and being ſettled at Gereva, they held ſeveral diſcourſes in their 
houſes to make the people underſtand the DoArine they taught. 
There were ſeveral who hearkned to them, and wiſhed the Cir 
would follow the example of Berze : but this being noiſed abroad, 
the Chanons and Prieſts reſolved to remedy this for the future.

This Froment had cauſed Bills 
to be fer up in the City, wherein he promiſed to teach people to 
Write arid Read in a Months time; and under this prerence he in- 
ſtrufted both young and old in the Prozeſtanz Religion : the forward- 
eſt ofthem leading along with them ſeveral niclii oftheir acquain- 
tance both men and women, whoſe number every, day encreaſed 
notwithſtanding the peoples muttering ; ſaying, that Fromenr en- 
chanted the women afrer him. There was a Grey-Frier called Chr;- 
fropher Bouquet, who was a Proteſtant in his heart, for he was ſo far 
from oppoſing that Do&rine then ſpringing up, that commonly one 
part of his Auditors after Sermon, went into a Hall to hear Fre- 
ment. 

One New.years-day Bouquet having ended his Sermon, ſo great 
a multitude thronged into the Hall to hear Fromenr, that all the 
ſtairs and corners of the houſe were full of people : ſo that they cri- 
ed, To Molard, to Molard, where thoſe who were next him carried 
him, ſo great was the throng, the people calling out to him, Preach 
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20 5 the word of God. Froment then having begun again his diſcourſe, 
the City Serjeant came thereupon and commanded him to forbear. 
He anſwered, it was better to obey God than'man, and ſo held on 
his diſcourſe : the Council being Aſſembled upon this occaſion, gave 
Order that he ſhould be ſpeedily apprehended ; and ſent men well 
armed to lay hold on him, but he. eſcaped into a Citizens houſe 
where he lay concealed. There was an Order from the Magiſtrates 
forbidding ſuch, kind of Preaching upon penalty ofxunder the 
Strapado ; a while after Fromezt not being able to ſtay any longer 1n 
ſafety at Gezeva,, left the Town in the night, and returned from 
whence he came. erg _ 

The Fribourgers informed of this, ſent Deputies to.Geneve ; de- 
claring, that. if they received. this new DoQrine, they would break 
off their Alliance : the Council anſwered, they had done their eadea- 
vour to hinder it, and had moreover requeſted the Grand Vicar, vi- 
orouſly to proſecute this Eccleſiaſtical aftair 3 and ſo they returned 
Tbed : yet the Proteſtants ceaſed not to Aſſemble themſelves-in 
ſeveral houſes, where ſtrangers and the moſt knowing amo 
themſelves, interpreted the holy Scripture. They received their firſt 
Communion in a Garden out of Town, where one called Mr. John 
Guerin a Capmaker diſtributed.it; the Common people eſteemed 
him learned in Divinity, although he was but a Mechanick 5 ſome 
days after, ſearch being made after him, he fled, and was afterwards

' Tt hapned likewiſe that a Frier Preaching: in the Convent of the 
Palace, and railing aglinſt the Lutherans, a perſon named Peter Ro- 
bert Oltveten, Tutor to the Children of John Chantemps, arole up and 
diſputed againſt him ; which cauſed a great diſtarbance-:|ſothat if 
he had not been defended by ſome of his own party:there preſent, he 
would certainly have come by the worſt of: it. - This was that 
Olivetan who firſt Tranſlated the Bible into Frexch, which Tranſlati- 
on hath been received by the Proreſtants. He cauſed it tobe Print- 
ed at New Caſtle inthe Year 1538. and it isthought he was peyſon-

Olevetan having been baniſhed, another ſtranger; who had dwelc 
near a year at Gexeva, openly maintarned that they who went #0 Maſs 
were Idolaters ; which cauſed the Magiſtrates to baniſh him from: t 
City upon pain of death. ' T | 

The Bernoiſes who had already embraced the new DoQrine, being 
informed of all theſe tranſaQtions, ſent a Herald to Gezeva, with Let- 
ters to thiseffe&, Thatthey did ill to perlecute thoſe who Preached 
to them the Goſpel, as they had done in the perſon of Faxel.;' that if 
they would not fofſer them, they who were their Allies would reſent 
it. .Whilſtthe Council had this matter in deliberation, came above 
two hundred perſons, who -defired Juſtice to be done. on thoſe 
who had obliged the Bernoiſes to write this, who they ſaid were 
Lutherazs ; the Council had much ado to appeaſe them, promiling to 
teke carein the buſineſs ; for,they continually cried out, that. if they 
would not puniſh thoſe perſons who would hinder them from. living 
after the manner of their fore fathers, and as they had promiſed the 
* © Fribourgers,they would take a courſe with them themſelves, | 
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Four days after, whilſt the Spndicks were yet in conſultation; no- Mar. 28. 


tice was given them of a great Afﬀembly of people at S. Peters, as al- 
ſo of.a conſiderable company in the ſtreet of Allemands at Baudichor”s 
of New-houſe, where ſeveral had withdrawn themſelves, who had 
procured theſe Letters: from Berye. Two of the Syzdicks went 
immediately to S. Peter's, and the two other to Baudtchon®s, to ap- 
peaſe theſe two parties and hinder any diſorder. The Eccleſiaſtic 
and other Catholicks who were at S. Peters, having underſtood that 
the phos por at Baadichow's houſe were well armed, rang the great 
Bell, and rook up Arms likewiſe. Peter Vande! whom they believed 
to be their enemy, was wounded with a Dagger, and had been killed 
without the interpoſition of a Syadick. A general Alarm being pi- 
ven, he Eccleſiaſticks afſembled in Molard with all them of their 
party, and were encouraged by ſeveral perſons of the Council who 
were there preſent. Claud/15 Balleſſerd paſſing from S. Gervais to go 
to Molard, was hurt before the houſe of Baudichon, and had been 
killed without the Syndicks aſſiſtance, who appeaſed the multicude 
the beſt they could. The-City was near falling” into a ſad confuſion ; 
the air was filled with the clamours of the people animated. by the 
Prieſts, and the lamentations of the aged, who expeCted to ſee 
their children kill one another, or they themſelves to periſh by the 
hands of thoſe to whom they had given life. The City gates were 
ſhut, and the great Guns made ready to befiege Baudichons houſe, 
wherein there were near two hundred refolute men : The City bein 
in this condition, no body dared ſo much as to ſpeak of Peace, leſt he 
ſhould be ſuſpeted to be a Lutheran. By good chance there were in 
the City ſome Merchants who were Fr:bourgers, perſons of known 
honeſty and reputation ; who interpoſing, and calling both parties 
fellow Citizens, exhorted them to agreement, © The Proteftants con- 
ſented, but the Carholicks would have executed their enterprize ; but 
underſtanding the others were conſiderable for their number and pre- 
' paredneſs, they gave over and conſented to an agreement. Hoſta- 
ges were given on both ſides, the Proteſtants delivered Michael Sep, 
ee Lulliz and Stephen Redhat, into the hands of the Syadick 1Mal- 
_ : the Carholicks gave the Chanon Goyer, Fohn Malbuiſſon, and 

John Peſmes, who were kept in the houſe of the Syndick John Phi- 
lippe. 
[The Syndicks cauſed to be publiſhed on the Morrow theſe follow- 
ing Articles of Peace. 

That all enmity on either part ſhould be laid afide, and that they 
_ live in peace without offending one another, either in word or 

ced. 

That no perſon ſhould offer to ſpeak a_——_ the Sacraments of the 
Church, and that all perſons might uſe their own Liberty. 

That no Fleſh ſhould be eaten on Wedneſdays and Saturdays. 

That none ſhould Preach without Licence from the Syzdicks and 
Superiors, and that nothing ſhould be maintained in Sermons which 
could not be proved out of the Holy Scriptures. At which every one 


lifred up his hand, the Seculars before the Syzdicks, and the Clergy 


before the Vicar, promiſing to obſerve theſe Articles.

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. April7. In the Month following the Bernoi/es ſent an Herald to Geneve, de- 
firing the Magiſtrates not to permit Paſte and Baudrchon ro be moleſt- 
cd, who called themſelves Goſpeliers. After Eaſter they lent Depu- 
ties along with: Fare/to Geneva together with another Miniſter, to 
diſpute againſt him who had preached the Lent Sermon. ; 

May 4. On Sunday the fourth of May towards the Evening, notwithſtand- 
ing the Articles of Peace which were to be obſerved ſworn, there 
was a diſturbance raiſed at Molard between certain particular perſons 
of both parties who drew their ſwords, and yet a while after drank 
together and were friends. Whilſt they had their ſwords drawn, 
Marin Verſonnegx ran to the Prieſts at S. Peters for help, who cauſed 

_ _ the Belltobe rung, The Chanoa Yerley came one of the firſt, ſaying, 

he would loſe his life for the Chriſtian Faith : he was Armed from 
head to foot, holding his naked {word in both his hands, crying out, 
Follow me geod Chriſtians, dear Gad, where are theſe Lutherans? This 
alarm I indifferently both parties to the number of one thouſand 
five hundred, ſome ſwords were drawn ; and Yer/y who ſaw the 
place too hot for him, when he would have.gotten away, was killed; 
it was not known who did it, becauſe it was dark. The Syndick Fohn 
Coquer having run in to-part them, was wounded in the head. At 
length both parties withdrew at the ſollicitation of the Synadicks ; Ver- 

ſonnex and Margeillier were impriloned for alarming the City. 

May 5. \ The next morning Yerly was honourebly. buried ; and becauſe he 

belonged to Fribourg, Letters were ſent to the Magiſtrates of thac 
Canton, q were, them how that they were making ſearch after 
them who had killed him, todo juſtice on them.

The Deputies of Gexevs repreſented their grievances to the Ge-

wile com _—_ ”=_ the Gemevoiſes, who had battered his 
Arms in the Caſtle of the Iſle, and pulled down his Altar at S. Fran- 
cis of Rive, and had excluded him from the Vidomnat or Steward- 
ſhip, which he would have reſtored him. He required moreover that 
they would receive their Biſhop again. The Gezevoiſes made an- 
ſwer, they would ſtand to the Agreement made at S. Falien and 
Payerne. And as to what concerned the Biſhop, they durſt not 
truſt him, and therefore would not permit his entrance. : There 


was a meeting held at Thonsn, and another at Lucern, where the 


Deputies of Berze and Geneva could effe& nothing. 

The City received Letters from the French-King, informing them 
that out of reſpe& to them and the Bernoiſcs, he had ſet at liberty 
two Genevoiſes, who had been apprehended at Zyons for their Re- 
ligion , viz, Baudichon, and Cologny : —— todo the like 
by Furbity ; which they would nor conſent to before they had leave 
from the Berxoiſes, through whoſe means he had been all this 
while detained. Their conſent was obtained, yet he was not ſet 
at liberty, till the end of the year by way of ——_—_ for Mr. Sas- 
zier a Miniſter, whom the Duke kept Priſoner in Piedmont. In 
the Month of February in the Year following, a Grey Frier of 
S. Francis's Order, came and preſented himſelf to the Syzdicks, thar 
he might be permitted to preach ; who having requeſted the Cha- 
nons of S. Peter to lend him their Pulpit, they would not grant 

, it. 
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it. But the Curate of S. Germans offering him the uſe of his 
Church, he began to preach on the brit Sunday in Lez?, and held 
on till Exffer. It was known before-hand that he was a Proteſtant, 
as well as the Curate of S. Germans, Thomas Vandel, who had been 
one of the Chanons of S. Peter. About this tine the Proteſtant 
party. was the ſtrongeſt, there being three Synaicks of it. They 
kept conſtantly with them a Captain and a Herald of Berze, under 
pretence of the differences between the Duke and them, but in ef. 
fe&t to authoriſe their party, moon their being moleſted. 
They likewiſe encreaſed by the additional numbers of Proteſtants 
in France, who being perlecuted in their own Country; withdrew 
to Geneva, There was amongſt others a Woman of the Borough 
Tel Breſſ, who came there under pretence of Religion, but was ex- 
EC for attempting to take away the lives of three Miniſters, by 
putting poyſon intheir Meſs of Broth : but there was none bur Y-- 
ret. who eat of it, and thought he ſhould have died with it. She 
accuſed the Chanon of O-ſters for confederacy with her, who was 
by the Syadicks order impriſoned. | 

On Aſcenſion Eve the Gerevoiſes, at Eleven of the Clock at 
Night, went to ſurprize the Caſtle of Pexay with 5oo Men, and 
7 pieces of Cannon. They within, although they were bur few 
in number , yet defended themſelves moſt couragioully : they loſt 
but one. Man, but the Gemewoiſes two or three, beſides ſeveral that 
were wounded: The Night being ſpent to no purpoſe, and the 
Country round about being alarmed by break of day, they pre- 
pared to relieve the beſieged, which made the Afailants withdraw. 
This cauſed them of Penay to begin again to moleft Geneva ; and 
that the more eagerly, becauſe the chiefeſt of them were for their 
obſtinacy condemned to pay a Fine to the City of 100000 Crowns. 
Theſe diſorders obliged them to finiſh the walling in of S. Gervas, 
and to pull down the other Suburbs. 

Some days after, the Biſhops Chancellor, and the Judge in Secu- 
lar Matters, who had removed themſelves to Gex, cited the Gray 
Friers of Rive to make their appearance, becauſe on the firſt of 
May Father James Bernard, Guardian of the Convent, who was 
Lews Bernard's Brother, who had forſaken the Convent the year 
before, had cauſed Bills to be paſted up in the principal places of 
the City, wherein be openly declared his acknowledgment of the 
truth, and that he determined to maintain publick Theſes, rouch- 
ing the Maſs, the Invocation of Saints, and ſuch like points. Theſe 
Diſputations were to begin on the 3oth of May in the Convent of 
Rive. The Biſhop firiatly forbad the Catholicks of his Diocels, 
and the Duke his SubjeAs to appear there. On the contrary, the 
Syndicks encouraged both Parties to meet there, promiſing both 
ſhould have a fair Hearing. Theſe diſputations laſted till S. John's 
day. There were but two Perſons who vigorouſly maintained the 
Citholick Doftrine, wiz. Carol; Dr. of the Sorbox, and a Domini- 
can Frier of the palace, called m—_— The Syndicks had ordered 
Four Secretaries to write what ſhould paſs on either ſide, ro the 
end that the whole debate being conſidered by the Council, th 
might thereupon adviſe what was farther to be done. Afﬀeer this 
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the ſame James Barnard embraced the Proteſtant Religion. And 
within a while Married a Printers Daughter, on whom he ſettled 
a Joynture. | 

. On the Feaſt of S. Magdalen, Farel, accompanied with a great 
number of hearers, having cauſed the Bell to ring according ro cu- 
ſtom, came and preached inS. Magd4alen's Pariſh-Church, the Prieſts 
nor having time to make an end of their Maſs, and the People who 
were there running away with them: Six days after he preached 
at S, Gervais, where the Syzdicks had ſet a Guard of 5o Men to pre- 
vent any diſturbance. On the 5th of A4ug»/# he preached at S. Do- 
minick's of the Palace, and on the 8th day of the ſame Month at 
S. Peters, notice being: firſt given by the ſound of the grear Bell. 
Jn the ſame day the Reliques and Images of the ſaid Church were 
defaced and ſpoiled by the commen People. The Statue of Charle- 
2nain, which ſtood at the entrance of the Church, was like- 
wiſe overthrown, whereat underſtanding Men were much dil- 
pleaſed. 

The next Morning the three -Captains, Nicholas Baudichon, Peter 
Vandel, and Amy Perrin, marched with their Companies, | beating 
their Drums as = went to S. Gerywars, and to S, Dominick ; where 
they did yet worſe, for they ſpoiled a ſtately Pifture which had 
coſt 600 Ducats. And from thence they went” to the Bridge of 
Arve, to our Lady-of: Grace's Church, where the Syndicks haſtned 
with their 'Staves, to: hinder them from demoliſhing the Chappel 
of Rene of Savoy, © © * KH Co ;

They likewiſe abuſed the Women and 
Children of ſtrangers, who were ſent out of the City as unprofita- 
ble mouths ; they ſtripped them to their Shifts, and cauſed them 
to return back again. There were ſeveral little conflicts on both 
ſides, while the Caxtoxs endeavoured to reconcile theſe differences. 

The Proteſtants continued to pull down the Images, and ſpoil 
the Reliques of Churches. 

Some days after the Officers of the City, at the inſtigation of 
Farel, publiſhed by ſound of Trumpet, a Faſt, enjoyning all per- 
ſons the next Morning to Aſſemble themſelves in S. Peter's Church, 
to pray to Almighty God to ſend them Peace. Fare/ preached, 
and the Congregation was greater than ordinary. 

About the end of this Year, with which we will finiſh this our 
firſt Part, the City being ſurrounded with Enemies, wanting Pro- 
viſion, and deſtitute of Mony ; this put the Magiſtrates upon 
Coyning ſome with the City Stamp, the Savoy Coyn having 
been moſt currant before amongſt them. And for better afſu- 
rance in this point of Priviledge, there was ſearch made for all 
old pieces of the City Coyn. At length there were found ſome 
pieces, on one ſide of which there was S. PET RVUs, written 
round S. Peter's Head; and on the other fide a Croſs, with this 
Motto, GENEY 4 CIVITAS, the City of Geneva; after the 
ſame manner as we have repreſented it in the next-ſide. And be- 
cauſe the ancient device of the City in its Arms was Poſt texebras 
ſpero lucem, I expett light after darkneſs ; there was Coyned on one

Twodays after, having notice given them by ſome Priſoners that 
there were ſeveral Troops gariſon'd in the Caſtle of great Saccoxez, 
they marched thither, giving them a falſe Alarm to draw them into 
an ambuſh, but they weuld not ſtir out before they had freſh ſup- 
pgs \ whereupon they returned back after they had taken ſome 

under, 
, In the.mean time the Genmevoiſes having heard no news of the 
Troops which the Bernoz/es had promiſed them, and there being no

Alliance with Madam De Nemours the Counteſs of Gezeva, who 
had offered to furniſh them with Vittuals. Whereupon it was 

agreed they ſhould not break off with her. The Troops marched 
forth on the fide of S. Julien and Du Wache to batter the Fort of Ls 
Cluſe, whilſt thoſe they had ſent on the Mountain ſhould roll great 
Stones upon/them. After the Cannon had played, they rendred L4 £7 
themſelves, and the Gariſon which was about 500 Soldiers, being "Ons 
moſt 7:alians, were carried Priſoners to Gex.

a Warrant to apprehend Philippe, who having ſhut himſelf up in 
his Houſe, made ſome reſiſtance, there having been. a Man ſhot 
dead in this tumulrt ; he got away at laſt oyerthe tops of the Houſes, 
and hid himſelf in the Stable par gr to the. Tower of Per/c, 
amongſt the Hay, where having, been found our, he was carried 
to Priſon. The Syndicks, with the Watch, guarded him from the 
violence of the People, who otherwiſe would have torn him in 
pieces. Whereupon' we may obſerve the inconſtancy of the vul- 
gar, and how little their Friendſhip is to be relied on. It was not 
eight days ſince Philippe was exceedingly. reſpeted, and had more 
credit than all rhe reſt of the Syzdicks befides ; but now every bo- 
dy exclaimed againſt him, and defired he ſhould be put to death, 
even thoſe who were moſt obliged to him, He had madea Party 
who were no friends tothe Proteſtants, and who' had already pro- 
cured the baniſhmenr of ſeveral Minifters, The two Syzaicks who 
were condemned, were of it. They were. called Artichiuds or A4r- 
zxchokes, becauſe this FaQtion had taken theſe Plants to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves, having cut down as many of theſe Roots as they 
could find in the Gardens. It was likewiſe a word uſed in the 
Wars amongſt them. Others ſay this word of Arrichaud came by

Theſe 'are'the mil- 
fortunes uſually attending diverſity 'of opinions in Religion. Phi- 
lippe was condemned to loſe his Head, notwithſtanding the inter- 
ceſſion of the. Bernoiſes. So that this FaQtion of the A4rtichawds 
was very much daunted by the diſgrace of the four who' were 
Syndicks in the Year 1538, and who had been the chief upholders 
of it. Yet the three Deputies at length obtained favour” by the 
interceſſion of them of Berne and Baſle, and were,only enjoyned to 
make an humble acknowledgment of their fault before the Coun- 
cil of 200, and had a ſmall Fine laid upon them. Theſe dif- 
ferences made them thiak of calling back Catviz, who was bulied 
in the Eccleſiaſtical Synods of the Empire. es 

About the end of-cheſe troubles, the Genevoiſes received Letters 
from Charles the Fifth, Dated the eighth of Avnguſt, 1540. by which 
he gave them to underſtand, that he had been igformed, That they 
of Berne ſollicited Gexevato do them Homage, which he did not 
believe they would conſent to, ftriftly —— them the contra- 
ry, upon pain of his high diſpleaſure; expetting likewiſe that the

firſt made a journy over to Raisbowne, He immediately fell to 
work with unwearied diligence, preached almoſt- every day in the 
Week, read LeQtures in Divinity , and never miſt being pre- 
ſent at the Conſiftory on the days in which it was held. And 
anſwered multitudes of Letters which were ſeat to him from all 
parts for his advice in points of Learning and Controverſie. Abour 
this time he ſet up Catechiſing accordi the Form he had com- 
poled. | He eſtabliſhed that Eccleſiaſtical Policy, the Liturgy and 
publick Prayers, which have been ever ſince in uſe : therecame fe- 
veral Freych Men and their Families, who had embraced -the Pro-

Bernoiſes, he made. his Recantation at Srre5bowrg : But he turned 

his Coat: the ſecond. time, oppoling Fare! who had preached ar 
Metz. From thence he went to S:rasbourg, where he would not 
diſpute with Calvin. Death put an end to his inconſtancy, and

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About this time Sebaſtian Caftalio of Chaſtilion in Breſſe, Regent 
of a College, who formerly had preached, propounded and agi- 
cated ſeveral queſtions in Divinity. He diſliked the Carticle of $9: 
lomon as profane and laſcivious, and did not approve of the Mi- 
niſters interpretation of that Article touching Chrilts Deſcenſion 
into Hell ; for which being reprehended in a full Congregation, 
he accuſed the Miniſters of pride, raſhneſs, and other vices : which 
the Council having diſapproved, he was depoſed, and withdrew to 
Baſle, He broached ſeveral Errors, and made a Tranſlation of the 
Bible into Latin and French, wreſting ſeveral places thereof to 
countenance his own opinions. He wrote likewiſe a Book which 
he Intituled Theologia Germanica, and a Treatiſe of the old and 
new, Man. 4835 | 
The City began again to be overſpread by the Plague, it being 
firſt brought thither ( as it was thought ) by ſome Smzrzers Sol- 
diers who went to [ca/y in the Frexch-Kings ſervice. A certain 
Perſon, named Lentils, who had been a Servant to the Keeper of 
the Hoſpital in Caddoz's time, began to pratiſe what he had 
learned of him, carrying about the Plague "in Rags and Linen- 
Cloths, which had been bound about the Sores of the infe&ed. 
He had prevailed upon almoſt the Nurſes and Women who clean- 
ed and perfumed the Houſholdtuff of the infefted. They had 
gotten a bie-word amongſt them , by which they ſignified- the 
Plague, calling it C/azaa, rejoycing upon the.encreaſe of it. When 
ever they met, they were wont to enquire one of another how 
Cleuda did. The anſwer was commonly, She is goood for nothing, 
ſhe doth nothing but ſlerp ; or if there wasany Houſe newly infeQed, 
they were wont to anſwer, She is very well, ſhe makes way in ſuch 
4 place, A certain perſon named Bernard Talent, one- of Lentilles 
Accomplices , was apprehended by the Bayliff of Thoroy, to 
whom he confeſſed the whole deſign; who ſent a of his 
confeſſion to Geneva, Whereupon Lerrilles was: laid hold on and 
examined, but he would' confeſs nothing whatſoever torment he 
ſuffered. - He was ſent to Thonon to be confronted by his Com- 
jon, who maintained the charge againſt him ;' yet he ceaſed not 
to deny it, for all the torments of the Rack which he again under- 
went, even to that extremity as to have his Shoulder broken; at 
which being let down, and put to Bed, he — with- 
out ſaying any my more, than only advifting them to ſeize upon 
all them who attended the Hoſpital. Which was done, and the 
greateſt part confefling the Fatt , were burnt alive, to the number 
of ſeven Men and twenty four Women. They declared, that Len- 
Titles had obliged them by horrid Oaths to execute their miſchie- 
vous deſigns, tobeſmear the Gates and encreaſe the Plague, ſofar 
till they of Gezevs were reduced to that extremity, that the re- 
mainder of them might be maintained with a Buſhel of Corn. A 
Man would ſcarce believe that fo great a aumber of Perſons 
ſhould be prevailed on to work fo horrid a villany, had they not 
all ſeverally confefled it, without communicating one with ano-

were taken in the very FaCt whilſt their Companions were lead- 
ing to Execution. After this rhe Plague ceaſed by degrees 
about All-Saints-day, it having ſwept away near Twenty thouſand 
People. | 

The Diviſions of the 'City, another kind of Cont-gion, and no 
leſs dangerous than the former, ſucceeded. For the young Peo- 
ple would not ſuffer themſelves: to be deprived of their Sports, 
Taverns, and other places of debauchery 3 and the Miniſters inſiſted 
earneſtly upon it, both in the Council and Pulpit, threatning the 
Contumacious with no leſs than Excommunication. One ot the 
Council accuſed Caivin, That he had for the ſpace of Seven Years 
taught falſe DoArine : but the Council committed him to Priſon, 
without Calviz's ſollicitation, enjoyning him to do Penance by 
carrying a Torch in-his Hand throughout the City. - Yirer's Ser- 
vant receiving a Letter from Caivrz, inſtead of carrying it to his 
Maſter as he was dire&ed, he delivered it to the Synaicks, who 


having broken it open, were not a little diſpleaſed ar ſome pal- 


ſages In it; eſpecially -where he tells YVirer, That they of Geneva 
would govern without God , and that he had ts do with Hypocrites. 
Being ſent for to anſwer for this before them, he juſtified his com- 
plaint, by the inſtances of ſeveral debauched Perſons who were 
ſuffered to {coff at the Word of God, and to ſlight their InftruQi- 
ons./ He. left the City 'at the ſame time Fare! departed from Neuf- 
Chatel to go to Zyrich, to be preſent at a Synod compoſed of Di-- 
vines from Switzerland; and Griſons : the Points debated there have 
been ſince Printed. - At his return, he ſet forth his Commentaries 
on the Epiſtle of St. Paul to Tirms, which the dedicated to Fare/ 
and Viret, in conſideration of the ſtrict friendſhip and unity be- 
twixt them. 

Galeaciuus Caracciola, Marquils of Yico in the Kingdom of Naples, 
where he had: lefre' his Eſtate and Family, withdrew to Geneva 
upon the aecount- of Religion. Before his arrival, ſome. Perſons 
ſpread a . report that he came as a Spy, but his converſation gave 
ufficient proofs of the contrary. Bolſec a Carmelite, who had left the 
Order, and under pretence of embracing the Proteſtant Religion, 
had betook himſelf to the profeſſion of Phyſick and Divinity ; 
contradicted the Miniſter in a full Can charging the Pro= 
teſtants wigh making God the Aurhor of ſin, and by that means 
contributing to- the condemnation of the wicked, as if God had 
been a Jupiter or a Tyrant; alledging farther, That S. Auguſtin 
was forcibly drawn into be.a Patron of this Doftrine, although 'tis 
certain he was not of that opinion, of which he warned them to take 
heed,it being a new and dangerous Dottrine,and of which he charged 
Lauurentizs Valls to be the Author. Calvin, being preſent at the Mee- 
ting, he heard Bo{ſec diſcourſe, with an admirable patience, and af- 
ter he had; {aid as much as he could, Calvin preſented himſelf, and 
anſwered molt ingeniouſly to every Article for the ſpace of an 
hour : and beſides an infinite of places which he cired out of the 
Holy Scripture, he quoted ſo many paſſages our of S. Auguſtine as 
would make any Man. believe: he had ſtudied no other Author ; fo 
that every one admired it,. and fſbut up all with this ſaying , 
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Would to God that he who hath ſo much cited $, Auguſtin, had ſeen 
more of him than his covering, Farel, who was then at Gezeva, 
made a diſtint Oration to confirm what Caivia had ſaid before 
him, and to ſhew that they were to blame who charged them 
with error. 'Bolſec was thereupon committed- tro Priſon, where 
Calvin endeavoured to convince him of his error, as well by per- 
ſonal Conferences as by Letters. A while after, by the conſent of 
the Churches of Swirzer/and, he was baniſhed the City. *Tis re- 
ported, That ten Years after, he recanted in a full Synod at 0r- 
leans : but yet writ a Book of Calviy's Life, wherein he very much 
injures his Reputation : which occaſioned Calviz's ſetting forth a 
Treatiſe concerning Predeſtination and Providence, which the Ma- 
pgiſtrates of Berne did neither approve nor condemn :- prudently for- 
Fidding their Miniſters to preach to the People a Dottrine which 
they and all Men elſe ſo little underſtood. Troi/er, who had been 
an Hermit , openly cenſured likewife Cafviz's Inſtitutions. The 
Council emoyned him to be filent, but yet this hindred not of- 
ten diſturbances about this matter. The young people of the Ciry

but the Father. «It was the opinion of fome Lawyers; that his Here- 
fie was of that nature, as rodeſerve'death ; but he thought to eſcape 
all puniſhment by a ſceming repentance, retracting his opinion»by a 
writing made for that purpoſe ; which the Magiſtrates taking notice 
of; 'inflifted on him no'orher. puniſhment beſides the burning his 
W ritings, and a command not to ſtir- out of the City without their. 
leave, which he obeyed with much ſubmiſſion and ſeeming 'compli- 
ance; after which he had leave granted him ro go about the City; 
but at _— withdrew with ſome of his followers into the neigh- 
bouring Countries at Grzba/d's, where he taught the ſame DoQtrrine 
as before. The Bayliff of Gex obliged him to a new recantation : 
but he ſtill returned to his old error, whereupon he was at length ex- 
ecuted at Berne inthe Year 1566. Calvin wrote a Book againſt him, 
wherein he excellently confuted this Hereſie. 

The number of the Youth encreaſing who came from all parts to 
ſtudy at Geneva, the old School was not large enough to hold them, 
wherefore the Council thought fit to raiſe a new Colledge. There 
were immediately ſettled in it ſeven Claſſes, and three Profeſſors of 
Greek, Hebrew, and Philoſophy ; befides Divinicy LeQures which 
Catvin read himſelf, to whom was joyned Theodore Beza, who Prea-

rogether with the Miniſters and Scholars, which Statutes have been 
fince Printed. * 3 

' Duke Emznuel Philbert entring again upon one part of his eſtates, 
of which his father had been almoſt wholly diſpoſſeſſed, required the 
'Bernoiſes in a Dyet held at Newf-Chazel, to reſtore him thoſe places 
they had taken from him, which he obtained but in part : ſome years 
after he endeavoured likewiſe at an Alliance with all the Cantons, 
but there were none but the ſix Cantons who granted ithim. 

In the Year following the Gezevoi/es made two perſons ſevere ex- 
amples of Juſtice after the manner of the ancient Romans, a Citizen 
having been condemned tobe whipt by the leſſer Council, for the 
crime of Adultery, he made an appeal to the Council of two hun- 
dred, from whom he hoped to obtain favour. His Indiment being 
reviſed, and the Council obſerving that he had been guilty of the 
ſame crime heretofore, and had been reprehended for it, condemned 
him todie, to the great aſtoniſhment of the Offender , who com- 
plained he was too ſeverely dealt withal. Some time after there 
was executed for the ſame faQt a Banker, who died very penitent, 
bleffing God that Juſtice was ſo ſtriQtly obſerved. 

The young King Charles the ninth writ to them of Geneve by an 
expreſs, complaining that the ſource of all the diviſions in his King- 
dom ſprung from the Miniſters whom they had ſent into France, de- 
firing them to recall them, and to take a courſe that for the future 
they ſhould come there no more. To which they anſwered, that in- 
deed they had not hindred any perſons from coming into their City 
toſtudy there, in order to the fitting themſelves for the Miniſtry ; 
but they were ſo far from fomenting the troubles of Fraxce, that on 


the contrary they had ry to keep back them who would 


have 
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have went to Amborſe, as knowing well that Holy Scripture recom- 
mends to SubjeRs obedience to their Prince. Burt tþe King not fatis- 
fied withthis, gave not over threatning them. The Duke of Savoy 
likewiſe laid to their charge, that they privately afſiſted his Sub- 
jets of the Valleysof Angrogue and Luzerne, although they proteſted 
to be no farther concerned in it, than in praying to God to deliver 
them from the Soldiers cruelty. , 

The Proteſtants of France enjoying again the calms of peace (whom 
the Carholicks call ew o/ the chiet Cities of it ſent to Geneva for 
Miniſters, who did not refuſe them. Theodore Beza and Peter, Martyr, 
Divinity Profeſſors at Zprich, were ſent for by Letters from the King 
of Navarre, dated the twelfth of 4ugs«/, 1563. to be preſent at the 
Conference of Poiſſ3. : 

On Saturday the twenty ſeventh of Aay, 1564. died John Calvire 
aged fifty fix years, having by overmuch ſtudy brought upon himſelf 
ſeveral diſtempers. He was buried the next morning in the common 
Church-yard of the large Palace, according as he had deſired in his 
Will, without any Pompor Epitaph ; his Corps was attended by al- 
moſt the whole City. Simon Gonlard of Sexlis who came to Geneve, 
a while after was choſe in his place. Theodore Beza wrote a Diſcourſe 
of his life and death, which was publiſhed in the ſame year together 


with his Teſtathear.

His death was followed two years after by another more Tragical, 
Fames Paul Spifſame Biſhop of Nevers having left his Biſhoprick, and 
forty thouſand Livres a year, had withdrawn himſelf to Gezeva, to 
live according to the Proteſtant DoQtrine. He had preſented a Re- 
queſt to be admitted Citizen, which he obtained, having been re- 
ceived into the Council of two hundred, and of ſixty. The Magiſtrates 
and Scholars eſteemed him for his Learning. A while after he was 
ſent into Fraxce to ſerve there in quality of a Miniſter, but they had 
notice that he privately endeavoured to pet ſome other Biſboprick, 
which was the occaſion that at his return he was more narrowly ob- 
ſerved, - and his former life ſearched into. It was found that he had 
a child before he was married,of her whom he had eſpouſed, and to 
the end it might not be declared a Baftard, he had forged a Contra 
of an antedated Marriage, and falſe Seals, for a greater confirmation 
to make his Son capable of his inheritance, which was very confide- 
rable ; for all which he. was impriſoned, and baving confeſſed the 
whole matter, he was beheaded at Molerd, being very penitent for 
what he had done, expreſſing his ſorrow y_ excellent h which 
he made on the ſcaffold. Some perſons have thought that theſe ac- 
cuſations were only for a celour, when in effeQ it was to gratifie 
Catherine de Medicis, Who had prevailed on the Syndicks, at - in- 

Duke Emanci Philberr, who had been a tume urgent with 
the Berno;ſes to reſtore him his lands, prevailed fo far by. the Empe- 
rors interceſſion, that they releaſed to him Gex, Gaillard. and Terny 
with Chablais, on condition they ſhould remain in the ſtate they were 
in, haviog the free exerciſe of the Proteſtavt LE permutted them;

The Duke D* 4/v2 being to paſs through S2wvoyz and near Gezeva, 


Emanuel Philbert would have laid hold of this I to make 
himſclf Maſter of that City, and therefore raiſed great numbers of 
S2ldiers on this fide and beyond the Mountains. The report of his 
enterpriſe being ſpread in Fraxce, there came in a ſhort time ſeveral 
French men eſpecially Burgundians and them of Provezce, to- offer 
their ſervice to the City ; the Magiſtrates likewiſe. took all poſlible 
care for its preſervation, they made out ſeven Companies of theſe 
ſtrangers, four of which were commanded by Captains belonging to 
the City , and thethree others by them of Prowexce, - beſides the in- 
habitants who mounted the Guard by turn. 7. F.. Bernard ſecond 
Syndick was made Captain-General, 4my YVarro Sergeant-Major 
) rgcant- Major, 
Amblard Corne Colonel of the Infantry,-and Pax! ds Monvans his Lieu- 
tenant, The Duke De Alva being informed of the nature of the 
place would not ſtop there, but traverſing the Fraxche Comtt he pal- 
{ed over into Flanders, where there were affairs expeQted of grea- 
ter concernment, the Ho/lanaers having taken up Arms, rhe Troops 
compoſed of ſtrangers which were at Gezevs were not willing to re- 
main idle, but*ook likewiſe the ſame road to aſſiſt them of the Reli- 
gion ; they Alarm'd Gex and Yerſoy as they paſſed by, the inhabi- 
tants being ſeized with a panick fear forſook theſe two Boroughs, 
this exploit hath been ſince called The battel of Gex, no ſooner begun 
than ended, concerning which there is a poem extant in Burleſque 
Verſe in that Country Language. It was about this time'that the 4r/c- 
nal of Geneva was built. ' pl 
.- Theſe rumours of War were followed by the Plague which ſwept 
away ſeveral people : there was again a diſcovery made of feveral 
rſons who endeavoured toſpread the infeQtion about the City, and 
who had learned this curſed art in Leztifes School. There were di- 
yers burnt for this fat, amongſt others one called Grimeud and his 
Accomplices ; yet the Plague ceaſed not till 572. which year being 
very cold putan end to it, being one of the ſharpeſt as could be re- 
membred to have hapned in Gezeva. People paſſed over the Lake 
on the Ice almoſt over againſt Co/ogxy, 4nd the Mills could not work, 


which cauſed a great ſcarcity of flower. 
The City was likewiſe twice ſhaken with Earthquakes, the firſt 


of which overthrew the Gate of Corzev:n into the Ditch, and in the. 


ears 15.76 and 78. there appeared two Comets which were fol. 
_ by the joyful news of an Alliance which Herry the third made 
with the Switzers, in which Geneve was compriſed, it being ſtipulated 
that for the defence of the ſaid City, which was tiled the Key and Bul- 
wark of Switzerland , the Cantons ſhould ſend incaſe it ſhould be be- 
ſieged a ſufficient number of men to its affiſtance at the Kings charge, 
- and on the other hand the City ſhould ſuffer his Troops to paſs 
through it, marching orderly in rank and file, granting no retreac 
or paſſage to his Majeſties enemies. This Treaty was concluded at 
Soleurre betwixt the King and the Cities of Berxe, Sofeurre and Gene- 
V1, Zurich was afterwards comprehended at the ſuit of the Sieur of 


Cocumartin Ambaſſador from the King to the Swirzers.. | 
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This hindred not the Duke of Savey, from making a new Tryal 
upon Geneva. A Dauphinoiſe who lived at Thonon informed him that 
he held intelligence with the chief of that City, which put the 
Duke upon railing ſome Regiments of Horſe and Foot out of Pied- 
»ont, Provence and Savoy, under the conduct of Bernardin of Sawop 
Earl of Racynis. | Theſe Forces lay hid in ſeveral Caſtles and Mona- 
ſeries, the: place of their Rendezvouz was to be the great 
Wood of Rjpar/e, which was encloſed with Walls, where they were 
ro have Armsand other neceſfaries. In the mean time they tampered 
with ſome of the City, who let themſelves be won : but they more 
eſpecially applied themſelves ro the Captain Lieutenant Lance, who 
commanded at S. Gervais. He took what mony ſoever they brought 
him, and promiſed great things ; but he informed the Council of 
the whole tranſaQion. The Dukes Forces marched through Terzy, 
and came to Gex, from whence they were to march to S. Gervar, 
Lance having promiſed to ſer open the Gates to them. The day ap- 
pointed being come, the Earl of Racows told the Pavphinoife, that he 
would not have him leave him ; but he fearing if the enterprize took 
not effect, it would go hard with him, got away and came to Gexe- 
va; fothat Raconrs perceiving how the matter went dared nor to ap- 

Yroach the Town, although the Gate ſtood a long time open, and 
had the appointed fign given him, bur he withdrew to Ter», and 
S. Fulien ; his conjeQture was not all prounded, for beſides the inhabi- 
tants of the City who were all ia Arms, there were five hundred 
Muſquereers with other Companies who waited his coming. 

The Earl having miſt his mark, and conſidering what a gallane 
Army he had under his command, there being beſides others, one 
thouland five-hundted Smirzers belonging we. Catholzck Cantons, 
whom he had raiſed (maugre their Allies) for to ſet them by this 
tmeansat variance; he reſolved not to return home, without doing 
ſomething. 

Oa the other ſide, the City was very well mann'd with Soldiers 
both French and Savtzers who were Proteflants, a conſiderable num- 
ber of which they poſted near the Bridge of Arve, where there paſ- 
ſed ſome skirmi The Enemy was worſted, which made him 
withdraw, haviag firſt plundered and wafted the Villages about Geme- 
va. Aﬀer their departure the Genewoiſes permitted their Troops to 
_ at pleaſure, and dent away others who came to their afli- 

NCce. | 

Inquiry was made after thoſe who had dealt underhand with the 
Enemy. Onecalied Dev plans of Thowon, had fertled himſelf in Ge- 
evafor thatpurpoſe. He was madefree of the Ciry, having pur- 
chaſedan houſe near the Gate of Rive, where he ſokd Wine t0 the 
Soldiersofrhe Guard. #he had ſent to the Duke the height of the 
Walls, 2nd had introduced Tome Officers, and made « Mine in his 
Cellar to let in Soldiers into the City who were to ſurprize the 
Guard: he was beheaded with three of his Companions. They 
who faw them executed, related a firange and imcredible accident, 
which'was, thatone of the heads which was catoff, made a leap on 


_ the Scaffold, and fell on the ground, from whence it leaped upon a 


perſon there preſent, and fo faftned its teeth in his Cloak, thar ic 
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was not poſſible to looſen it otherwiſe than in cutting off a piece of it; 
now if this be true, this head was of the nature of the Viper, who is 
no leſs dangerous when his head is ſeparated from his body, than 
before. | 

During theſe Tranſactions, the Szexr of Candole returning out of The Jews re 
Germeny, brought along with him a requeſt from the Jews who were = 
threatned to be baniſhed out of the Empire; they proffered to come ; 
to Geneva, to the number of eight or ten thouſand, to build houſes at 
their own coſt, towards S. Johns or S. Yidtors, 'and to cloſe in rheir 
apartment with walls where the City ſhould ſer a Guard at their 
charge. They promiſed, moreover, to be the firſt in fight when oc- 
caſion required, and to pay a yearly tribute to the Republique, and 
to undergo any other Taxes which ſhould be laid upon them, deſi- - 
ring onely to have this place for a retreat, and as a convenience for 
Trade into Piedmont and Yalars. Some were of opinion to ac- 
cept of their propoſals, repreſenting to themſelves and others, the 
enriching of their Country by this means, and that they would be as 
ſo many _ Soldiers who would do the City ſervice for nothing 3 
and that they might be tolerated, ſeeing they were permitted in [- 
taly. They who were of the contrary opinion alledged that the Pro- 
reſtant States found rhem dangerous, and that they could not be 
truſted in any ſtrait ; that they would make proviſion ſcarce, and 
thereby enrich themſelves by impoveriſhing the Citizens with their 
Uſury, and that they had been already driven out of France for that 
reaſon, as they were now. about to be out of Germany. This laſt ad- 
vice was followed, and they on their ſide agreed with the Germans, 
who permitted them to live where they were. 

Oa the firſt of March x 584. on Sunday about noon, the skie being 1584. 
very clear, there was fel on a ſudden a great Earthquake, which Aarch r. 
lafted ten or twelve minates, and ſhewed itſelf not © 4 by the clat- An Earth-- 
| teringof the Windows, Tiles, and Pent-houſes; but ſhaking the very **** 
foundations of the Houſes, thfowing down ſeveral Chimneys ; it 
ſhattered the Houſes about the Lake, and waxed grearer three days 
following, prcducing at length this unheard of difaſter. Half a 
League diſtant from the Ciry of 4zigle in the Canton of Berne be- 
rwixt nige and ten in the OI was ſeen a prodigious quan- 
tity of Earth driven out by the exhalationsof a Rock, which divided 
it ſelf into two parts, which poured downaftke a ſhowre of rain, 
and overwhelmed in an inftant the Valleys and neighbouring Plains. 

The Hamlet of Corbery was all of it immediately buried fave one 
houſe, the Maſter of which aftoniſhed atthe ftrange clatter he heard, 
told his Wife, he believed the end of the World was at hand. They fel} 
to their prayers, and in the meafitime the Earth paſſed lke a wave 
over therr houſe without hurting any body but the Maſter, who was 
ſhghtly bruiſed in the head by __ There was found in ano- 
ther houſe. a Child ſafe in the Cradle, and the Mother of itkifled by 
the ruins of the houſe, 1ying with her arms firetched over it ; more- 
over the Earth au ing, 25 it rowled like a Snow-ball, over- 
whelmed im the Village of Tvorze ſixty nine Houſes, one hundred fix 
Barns full of Corn, a hundred = ons, and a great quantity of 
Cattel : This Village being one of the beſt in Switzerlan —

he men were out atwork and fo eſcaped, there was no houſe out of 
which ſome one or other was not ſaved. The Earth was mixed with 
a kind of hail ſtones, and with a cloud of ſparks and ſmoak, which 
ſpread a ſmell of Brimſtone thereabouts. The ſhowre of Earth, be- 
ing as wonderful as thoſe of the Ancients have been ſuſpicious, co- 
vered at leaſt a League in length, and about twelve Acres in breadth; 
it was unequal in thickneſs, but the ſhalloweſt place was ten foor 
deep. All the ground which it covered, was made ſo ſmooth, that 
a man would have thought it to have been run over by a rowling 
ſtone, there being not the leaſt appearance of any houſes.

This Earthquake was moreover ſo violent, that near the Village 


of Morters, the Lake overflowed its uſual limitsat leaſt a quarter of 
a Mile, and at Vife-zeave at the head of the Lake there were found 
Tuns of Wine ftanding upright on their bottoms. Near the City 


of ighe, apicce of a Rock was unlooſned and ſtopped without doing 


any harm inacleft of a Mountain. - | 
[n the Month of OZober in the ſame Year the City of Zurich, con- 
ſidering Geneva as a place whereon depended the Safe-guard of Swir- 


_ zerland, made with it a perpetual Alliance; for a Memorial of 


—_ there was ſet up a neat Latire Inſcription in the Town- 
Houle. 

If this Alliance was matter of rejoycing to the City, the miſ- 
hap of the year ca hays. gave them ſufficient cauſe of ſorraw, 
A famine and ſcarcity of. Proviſion befel them , which laſted a 
whole year. The worſt of it was, That what was eaten did not 
ſatisfie, and it was then it might be pertinently ſaid, That God 
had broken the ſteff of Bread: For People were as hungry, -an 
hour and a halt after they had taken their repaſt, as before. There 
were ſcen ſeveral poor Villagers expiring in the Fields. 'They 
who had Bread in the Oyen were forced to go and guard it home, 
leſt it ſhould be ſnatched away. And the extremity was ſo great, 
that the yo Men of ſeveral good Families were forced. to rob 
and ſteal toſuſtain themſelves. , 

In the beginning of the Year 1588. the Duke of Szvoy, Charles 
Emanuelglent an extraordinary Ambaſſador to Rome, under pretence 
of paying his acknowledgment to the Pope : but the real intent of 
it was, To defire huggg/hltance againſt Gezeve, reſolving to leave 
no means untried whereby to become Maſter of it. The Pope 
received the Ambaſſador with the pms ſigns of reſpe& : but as 
to the buſineſs of Geneva he would not concern himlelf with: it; 
whether he feared the charge would be too great, or that he thought: 
the enterprize too difficult. Theye was then at Rome a Genevois 
named Francis Fabry, Son of Peter Fabry, of one of the chief Fa- 
milies in Gezeva, who: was Biſhop de 1s Cave. Sixtws had ſome 
conferences with him, which powend not ineffeftual : for the Pope 
anſwered, at length, the ador, That if it were a War wherein 
Religion was concerned, it were then fitting he ſbould be intereſted in it, 


' as. being head of the Church : but if it was a War which concerned the 


State, he could not in Conſcienc? employ the Churches Treaſure in main= 
raining other Peoples intereſt.

The Duke was not a little diſpleaſed at. this anſwer, and being 
of a cholerick temper, he could not forbear faying in a paſſion, 
That Sixtus had rather ſhed the blood of Catholicks at Rome, than 
tbat of Hereticks at Geneva. At the ſame time he wrote to his 
Ambaſſador to return home: And that if he could wot ſubdue the

the temper of the Eccleſiaſticks of this Court, and eſpecially of this 
Pope whom I have often dealt with.

Ihe Duke taking ——_— of the diſorders which the League 
occaſioned in Frexce, had ſeized on the Marquiſdom' of Saluces3 
at which the French-King, Henry the Third, requiring fatisfaQtion, 
ſent Nicholas Harlay Sieur of Sangy to the Genevoiſes, to ſtir them 
up to make War againſt the Duke, knowing well the differences 
berwixt them. Sazcy promiſed on the Kings part, to ſend them 
Men , and to bear all the charges of the War, and to let them 
hold whatſoever they ſhould take from him. The Council was 
divided about the matter, ſome alledged, That Hexry might die, 
and his Succeffors forget the kindneſs received from them. That 
the Duke would be co remember it, 'and be revenged when 
he vas able. That War was hazardous, and that the City was 
not in a capacity to hold out long in cafe it ſhould be ed. 
Others on the contrar wor Yarn, | That in obliging a great King 
they might thereby procure an able Friend in their time of need ; 
that the Duke had declared himſelf an open Enemy ; that the French- 
Churches would be more kindly uſed upon this account ; and that 
the Prince Palatine, and the Switzers would: furniſh them with 
ſafficient to carry on this defign. This laſt advice was fol- 
lowed, and afterwards Sevcy went to ſtir up the Switzers, whom 
he promiſed that the Duke ſhould be attached on the other ſide 
from Dezphiny. The Prince perceiving this ﬆ which threar- 
ned him, would have made himſelf Mafter of Las/axe and the 
Country of YVaud, under the conduct of the Baron of Hermance, 
whoſe Troops lay about T howon and Ripaille. The Bermoiſes per- 
ceiving the Dukes deſign on their Country, were eafily won to 
enter into a War with him. _ | 
. In the mean time the Gemevorſes edged forward by Savcy's Let- 
ters, ſet out from the City, with ſix Companies of Foot, _ three

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Troops of Horſe, in the Evening, under the command of the Sieur 
Quitry a French-Gentleman, and a Knight of the Order who was 
ſent to them, together with the Sieur of Baujer, by the Freach- 
King for to. command their Forces, who in the ſame Night ſeized 
on the Caſtle of Monthoux, having forced open the Gate, with a Pe- 


\ tard, In the Morning they took the Town of Bone, with its Caſtle 


ſtanding at the entrance. of Foc;gny. And from thence marched along 
the River of 4rve,where they broke down the Bridges of Tremblieres 
and Buringe to hinder the Enemies paſſage. They preſented themſelves 
before the Caſtle of S.Forre a place of :ftrength, and the Key of the 
Baillage of Chab/ars, with a deſign to win it, notonly for the _— 


. tance of the place, but likewiſe ro find Letters and Commiſhons 


concerning the enterpriſes on the States of Berme and. Geneve, of 
which the Baroz of \Hermance , the Lord of this ,Caſtle had been 
the principal promoter. The Caſtle being taken, theſe faid In-

without the loſs of a Man, becauſe that the Duke ſeeing neither 
Switzers nor Griſons in the Field, did not imagine the Geneworſes 
had dared to brave it thus in his Dominions. But the Country 
ſounding an Alarm, he ſent away ſeveral Troops from Remll to 
obſerve the Enemies motion.

The Gexevoiſes, animated by this ſucceſs, marched out the next 
Night after, their return, to beſfiege Gex, and in the Morning made 
their approaches to it... But the —_—_ pretended to capitu- 
late: yet after ſeveral meſſages from both ſides, this Treaty proved 
ineffeCtual, ſo that the Soldiers in the Caftle began wholly to de- 
fend themſelves againſt the Aſailants, ſome of whom were wound- 
ed, and two or three killed. '- Yet at lengrh, foreſeeing their ruin 
if they held our till the Cannon whom, they. ſurrendred it up, 
and received a Gariſon that Night. The next Morning Clexdizc 
Pobel Baron of Peter, and Governor of Gex, rendred himlfelf to 
Quitry at his diſcretion, who made: him Prifoner of War, | 
with two Captains, an Enfign: and eighty Soldiers, who were all 
Piedmontoiſes, and were carried away the ſame: Night to Geneve. 
Theſe laſt were all-ſoon releaſed, except thoſe who would again

ſigned him in a Councellors, Houſe till he paid his ranſom. 

The Duke having notice of this ſiege, ſent away Sones Gover- 
nor of ' Rem#lly to ſyccour the-place.

came from Soleurre and Gri/ons, to conſult rogether what was far- 
ther expedient.

So the Army returned in good order to Gezeva, expeCting the 
promiſed recruits ; which being come, they marched: on the ſide 
of 'Thonon, which is a little City ſeated near the Lake, 'having' nei- 
ther Walls nor Ditches, but a good Caſtle ftanding on the higheft 
part of the Town. The Cannon was brought by Water, to ayoid 
the difficulties of the way, and was three days before it came, by 
reaſon the Wind was contrary :. the Enemies in the mean time ap- 
peared on the top of P:xchat, which isa riſing ground about a quar- 
ter of a League from Geneva. They were beat back and came and 
forraged the Bailywick of Terny. Day. 

Whilſt the Caltle of Thonon was beſieged, that of Galeyſon, and 
the other of Tvoire, were taken, together with the'Tower in the 
Village of Conciſe. There were not above ſeventeen or eighteen

Regiment. The Colonel having ſet fire on the ngighbouring 
Houſes, they ſurrendred themſelves, and five of the chief of them 
were hanged for their raſhneſs.

In eftet the Duke made preater Levies, and was refolved to have 
bis revenge. The Baron of Hermance began with Focigzy, and took 
the Caſtle of Boege, in which there were not aboveecighteen Soldiers; 
who after they had a while ſtoutly defended themſelves, were per- 
mitted to depart with their Matches lighted, and retired to Bonze, 
The Caſtle of S.Jozre in which there were not above 30. Soldiers with 
a Serjeant was taken likewiſe, who was very much blamed for leaving 
{oſoon ſo tenable a place, having held our but twodaies ; but he was 
killed a while after in a skirmiſh, and the remembraiice of his faule 
was buried together with him. The Baron holding on his career far 
down before Marcouſſey, giving the Captain who commanded there a 
ſummons: he returned him an anſwer withMuſquet ſhot, and made a 
Sally out wherein ſeveral of the Enemy were killed. The next morn- 
ing there ſer out from Gezeva about three handred Soldiers, with the 
Garriſon of Boxne, to its aſſiſtance, which the Enemy underſtanding

In the mean time the Duke advanced with his Vaunt-guard of one 
thouſand five hundred Foot, and five hundred Horſe to attack the 
Fort which the Gezevoiſes had begun to raiſe near the Bridge of Arve.

The beſieged having refuſed to render afrer Summons, 
the aſſault began, and afber Gn {core ſhot of -Cannon bullets, which 
wounded the Lieutenant who. commanded in the Captains abſence, 
the beſieged ſurrendred upon promiſe of their lives ; yet'they were 


no ſooner come out, but they were by the Dukes order ' hanged, al 


though thoſe about him ſer before him the ill conſequence of it, 
There was ſome dajes after a skirmiſh near the Fort of A4rve, 
where his Highneſs was worſted, although his Army conſiſted of 


eight thouſand men ; the Baron of Breſfiac, who cotmmanded a

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Party of the Regiment of 4/aureve/ was taken. There was on the 


third of June; avery remarkable encounter on the plain of Ozarres. 
Half a Leagve:from this Fort five hundred Muſqueteers having diſco- 
vered the Enemy, went out with a deſign to attack them, but they 
had immediately three thouſand Foot and a thouſand Horſe to deal 
with, yet did they reſolutely 6ght them for four hours together, kil- 
ling 200; of-them, beſides ſeveral Captains and perſons of quality 
amongſt whom was the Earl of Sa/exove maſter of the Camp, one of 
the beit Soldiers in the: Army ; he had raſhly ſworn to enter that day 
into the Fort, and ſohe did, being carried in dead, after theſame 
manner as another Spax;6 Earl. Strange it is that the Gezevoiſes 
ſhould loſe oa their fide but two men, and only four or five wounded. 
There was ſolemn thanks returned to God in all the Churches for 
this Succeſs, -and from: that time the Enemy fearing this ſmall hand- 
ful of men, ' who had given them ſuch ſharp entertainment, barri- 
cadoed themſelves up in Villages, and built a Fort in S-»ey, which 
they called S-Ktherines Fort. by the name of the Dutcheſs. ; 
- The Duke having notice that one part of the Army from Berye, 
which was ſent to the aſſiſtance of Geneva, 'was advanced within-a 
League of-La Clue, ordered ſeveral Companies of Foot to attack 
them. The $rzers keeping their cloſe order ſuſtained vigorouſly 
the onſer in the Village of Eſcorar, and forced the Enemy to retreat 
with loſs indiſorder.

In all theſe rencounters and ſome others that followed, the Gere- 
ifes could get no help from the Bey1o7/es, becauſe they had agreed 
with the Duke upon a ceſſation of Arms which held three weeks, 
which being expired, they paſſed by Gehevi, and batteted*dowirthe 
Bridge of Buringe, and came before- the Caftle ©of S."Joire, having 
the Genevoyſes tor their vauntguard. They took ſeveral 'Forts, ran- 
facked Forrzny, and eſpecially the' Priory-of P3lloney'; the Enemies 
doing as much in the Lordſhip of S. Pies where they burnt the 
Villages. There were ſeveral light skirmiſhes, and the Genevoiſes 
Joſt one of their beſt Captains named Bow, a gallant and ftour 
Soldier, who was killed with a Lance which ran into his mouth. © 
\ The death of Henry the third, which hapned about this time, fil- 
led the Duke of S2voy with great hopes, eſpecially/conſfidering his 
great intelligence in Provence. He deſigned firft to make an- end 
of the War with Gezevz, and afterwards'to march with a great 
Army againſt Bonie, which was kept by three Companies of Foqr. 
The $m:zzers finding themſelves nor ſtrong enough to relieve ces. 
fieged far ſtill, and the place having been 'batteret! with rwo hu. 
dred Cannon ſhot, the Garriſon ſurrendred upon, promiſe of their 
lives faved; but in coming out they were encloſedby*the Horſe, and 
cutin pieces, reſerving only Mercier the Miniſter to be flead alive, 
which was done two years after in Bone. 'Some counſeled his High- 
neſs to proſecute his Viftory, and to ſeize upon part gf the Bernoifes 
Country, whom he had quelled ; but he choſe rather to*come'ts an 
agreement with them, ' thathe mmigne afcerwards go into Provepe : 
He endeavoured likewiſe to get the Genevpiſes to make him ſome

On New-years-day following, the Caſtle of Beringe was beſieged 
by the Kings jr together with the Forces of Gexzeva; both of 
which coaliting of two thouſand men, were commanded by the Siewrs 
of Sency, Lurbigny and Conforgien. Three hundred of the Dukes Lan- 
cers purſuing ſome Gexeva Curriers, came into the very quarters of 
the Beſiegerh and had ſurprized a party of them, had they come 
with leſs 
French Ambaſſador had ſerit from Yerice, got immediately on Horſe- 
back,and with the help of ſome Foot fell upon the Lancers,overthrow- 
ing in an inſtant their Captain coiny 7 Guevara. The Lancers 
fought on ſtill, bur ſeeing ſixty of their men lying on the ground, 


ſau began a freſh more vehemently than before, and the beſieged 
who had at firſt appeared very hot, defired to come to compoſition : 
but no other terms were admitted but to render themſelves at the Ge- 
nerals diſcretion, being threatned with no quarter if they tarried 
till the next aſſault. They perceiving that they could not obtain 
what they deſired, got through a back door to the Bridgeof Arve, 
from which the Aſfailants could not hinder them; they eſcaped in 
diſorder, and were purſucd as far as Bozxe.

Caitry ſent three or four hundred Muſqueteers of Chantals and Che- 
rou's Regiments to helpthem, with three Companies belonging to 
the Baron of S. Remy; but Dom Amedee and Olivarez lent forth a party 
of about thirteen hundred Muſqueteers who won the Copſe, Ditches, 
and Counter-icarps ; - $024s and the Earl of Trefor: riding up at the 
ſame time to ſecond them, leaping over a thick ſhort hedge to en- 
ter into the plain. When the Baron of Conforgien ſeeing them al- 
moſt half over, he took this opportunity to fall upon them , and 
charged them ſo vigorouſly,that Soxas, and the moſt reſolute of his 
fellows being killed inthe place, tl:e,reft were put to flight, and 
purſued beyond the hedge, asfar as the 'main body of the Army ; 
where lay intrenched Dom Amedce, and Oltvarez, having a thick hedg 
on one {ide of them. On the other part Chantal and Cheroxs Regt- 
ments had newly attacked the one thouſand three hundred Muſque- 
teers, with whom they had a ſharp conflit; bur the Spaniards aiid 
Neapolitans ſeeing their Horſe routed, began to quit their ground, 
and were beat back as far as the place where their main body lay, 
conſiſting of three thouſand men, who had not ſtirred all this while. 
They retired ſo faſt that they threw one another into the Ditch, and

Monuments of his Eloquence and Learning in Divinity, -and efpe- 
crally in the Holy: Tongue : he had taken this Hebrew-word Sade!

The Sevoyards being withdrawn, there were ſeveral inroads made

The Baron of Corforgies being returned "to Geneve ' with forne

to hinder him,, although he was the ſtrongeſt, remefibring th 
overthrows which' he had received from him'in the Year x 596; 
He furprized afterwards Boamevile, made inroads into Anecy, and 
beat three Companies of Soldiers who uarded the'Suburb of Roche. 
After which, by the conſent 'of rhe- Ciry ;'he' came: to' a' Treary 
with the Baron of Hermaence, but whichproduced nothing: And 
in the following Month, havins taken diſtaſte at fore proceedinigs 
which were a little too preciſe againſt him and his Men, he 'ob= 
tained leave to return. Sun 057 1901 11 D 

Soon: after his-departure Joachim of Rye Marquilſs of Treffort; 
came and incamped with: 300 Horſe and\$60 Foot at Larcy, ricar 
the Fort of Arve, "where there was ſome'skirmiſhing, in which the 
Maſter, of his Camp was killed. He being retired, the Genevoiſes 
concluded to demoliſh the Village of Larcy, in conſideration of 
its being a place which might ſerve hereafter for a retreat. td the 
Enemy ; which reſolution was put immediately into execution, but 
with much regret, it being a very pleafant” Village, having near 
ſeventy Honſes in it.

In the Year 1597. there was ſpread a report throughout Ger-

betwixt the King and the confederate Princes: it was not yet known 
whether Gezeva ſhould þe.;comprehended : for the. Dukes Subjedts 
committed -atts of Hoftility , haviag driven away. ſome Herds of 
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Cattel belonging to the Gezevoiſes : whereupon. they detained ſome 
Troopers, who were Spaziards, being in the Dukes ſervice. The 
Savoyards had apprehended Hoſea Andre a Miniſter, whom they had 
taken in Michaille ;\and for a requital the Earl of Salenove was de- 
tained at Gemeva. Ke 

Two days after Dom Philippin the Baſtard of Savoy , made his 
entrance into the City with a moderate Train, where he was 
highly treated by the Citizens. He on his part _ no com- 
plements. He departed the next Morning, and promiſed to pro- 
cure the releaſement of Hoſea Azadre ; upon "which the Earl of Sa- 
lenove was releaſed before-hand. Yet the Miniſter was not ſet at 
liberty, neither was there any likelihood of it, had he not dexte- 
rouſly made his eſcape. | 
The Peace was at length concluded betwixt the King of Frarce, 
of Spain, and the Duke of Savoy ; in which were likewiſe compre- 
hended the Switzers and their Allies, and ſo by conſequence, Geze- 
va, as the King of Fraxce openly declared it by word of Mouth as 
well as by Letters ; underſtanding thereby that the Duke ſhould 
withdraw his Army. The Duke, who affirmed it was not com- 
prehended,” having not been named as theother Cities were, would 
not return anſwer by writing, leſt he ſhould prejudice his preten- 
ſions, cauſing. only thoſe Forces to withdraw who had marched 
over into Layghardy. Monſieur Yileroy in the printed Copy of 
the Treaty & Peace, had added to the 34th Article, written with 
his own Hand for the inftruftion of the Sjeur Botheon, who was 
ſent by the Duke to take the Copy of the Oath, That under the 


generality of the Allies and confederate Lords were comprehended 


them of Geneva. Chapeaurouge, their Deputy to the French-King, 
brought home Letters, wherein that King promiſed to defray all 
charges of the War. The City to teſtifie how acceptable this 
news was to them, cauſed their great Guns to be diſcharged, 
and ſolemn Thanks to be returned to God in all their Churches. 

Yet was this rejoycing allaied by the return of the Plague, al- 
though the mortality was not great, and by the troubles wherein 
they of Thonon were involved upon the account of Religion, occa- 
fioned by a Capucin-Frier called Peter Cherubin, who —_ conſtrain 
the Inhabitants of that place, and them in the Countries there- 
abours, who were thought under obedience to the Duke, to return 
likewiſe to their old Religion. This Frier challenged the Mini- 
ſters to diſpute publickly with them; which they would not agree 
to, chuſing rather to defend themſelves by writing : yet the Ma- 
giſtrates of Geneve made them conſent to a verbal Conference : 
and in the mean the Duke arriving at Thoxon to forward the mat- 
ter, the greateſt part of the People returned to their old Religion, 
alledging they were forſaken; upon which there were printed 
ſeveral Diſputes and Libels, which ſerved only to exaſperate 
Mens ſpirits. Towards the end of May, PY Serres died at Ge- 
neva, having withdrew there after he had wrote the Hiſto- 
ry of France : his Wife and he were buried both together in the 
ſame day. | 
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The Duke of Svoy continued his claims on the City, and got 
the Magiſtrates to conſent to a Conference, which was held ar 
Hermance by Deputies from both Parties, and laſted from the ſeven- 
teenth of Oober, to the eleventh of November. His Highneſs's 
Deputies were the Sieur Jacob his Lieutenants on this ſide of the 
Mountains, the Preſident.. Rocherte, the Preſident Beriier Baron of 
Bourget, Lambert Baron of Terny , and Mars Earl of Viry, The 
Deputies of Geneva were, the Councellors Mailet, Daufin, Lett 
and Roſer, together with Secretary John Sarraſin. Them of Savoy 
made their demands, and were anſwered by them of. Gezeva in 
defence of their Priviledges. Whereunto the former made their re- 
ply ; and the Jatter- returned a ſecond anſwer : {o that this con- 
ference at Hermance, Copies of which having been taken, is a 
kind of ColleQion of all that 'can be faid on that ſubje&, and is 


" ſufficient to make a large Volume, The difterence remained as 


before, it being a very difficult, if not impoſſible matter, for theſe 
rwo States, ſo oppoſite in their Intereſts and Religion, to come to 
any perfe& agreement. : 

Even the King himſelf, that he might allay the heats «cf both 
Parties, wrote Letters which bore Date from the xith of No- 
vember, 1599. in favour of the Genevoiſes, ſhewing that he took 
the City and its Territories into his ProteQtion, underſtanding it 
to be compriſed under the name of Ally and Confederate, as it 
had been already declared by the Deputies inthe Treaty. | 

The Duke being gone to Pars, towards the* beginning of the 
following Year , about the Marquiſdom of Sauces, which King 
Henry urged him to reſtore, would have inſerted in the Articles 
of Agreement, That the King ſhould defiſt from proteQting Gezewva. 
He got the Biſhop of Moderne the Popes. Nuncio to mention it to 
his Majeſty. 'This Prelate, watching his opportunity, tells hic, 
There was a means whereby he might fairly end the difference . between 
him and the Duke. That the ſame reaſon which enjoyned the Duke to 
render him the Marquiſdom, inſiﬀuated in like manner, that his Ma- 


 feſfty ſhould not hinder the Duke from obtaining what belonged to him

as his right. To which the King afſenting, he drew from thence 
this coliquence That the City of Geneva belonging to the Duke, 

and nothing hindering him from ray - the Authority which his 
Fathers had in it , but only his Majeſties Protettion , it is therefore 
reaſonable ( laid he) that if he _ fo you the Marquiſdam of Sa- 


luces, which belongs to you, you ſhould in like manner permit him to 


have the City of Geneva which is his own. The King to anſwer 
this Argument, tells him the caſe was different 3 for it was not he 
who had taken the City into his Protection, but his predeceſſors, 
and that he was' obliged to it by the Oath taken at the Treaty, 
and by the reſþe& he owed his Predeceffors : And farther, Thar 
what he had done, proceeding from the acknowledgment of the 
good ſervices he had received from that- City, it was neither 
andſom nor juſt to violate this Obligation. The Prelate had his 
anſwer ready: Tou-will not Sir, aid he, leave protecting Geneva 
becauſe of the example of your —_— ; and by the ſame reaſon the 
Dake is not obliged to reſtore you the Marquiſaom of Saluces, becauſe 
it 
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it belonn5,nt tv 10x, but to the deceaſed Kjng your predeceſſor who took Jt. 
To which the King replicd, The Dake of Savoy hath uſurped my Mar- 
quiſdom, nothina can excuſe an Uſurper from reſfins that which he 
hath taken , neith:r wif Thinder his tlatms on Geneva, provided he pro- 
ceeds not ao 4in5t them in a hoſtile m.naer : for if he uſes violence, I know 
what I have to a9. And where.u he is of opinion that if Tſhould abandon 
thera, he could ſoon ſubdge them to himſelf, I would thereforg have him 
confider , how much thereby I ſhould diſhonour both my ſelf and 
Kingdom. | wy | | 

And thus dropt the Duke of S:voy's propoſal, and conſequently 
the Treaty of agreement. The King took the Field, and won ina 
ſhort time Breſſe and all Savoy, except 'the Caſtle of the Borough, 
and S. C:th:rines Fort which lay two Leagues diſtant from Gezeva, 
before which he came and encamped. Thus Fort was built with tive 
corners, and raiſed on four firm Baſtivns'incompaſſed with Ditches, 
which laid the Campain level and open, on the higheſt part of which 
this Fort was ſituated. There was 1n it a Garriſon of fix hundred 
men, this was the foreſt thorn in, the Geaevoiſes foot. So the King 
whodelired to gratifie them, kindly received their Deputies, who 
. were enjoyned to requeſt of the King in conſideration of the ſervice 
which they had done the Crown, and of their ſufferings 1n the late 
War, he woul4 be pleaſed to put this Fort into their hands to be de- 
moliſhed, it having been ſo prejudicial to him. The Duke of Sally 
introduced theſe Deputies into the Kings preſence. 

Theodorus de B:ze chief Miniſter, whoſe age and learning made 
him venerable amongſt his own party, made a ſpeech in behalf of 
the reſt, which was but a general. complement, in theſe terms : Sr, 4 
Humane Eloquence, being not ſufficient to raiſe your praiſe to the pitch of 
your admirable attions; and my ſtile being too looſe, and voice too weak to 
celebrate the fame of ywur Majeſties virtues, which the Univerſe will pb- 
liſh without ceaſing, ſeeing you never ceaſe ſrom performing attions 
worthy of glory and praiſe, I ſhall leave the celebration of #h? Elogies 
which are due to you to the holy Angels, for having reſcued the Churches of 
God from oppreſſion, and oltuned for his children the liberty of ſerving 
. him according to his divine Precepts, and to invoke him alone in the 

Trinity of perſons. I ſhall content my ſelf in ſaying and applying to hu- 
mane thinzs what Simeon ſaid of divine, Now Lord, let thy Dreams 
depart in peace according to thy word, ſeeing that mine eyes have 
ſeen before I die, ot only the d:liverer of us your humble ſervants, but 
of all France, and of the faithful in general, who have taſted the effeits of 
your precious bounty. \ | | 

To which the King anſwered, Father, Theſe few words which fignifie 
much, aye worthy the reputation which Monſieur Beze hath acquired by 
well ſpeaking. 1 take them in ood part, and accept them with thoſe kind 
reſentments they deſerve. 1 will tell you, the Kings my predeceſſors ha- 


wving ever held your City under their protettion, I am reſolved not onely 
ro imitate them in this , and in all other things auſwerable' to' the glory of 
4 King of France, but likewiſe to requite the ſincere affetFion 'which your 
City hath ever ſhewed me, and would have him who hath preſented you, 
whom: I hold here by the hand, and who is ſo affettionate towards you, to be 


your Sollicitor ; and that you ſignifie to him what you defire T ſhould do for 
uU 2 x you :

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you : far the matter muſt be a very aifficult one which I ſhall not grant you. 

And whiſpering to the Deputies he told them, 1 k»ow what you moſt de- 
ſire I ſhould do, (ige they had already mentioned it to the Duke of 's/- 
ly, ) Tow would have 8. Katherines Fort demoliſhed. T here are ſeve- 
ral people who would perſwade me to deſiſt, but T ſee plainly it is through 
enuy, and therefore 1 ſhall not mind them. 1 will leave nothing undone 
which reſpg#ts your advantage. S. Katherines Fort ſhall be razed, and 
here is a man in whom you confide, and that not without cauſe; (meaning the 
Duke of Sully, ) to whoſe charge 1 commit this affair. 

From that. time the City Gates were ſer open to all belonging to 
the Court and Army, ſo that there was reckoned one Evening to 
be in it above four thouſand men3 andamongſt others, ſeveral Lords, 
as Meſfienrs of Guiſe, Elboeuf, Eſpernon, Guiche and Biron ; the laſt 
of theſe walking with ſome Councellors of Gezewa as he came to S. 
Gervais, upon fome diſcourſe begun, beclapt his hand to his Sword 
and told them, Gentlemen, T his [hall do your work, or I will loſe my life. 
They thanked him for his good will, but he made it appear after- 
wards that he meant otherwiſe than they underſtood him. Monſieur 
Sully who came likewiſe, eaſed them of their trouble in being fo 
crouded with people, having ordered his Horſe. and ſeveral Volun- 
teers toreturnato the Camp, The Fort capitulated ſoon after the 
Trench was made, they within promiſing to ſurrender, if they were 

Decem. 16, Not ſuccoured inten days, which was only a formal buſineſs, ſeeing 
it was well known the Duke was not in a capacity to relieve them. 

TheFor: The Garriſon marched out beating their Drums, and their Colours 

razed. flying, with three pieces of Ordnance. Monſieur Se//yblew up im- 
mediately the Baſtions by means of the Mine, of which the Gezevo;- 
ſes having notice, according to the Kings Order, there came ſo ma- 
ny of them, and fell ſo wholly to their work, that within a day or 
two there was not the leaſt trace to be ſeen ; the King gave them ſix 
Cannons which were found in the Fort. 

a | There hapned three months before.a thing very remarkable ; Afr 
as ſeveral great Claps of Thunder which laſted all the Morning, the 
- Ebbings R/2/pe after ſeveral ebbings and flowings, at length became dry in 
and flowing ſome places, where it was wont to be five foot deep; the Boats 
ot che Kboſne. which wereat the Lakes mouth relying on the ground, fo that chil- 

drentook uplittle Fiſh ; and Smiths who dwelt on the Bridge came 
down, and picked upold Iron ; but the waters immediately return- 
ing happy was he who could ſooneſt get away. If one of theſe refluxes 
had laſted 'but one quarter of an hour, the houſes on the Bridge, 
and part of S: Gervais would have been drowned; it is very likely 
that this prodigy was occaſioned by ſome kind of Earthquake or up- 
riſing of the Earth, by which the ground where the Rhoſe iſſues 
forth from the Lake, being twice or thrice lifted up by the ſubterra- 
nean agitated yapours, hindred the Rhofne from running, and that 
the ſame ground ſinking down again, by reaſon of its own weight, ic 
took again its ordinary courſe. The ſame hapned in the year x 584. 
in that great Earthquake, which raiſed up that heap of Earth, pich 
we have already mentioned , and cauſed the Lake tooverflow twen- 
ty | which inſtance may ſerve to confirm the other. All the

ifference lies here, that exhalations were not ſtrong enough to

force a paſſage, and to ſhake the neighbouring parts. That which 
makes this more clear, was an Earthquake which reached from Ge- 
neva as far as Switzerland, which hapned a year after in the ſame 
month,wath ſo greata violence, that Monſieur Fams Godefroy oblerved 
1a his Memoires, that he was rocked in his bed with it after the ſame 
manner as if he had been in a Cradle. 

The War with Savoy was ended by the interpoſition of the Legat 
Aldobrandin, the Duke exchanging with the King the Marquiſdom 
of Sa/uces for Breſſe. His Majeſty declared in his Letters dated the 
thirteenth of Azgsff, 1601. that Gezews although not expreſſed. in the 
| Treaty, yer was underſtood, and ought to enjoy the benefit of the 
Peace. The Duke yielded likewiſe the Bailliage of Gex with La 
Breſſe which was held by the Gexevaiſes, who deſired the King to 
let it remain in their poſſeſſion, as a place whereon depended the 
ſafeguard of their State: but the King told them he could not grant 
their requeſt, ſeeing that by the Treaty held at Lyons betwixt him 
and the Duke, La Breſſe, Veromey, and Gex, were to be incorporated 
into the Crown, and were never to be cut oft from it, upon any oc- 
calion. Immediately after this Liberty of Conſcience was granted, 
and the Maſs {aid in S. Peters Church at Gex.

The Savoyards did not forbear their inſultings over the Genewoiſes, 


| having polleſſed themſelves of the Villages of Focenay and Thonex ; 

and would have in like manner ſeized on Yardewvres, but this Vil- 
lage was defended by James des Arts, accompanied by a Miniſter, and 
ſome Soldiers, who kept the :Church, and drove out thence the 
Prieſts, who were brought in by force. 

' In the Summer following the Jubilee was celebrated at Thonon, 
where was contrived the famous enterprize' of ſcaling Geneva. Cer- 
tain' Frenchmen whole occaſions led them to and from the City, got 
notice of the deſign, and gave anaccount of it to their friends at Ge- 
zeva ; Which the Citizens could hardly believe, the Articles of Peace 
having been ſworn to by bothparrties to be obſerved, reſting ſecure on 
the two Treaties held at Verins and Lyons, not conſidering that the 
Invaſion of theſe Villages, and the ſeizure of ſeveral Impropria- 
tions, were the fparks of a fire which would ſoon break out into a 
flame. | 

There were complaints made of this to the Sieur A/bjzay, Lieute- 
nant General on this ſide of che Mountains ; his'proper name» was 
De Gordes, ſon to him who had been Governor of Dauphiny; but 
he had left the Kings ſervice for his Higlneiſes.. He made anſwer 
to the Meſſengers from Geneva two ſeveral times, that it was both 
his own and his Maſters intention to let them live in peace ; and that 
his Highneſs meant the Treaty ſhould. be religiouſly obſerved. 
—_— the Preſident Rochelle Counſellor of State was arrived at 

eva ſome days before this Sce/ado, for to lull the Magiſtrates a- 
ſleep, to obſerve their countenance, and tounderſtand the condition 
of the City; telling them it was expedient ro make fome lafting a- 
wo_ profering his affiftance for the carrying on ſo good a 
work. 

Whereupon the Gemevorſes reſting ſecure, and diſtruſting nothing, 
negle&ed the guarding of the City ; although they had warning 

| given 
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given them even by the Dukes Subjets. Amongſt others there came 
one from Cheſue, who drawing near to the Gate, the day betore the 
exccution of the evterprize, told them poſitively that the Enemy 
was coming, and that they ſhould ſtand upon their guard : þut chis 
advertiſment was lighted, either for want of due heed, or: elſe chat 
they reputed this perſon to be ſome dealer in Viſions. ' The Duke 
had cauſed ſeveral Troops to advance undiſcerned into Foctgmy, the 
Duke of Nemoar's Country, yet under the juriſdiction of Sevoy ; 
amongſt the reſt che Regiment of the Baron of La val a'/frre, who 
was born in Picardy, which Regiment conſiſted of near eight hun- 
dred men, the moſt part of them Frerc fugitives, and people who 
would undertake any thing right or wrong. Brunaxlreu this Ba- 
rons Lieutenant had with ſome others viewed the City at his caſe, 
taken the height of the walls, and the depths of the ditches in the n:ghe 
and had aſſured 4/b;gzy of the faciliry of the enterprize ; moreover 
the intelligence which they held with the Syzaick of the guard, who 
was to diſplace the Sentinel from that part where they were to ſcale, 
mace their undertaking fſo-ſure, that on Saturday the eleventh of 
December, which was the day before the. execution of their intended 
enterprize , ſeveral perſons: came into the City to buy Horſes, and 
tad ſpoken Anigmatically that they would come the next day to 
conclude the bargain. It was confidently affirmed (how true Ican- 
not tell) that Brunanlies before he fer forth on this enterprize, had 
by a ſpecial diſpenſation received the extream Undion, {wearing he 
would live no longer, if he could not effett his deſign; and that the 
reſt had copſeſſed themſelves and taken the Sacrament upon it. 'The 
Jeſuits and Capucins failed not toexhort both great and fmall to ob- 
ſerve the Oath made at the Jubilee in Thoxos for the extirpation of 
Hereticks, 

In the mean time A4/bi/2ny began todraw up his men towards fix 
of the Clock in the Evening near Boxze, La Roche, and Bonneville. 
It was onthe 11. or 12. day ofthe Month according to the old ſtile, 
and the, longeſt night inthe yeayg. He had his Company of guards, 
che Regiment belonging to Baron de /a val a* Iſcre, tour Troops of ' 
Horſe, and ſome Gentlemen of Savoy. The Spaniards and Neepol:- 
rans quartered at Arecy, and were to make up the Rear-guard, and 
march up as ſoon as they had notice. Our of the firſt Troops were 
choſen three hundred men, armed ar all points with Breaſt-plates, 
and their Helmets on their heads, their Piſtols at their Girdles, 
their Cutlaces in their hands, and another party of them with half 
Pikes and Muſquets. As they marched along they ſtopped the Pea- 
{ants in their way, leſt they ſhould alarm the City ; yet were there 
ſome who eſcaped and came to the Gates thereof, giving notice to 
the Sentinels to ſtand upon their guard, the Enemy approachi 
but. their words were not regarded, being taken for people 
jeſted. The Watch whoſe duty was to lie out of the City, in order 
to diſcover any who ſhould approach it, had diſperſed themſelves, 
and perceived not the Troops, who advanced undiſcovered along the 
Arve. 

The Duke who doubted not of the ſucceſs, came poſt Incognito 
from beyond the Mountains, and cauſed himſelf to be called Mon- 


fieur 
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fieur the Ambaſſador. He came the ſame Night to the Bridge of 
T7remblieres, which isa little Village about a League diſtant from Ge- 
neva, that he might animate by his preſence thoſe who were fear- 
ful. Firlt of a!l a Hare ſtarting up among(t them, as they 'drew 
near to Champel, where was the place of their Rendeſvous, ſtruck 
ſome of them with terror. About five or fix hundred paces from 
the Ditch they ſpied ſeveral Stakes drove into the Ground, on 
which workmen were wont to hang their Serges to dry them. 
The Night being dark, and neither Moon or Stars appearing, there 
were them who took this for ſome Ambuſcade laid by the City, 
and were thus ranged in a row in expeQation of their coming. 
Yet they took courage, and having left rhe main Body. of their 
Army. in Plein-Palais, Brunaulien and the reſoluteſt of them, who 
had undertaken to ſcale the City, and who were come on Horlſe- 
back , light off, and made towards the Counterſcarp, and went 
down into the Ditch of Corraterie. No ſooner were they there 
but a flight of Wild-ducks aroſe, and put them to a ſtart, they fear- 
ing leſt theſe Birds (like the Geeſe of the Capizo/! who faved Rome )* 
would wake the Sentinels, and fpoil their Enterprize. | 

Ar length faking — they paſſed ſoftly over the Ditch 
upon. Hurdles, which they had laid to keep themſelves from fink- 
ing into the-Mud, and raiſed up three Ladders againſt the Walls, 
near the Watch Tower towards Monnoye, and to try if any bod 
heard them, they took up Stones and knocked with them again 
the Walls, as they fince related. Braupanlieu had made the ſame tri- 
al heretofore, and was not heard, becauſe that for a long time they 
had placed no Watch there. But before we proceed, we may take 
notice of the form of their Ladders: they were coloured with black, 
to make them undiſcerned in the dark, and made of ſeveral joyn- 
ted pieces, that they might be more eaſier carried by the Mules, 
and ſhortned or lengthened as they had occaſion. The Feet of 
them were ſhod with ſharp Iron Spikes, that they might be 
eaſilier faftned, and ſtand firmer in the ground. The top ot theſe 
Ladders, which were to touch the Wall, were furniſhed with a 
Pully, and govered with a thick Cloth, that they might flide the 
eaſier and with leſs noiſe. They who would better comprehend 
the faſhion of them, may ſee part of them ſtill kept in the 4r/e- 
nal of Geneva. | | 
+ Beſides theſe Ladders they were furniſh:d with great Steel Ham- 
-mers, one end of which had ſharp edges to cut the Chains of the 
Draw-bridge, the Locks and Bolts; they had likewiſe great Pin- 
chers to pluck out Nails and Hinges from the Gates, and ſeveral 
PI burſt them open. And being thus furniſhed, they began 
to climb. | | 

Sonas who was one of the reſoluteſt of the Company, and was 
determined to revenge the death of his Father, who was killed at 
Monthoux, began by a bad omen to bleed at Noſe, before he aſcen- 
ded the Ladder, and being gotten half way up received ſuch a 
blow by the fall of 'a Stone | on the Wall, as almoſt took away 
his ſenles, and was forced to come down. Al/bigzy, whom it mo 
concerned that this enterprize ſhould take effe&, ftood at the Lad-

ders foot, encouraging his Soldiers, by ſetting before them the ho- 
nour and booty which they might expect if they prevailed. He 
animated likewiſe Sox4:, who began to climb again. A Scotch Je- 
ſuit called Father Alexander, beſides the exhortation which he had 
made them in Pleiz Palais, confeſſed them at the foot of the Lad- 
der, aſſuring, them, That if they ſhould die in the Enterprize, the 
Rounds of the Ladders would be as ſo many ſteps leading them 
direaly to Heaven. But the good Father could not foreſee that 
'it was on an other kind of Ladder provided for them that they 
were to get thither. He had likewiſe yay them little Bills, 
wherein were written ſome paſſages of Holy Scripture ; and 
other pieces of Paper, in the Form of Conjurations, which would 
preſerve them, who carried them, from any violent death. 

It was about one of the Clock in the Morning when they be- 

n to mount, and the 12th of December according to the old 
Style, and the 22d of the ſaid- Month according to the new ; all 
things were quiet and ſtill, ſo that Sonas, Attignac, and fix others, 
who were firlt entred into the City through T artaſſe, which is a 
Gate within, always left open, walked about the Streers by couples, 
to obſerve whether the People were faſt aſleep , and whether this 

eat ſilence was not ſome trick to intrap them. But all was quiet ; 
And they behind climbed up in great numbers. 

The Duke underſtanding that the moſt couragious amongſt his 
Men were entred without reſiſtance, ſent to the Spaziards and Nea- 
politans, commanding them to come up quickly, .and diſpatched 
Curriers to all parts to carry.news of this happy beginning, which 
. Cauſed it to be confidently reported in Piedmont, Savoy, and Dau- 

hint, that the City was taken. And indeed the. Duke might well 

Pallet himſelf to be Maſter of it, there having already entred 
aco of the ſtouteſt Men in the Army ; ſome of which lay flat on 
the Ground under the Trees of the Paraper, others ſtood up cloſe 
againſt the Houſes in Corraterie , till they ſhould be ſtronger : for 
Iraaleilics and others who were chief mannagers of the deſign, in- 
tended not to appear till four of the Clock in the Morning, that 
their Men might have more time to climb up, and that the Rear- 
' guard might draw near, and likewiſe that they might have more 
light to carry on a buſineſs of fo great conſequence. But before 
that time, betwixt two and three 1n the Morning, a Soldier, who 
. ſtood Sentinel inthe Tower of Monnoye, having heard ſome noiſe 

in the Ditch, called his Corporal, to know what it might be. The 
Corporal ſends a Soldier with a Lanthorn; who takes along with 
him his Muſquet, and gets _ the Paraper, and perceives ſome 
armed Men making towards him , to whom he cried, Wiſo comes 
there ? and having no anſwer, he diſcharged his Muſquet at them. 
They immediately fell upon him, and as he cried, Arm, 4rm, they 
knocked him down. Which the Soldier who ſtood on the Senti- 
nel perceiving, he diſcharged his Piece to give notice to the main 
Guard, who, alas, were but fix Men. 

Brunaulicu, and the moſt reſolute amongſt them, perceiving they 
were diſcovered, and fhat it was impoſlible for them to put it off 
any longer, and finding moreover that they were ſtrong enough

He — they belonged to the 
City, asked. them aloud, whereabouts the Enemy 'was: they till 
advancing towards him, ' cried out to him, Peace, Slave, come hither, 
471d be on our ſide, God bleſs the Duke of Savoy : upon 'which, per- 
ceiving it was the Enemy, he flies back ; and alarit'd'the neigh- 
bouring ſtreets. In the mean time thee Enemy won' the Gate of 
Tartaſſe ps their ground, and endeavoured to make good the 
paſſage, The Citizens ran thither, and began to barricado the 
way which led to this Gate: Some'of them having 'been per- 
ceived with their Torches, were wounded ; others paſſing boldly 
on were killed. , Canal, who was of the City-Council, and Captain of 
thoſe parts of the City, a Man in years, bur of «great 'courage, was 
flain after this manner: He was. helped in his paſſing over the 
Chain, which was faſtned at the corner of the Street, and was de- 
fired to venture no farther: ' yet, not believing the Enemy to be {6 
near, he would needs go :on till it was too late for him to 
think of returning.

.to get up, fear having given them wings ; but finding 'no' Ladders,' 
they caſt themſelves down from'the: Wall ; at: which the good Fa- 
ther Alexander found himſelf-belides' his reckoning ;::0ne of theſe 
armed Men having ſadly bruiſed him in falling from the'Wall, The 
Chevalier Dandelot- fliding down. broke his ' Noſe. Others . were 
maimed or killed by ſo dangerous a leap... They who lay dead in 
the City were reckoned to be: about 54. the greateſt partof them 
| being Officers and Men of note, and 173 were taken Priſoners! The 
Cannon was brought on the Platform. of- Treife, and was levelled 
againſt Plein-Palats, and perfettly routed, both the Horſe: and Foot 
which lay there. 

Albigny being aſtoniſhed at the unſucceſsfulneſs of his underta- 
king, fo well contrived and ſo ill performed, and finding the Shop-_ 
keepers (as he was wont to term the Gexevgiſes ) had courageto 
defend themſelves, and to make his Men leap over the Walls, foun- 
ded a Retreat, which was - very welcom to his diſperſed Troops, 
who were benummed with fear and cold. They marched back in 
haſte to the ſide of Bozne, and brought the Duke the news of the 
unfortunate ſucceſs which. the Sieur of 4/bizny's raſhneſs had pro- 
duced. The Duke faid nothing elſe to him, but that he had made

they advantage themſelves by them, and- that he would ngver be Kings favour. 
wanting to defend and proteCt them; he therefore defired to know 
of them the means they intended ro uſe in making anoffenſive War, 
to the end that the ſuccours which he ſhould fend them might be 
profitably ' imployed.: They received the Sieur of Fc with the 
greateſt reſpe&, and heard his general propoſals and particular re- 
monſtrances; which tended rather toexhort them to a laſting peace - 
than a ſhort War. He was deſired to offer this to the Qtnncll> 3 
-cauſe there were ſeveral who judged that a War: would be no leſs 
conducing to the advancement vf che publick Weal , than it had 
been in the time of Duke Charles; that all who were intereſſed in - 
their preſervation would undoubtedly afſilt them ; that ſeveral ftour 
men who were deſirous to ſhew their courage, would come and'prof- 
fer their ſervice.

yet had produced nothing; he had thereupon-ſent an expreſs to Dos

The King of  Fraxce foreſceing that this'' War would not end 
only amongſt rhem berween whom it: was 'begun , bur that the 
flame of it would break our farther, was deſirous to maintain Chri- 
ſtendom in that Peace, for the fake of which he had laid down his 
Arms, atthat time when they would have procured: him. great ad- 
vantage : wherefore his Ambaſſadors in Smitzertand, by bis order, 
prepared the Canters of Glaris, Bafte, Solearre, Scheffonſe and Appen-

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zel, as them who were leaſt ſuſpe&ted and intereſted for to be the 
mediators of this accord, Which with much difficulty was at 
length obtained. The Genewoiſes conſidering that the profits which 
might redound from the War could not equal the damages there- 
of, and that all their hopes of advantage by it depended on the al: 
ſiſtance from their Neighbours. Thar -the hope which is foun- 
ded ona Foreign prop 1s uſually uncertain. .That undoubtedly 
the Catholick Cantons would not break off with the Duke upon 
their account, and that beiog his Neighbours it was abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to come to ſome terms or other. ' Theſe refle&tions, and the 
perſwaſions of their Allies, made the Gezevoiſes relent; ſo that 
both Parties by degrees calmed their paſſions, and laid down thoſe 
Arms which they had taken up with ſo great.an animoſity. The 
Deputies from the five Cartons mediated this Peace at Remilly, and 
it was concluded at S. Juliep. 

During all theſe ſeveral Journies backwards and forwards, 
which theſe mediators of the Peace made from Gezeva toS. Julien 
which laſted a Month, the High-ways from the Bridge of A4rve r0 
S. Julien were almoſt continually filled with People, eſpecially S« 
vozards, who paſſionately breathed after this Peace, and bleſſed the 
Deputies who gave them hopes of it. So that immediately upon 
the Signing of 1t at S. J«/iex, the Preſident - Rochetre put his Head 
out of the Window of the Houſe where-was held the Conference, 
and cried out to theſe poor People who thronged the Streets, 1y 
Friends, praiſe God, the Peace is concluded. ' Upon which they ſhouted 
for Joy, and the Trumpets ſounded forth'the publick gladneſs. This 
Treaty of Peace may be ſeen deſcribed in the printed Book, called 
The Citizen of Geneva. | * 

Both Parties having laid down their Arms, a while after they 
began to combat with their Pens. Butter” Advocate' of Chambery, 
entered the Liſts, ferting forth his Cavalier of Savoy, wherein he 
deſcribed all his Highneſles pretenſions' on Geneva. It was debated 
in Council whether this Book ought to be' anſwered. They who 
were for it, repreſented, that ſhould it nor be done, the World 
would be apt to believe that the Dukes Reaſons'were well groun- 
ded. Whereas they who were of the contrary opinion, alledged, 
That in ſo doing they would expoſe their cauſe to the cenſures of 
paſſionate Men, who being pre-poſſefſed with prejudices, would 
make uſe of their reaſons againſt them. The firſt advice was fol- 
lowed, ſo that a learned Man of the Council, a Perſon zealous for 
his Countries honour, whoſe name was John Sarrazin, was enjoyn- 
ed to write an anſwer : which he did, and called his Book the Ge- 
nevois Citizen; againſt which there was publiſhed a little Book by 
a Sevoyerd, under a feigned Title, called Monſtewr Piftet's Ha- 
renoue, or the Miſchief of the Ariſtocratical Government of Geneva ; 
thele Books abound with ſharp inveQtives, and are good for nothing 
but to renew former differences. j 

Philibert Blondel, who was Sysaick inthe Year when the attempr 
of ſcaling Geneva was on foot, had been ſeveral times cenſared in 
the Council, and blamed by the People for having been ſo care- 
leſs in ſecuring the City, although I principal Sy»dic+ had yu 
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bim- in mind of it the Night before the execution of their deſign, 
according to the notice he had brought him of the Enemies march. 
Blonde! took it ill that he ſhould be ſuſpeRted, and had the impu- 
dence to complain thereof ro the Council, pretending much zeal 
for his Countries ſervice... His complaint ended in his confuſion, 
far a Cutler, whoſe name was Guidazer, whom he had heretofore 
{ollicited: to be confederate with him in_his Treachery, having a 
quarrel: with him. could nat ſuffer his Pride, and called him Tray- 
tor before Witneſſes, Blonde! taking it to; heart, addreffeth him- 
ſelf: thereupon'tqa the Council, and obtains an order to impriſon 
his Adverlarigs; amongſt whom was Combe, who at length brought 
ſuch prodf, 'and alledged ſo, many reaſgns againſt B/onge/, that at 
length for his Negle& and Treafons he was fined 2000 Crowns of 
Gold; for the ,payment of, which they ſeized on his Mills; yer 
did he ſtill tand upon his juſtification : but the Witneſſes proved 
again their 'Gharge ſo clearly and fully. againſt him/, that he was 
fined to pay.

In the firſt day of the following Year the Foundations of a Bul-

wards carrying on the work. 

The City acquired every day learned Men, and loſt them as faſt. 
Charles Perrot , a knowing Divine, and very Charitable to the 
Poor, died about this time. He was a Man of an exemplary Life, 
but of a ſtrange humor, cauſing himſelf to be called always Pecca- 
ror, for which ſome blamed him, ſaying, That this ſmelt of the 
Monk. His hands were always lifred up towards Heaven: a great 
contemner he was of the World and its Vanities, and a great ad- 
mirer of- Antiquity. His care for the Poor cauſed ſeveral abuſes to 
be reformed in the Adminiſtration of the Revenues belonging to 
the Hoſpital, which were conſumed before in feaſtings. He wrote 
a Book, Intituled, De extremis in Eccleſia vitandis : which made 
ſome diſturbance, and was ſuppreſſed after his death. 

In the War-time there were appointed extraordinary Prayers to 
be read on Wedneſdays and Fridazs, but one Miniſter not being fſuf-

The City was extreamly ſurprized by an information, that no- 
tice of whatſoever paſſed in the Council was ſent into Sevoy. Ac 
length it was diſcovered, That one named Cana! , the Common- 
Serjeant of the City, ſent an account thereof to a Lady of Sevoy, un- 
der the feigned names of Chapmen, and under pretence of a Law- 
ſuit which he had at Chambery : he wrote daily, no body being 
able to diſcover the myſtery , when his Letters ſhould' be inter- 
cepted. But at length, when he was pon not being able 


to give ſatisfaQtory anſwers to the queſtions propoſed to him, he 


was committed to Priſon, and an Inditment was drawn up apaiaſt 
him for this crime, and likewiſe for Sodomy , whereof he ſtood 
convicted, and for an execrable deſign of blowing up the Council 
by a Mine. He was firſt broken alive upon the Wheel, .and after- 
wards burnt in a ſmall fire ; he ſeemed to be very ſorry for his

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' A more dangerous Enterprize was at the ſame. time carried on 


againit the City, by Lewis of Combourſicur Sieur of 'Terrarl, He 
was 2 Frexch-Gentleman of a very good 'Family, and'of a goodl

The'following year was djeadful to the Genevoiſes by the Contagi- 
on, which was brought into their City from Pied-moxr. There died 
tothe number of four thouſand people, who were moſt of them of 
the meaner ſort ; for there were but two: Counſellors and two Mini- 
ſters, whoperjſhed amongſtall theſe; oneamongſt them named Gez-

In Switzerland , they of” Zurich and Berne raiſed a conſiderable 
number of Soldiers to affilt Gezeva, and'to the end they might not be 
burdenſom to the City before they had need of them ; they were 
quartered in the Cities and-Boroughs near the Lake, that ſothey 
might be ina readineſs in a ſhoge tine at Gemeva, when occaſion re- 
quired, by meansofa ſign which they had agreed upon: The Berzo:- 
ſes moreover:cauſed two.great Gallies to be made, which were able 
to hold two hundred mena/piece. The Gezevoifes likewiſe builc a 
great one. Monſieur Joffery called du Torrent hath been ſince made 
Commander of thele Veilels, one of which carried fourteen, and»the 
other tencaſt Guns. (i.:9 .) 

This is the neareſt account of the preparations on both ſides, which 
yet ſerved'to no purpoſe. Ir is almoft impoſſible to imagine how de- 
»lirous and well diſpoſed the Gezewvoiſes were to receive their Enemies, 
ſeveral of them being troubled that the Savoyards ſhould remain all 
this whilearmed, and yet not declarea War ; and indeed it is ſtrange 
that the Duke ſhould maintain ſuch cofffiderable Forces about Geze- 
va during eight or nine months time, it being unknown for what 
end: itis likely he had ſome deſign on the. Gezevorſes, but their pre- 
parations and watchfulneſs hindred it, | 

We muſt not here forget how chearfully the people in general 
laboured at the fortifications, all the Corporations of Merchants, 
Artiſts, and other profeſſions ſtrived: to. out-do one another, march- 
ing round the City with a Drum beating'to ſhew themſelves. * The 
Students,-and Divinity-Profeſlors, went before them with four 
Drums, every man endeavouring to exceed his companion; they 
thought it not enoughto work themſelves, but brought workmea a- 
long with them, one man ten, and another twenty ; there wasa rich 
Dutch Merchant then at Geneva, who brought along with him two 
hundred workmen. - am 50 

In the mean time there was carried on a kind of Proceſs or Law- 
ſuit between Savoy, Gezeva, and the French Ambaſſador, which was

A Miller choſe ra- 
w ſave his Mother than hisWife, but ſhe followed after in a rage, 
wading in the water upto her chin, andeſcaped ; another Woman 
who lay fick, and was to take Phyſick the next morning, caf} her ſelf 
out at the window, and recovered both her life and health in the 
Rhoſne; having had the _=_ hap.to eſcape outof the water after ſhe 
had ſhunned the fire. In thort this Conflagration had done more miſc 
chief, had it nog been ſtopped by the Towers of Mozneye and of the 
He which forvedas barrs againſt the flames; and it is obſervable that 
ſeveral pieces of Timber kept burning in the water, ſogreat was the 
violence of the flames : bur that which was mare firange, and which 
all the inhabitants beheld, was that the Channel of Rhoſae between 
the Ifle and the City, which contained two hundred fixty five foo in 
breadth, was filled and dried up by the ruinsof the Houſes ; The ather 
Channel, although commonly running very ſwift, and ſwelled by the 
: oVer- 
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overflowings of the orh#r, yet four days after was frozen up. - There 
were collections made for the relief of thoſe families' who were ſuf- 
ferers by this fire. There were ſix thouſand Crowns gathered for 
them of Gezeva, and the Berzoiſes made liberal contributions. 

The Prince EleQtor Palatize came to Gezeva in the Year 1671: and 
ſtayed there ſome Months 3 he came there inthe Evening, and there- 
fore had not ſuch reception as was intended : but the City being ſen- 
ſible of their obligations to that family, during his abode in the Ci- 
th, he had all the reſpe&t they were able to ſhew him. But that 
which appeared moſt conſiderable, was his entertainment on the 


Lake ; for the great Gally was fitted out and manned by the flower 


of the Youth of the City :' az. the Prince was received on Board 
her with part of the Council. All the Morning was ſpent in the ſport 
of fiſhing, when at Noon they landed at Secheron, and went tothe 
Caſtle ot Roſet to eat the large Trouts they had taken; there was a 
ſtately dinner provided and made ready for them, where the Prince 
was attended by the ſons of perſons of quality belonging to the City, 
and the Lords of the Council, by the Princes Gentlemen. After Din- 
nerthey walked forth on the Lakes fide, the Cannons which thundred 
from the Gally were anſwered by the Drums and Trumpets, from the 
Boats which were tothe number of thirty ' attending on the Gally : 
there was nothing thought of but mirth and divertiſement, when on a 
ſuddain there appeared a Frigate, having fifty Moors on Board her, 
and an Aleerine Flag on her main top. Whereupon immediately all 
the people made ready to fight, and ſeveral Guns diſcharged on both 
{ides, and at Tengen they came to boarding ; but in the end the A/ze- 
rine was vanquiſhed, there being good reaſon for it, and the Captain 
of the Frigate came to Complement the Prince. At laſt they returned 
into the City towards the Evening, but the night was kept off awhile 
by the light of the Cannon, which were diſcharged: from all the- bat- 
teries of the City, and other places along the Port. Some weeks after, 
the Prince fell dangerouſly ſick of the ſmall Pox, and Prayers were 
made for his recovery in all the Churches, which at length obtain- 
ing, he ſet out for Grenoble, being very well ſatisfied with his enter- 
rainment at Gez-va. The Cirizens and the Garriſon appeared in their 
arms, -for to do him honour, and the Council accompanied him, and 
the Cannons were nor ſilent in this occaſion. | 
It is not above ſix years ſince an enterprize was diſcovered on Ge- 
»evs, which hath been known to few. In the year 1673. on a Com- 
munion day in Seprember, the chief Syaick found-at his Houſe (at 
his return from Church) a Letter which a perſon unknown had left 
in his abſence ; the Contents whereof were, That upon a Proviſo of 
a proportionable reward, he would make ſuch a conſiderable diſco- 
very, that the publick ſafety depended on it, and -if they deſired to 
ſpeak with this perſon next morning about it, the Superiour of the 
Convent of the Capuchines of Gex would inform them where he was ; 
but if they nedes this advertiſement, they might be-certain of 
finding the City in a ſhort time reduced to the greateſt extremity. 
Wherefore the Council failed not to ſend the next Morning the Ad- 
vacat Dunant to Gex, who diſcourſed this unknown perſon in the 
Capuchin's garden, and — from him part of the ou : 
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he learnt that what he had to diſcover was affenterprize againſt the 
City, the particulars whereof he might well diſcover , ſeeing him- 
{elf was the Author of it ; that having conceived ſome diſtaſtsagainft 
the Duke of Savoy, he was reſolved to diſcover the deſign ; bur firſt 
deſired to be rewarded with a thouſand pounds, and that he might 
have a place where he might live ſecure, Du-azt replied, that he 
had no power to treat with him about that particular; and that ir 
would be more convenient for him to come to Gezeva, where he 
might more calily treat with the Council about it in his own perſon. 
And whereas he deſired to have a Letter of ſafe-condu&, heanſwer- 
ed him, that this-was not their Cuſtom, but that he had power gi- 
ven him to engage the Publick Faith upon it ; and that he mig 


"come into the City with theſame ſurety, as others had done betore- 


him. This perſon was contented with this, and came the nexs 
morning and preſented himſelf before the Council at Geneva, telling 
them that his name was John Baptiſte Noroy, of Nozeray in Bergun- 
dy ; that having found out an eafie way to ſurprize Gezeva, he had 
paſſed oyer into. Piedmont lome months fince for to make it known 
to the Duke, which be did'in a long conference he had with him ar 
Rivoles, in whichthe Duke told him amongſt other things that he 
had a ſcore of Penſfionaries in Geneva, four or five of which were of 
the Council; that fome days after his Highneſs ſaid, that he had con- 
ſideredthe matter and found it too difficult, and moreover this jun- 
ture of time was not proper to enter into a War ; yet he thanked 
him for his good will, and had at the time tea pieces given him : and 
to make it appear that what he ſaid was true, he produced Letters 
from the Dukes Secretary, and from ſome Lords belonging to the 
Court, 2 3 | Th 

His proje&t wasto be effeQted in the time of. Vintage-harveſt, at 
which Catba a great-part of the Citizens are in the fields, and to fend 
on ſevetal daies, pnd through ſeveral Gates, under divers on_ny, 
four or five hundred men without Arms, who as faſt as they came; 
ſhould have their lodgings prepared for them in the Houſes of their 
Confederates, where they were to be furniſhed with Arms, and lie 
hid till the day of the execution of their enterprize, which was to 
bein Sermon time about eight of the Clock; all theſe people who 
were hid coming out with their Arms, were to divide themſelves 
into ſeveral parties, three of which conſiſting of about 8o men a 
piece,ſhould Cnkly ſeize on all the doors of the three Churches, and 
not only hinder the: people from coming out, bur in the fright would 
conſtram them wat up upon the top of the Churches, and by this 
means there would be no place needing a guard but only the Steeple 
ſtairs: another- company ſhould'ſcour the ſtreets, and kill the Citi- 
zens, whobeing not at Church would come our of their Houſes to 
rally themſelves ; rhe reſt were to-ſet upon a certain Gate of the City, 
which being not: faccoured by any Citizens would be foon won ; 
which done, there ſhould be let in. Forces who were to march all 
night, that they might be at the Gates at the hour of this execu- 
tion. - He addedthat he was moved to make this diſcovery for two 
reaſons, Firſt that the Duke had given him but ten pieces, which he ' 
took as a great undervaluing of tym ; and Secondly, that m—_ de-

fired tobe made governour of Gezeva when it ſhould be taken, his 
Highneſs inſtead of promiling him it, fer to ſcoffing at him. 

He was earneſtly deſired to.declare the nimes of thoſe perſons who 
were Penſionaries to the Duke, but he ſolemnly proteſted he knew 
them nor, and that it might be eaſily imagined that his Highnels 
would not diſcover to him a ſecret of that importance before ic was 
time. They who judged charitably of their fellow Citizens, could 
not believe there could be. any ſo wicked, and that this was but an 
artifice to raiſe ſuſpicions in the people againlt ſome of their Go- 
vernours | | | 

The leſſer Council after they had heard him, ſent him to Priſon to 
ſecure him, and the next morning the Council'of two hundred were 
aſſembled, before whom the whole matter was opened ; they were 
not a lirtle perplexed in their reſolves about rhis man, ſome would 
have him ſer ar liberty, ſeeing the: Publick Faith was engaged for 
him, although but in words ; others were of opinion to put him on 
the Rack to make him diſcover the Traytors, this being a matter 
wherein the ſecurity of the City was concerned ; others would have 
have him put to death; conſidering the apparent danger there was 
in ſetting ar liberty a man of vhis diſpoſition, that he had nor diſco- 
vered his deſign out of any good motive, but only out of ſpite and 
for money ; and that moreover the 'Publick Faith was not engaged

by the promiſe which was made him, #hat he might.come with rhe ſame © 


ſecurity as others before him, thele terms being very general and am- 
biguous, ſeeing that by the laſt of thele forementioned words might 
be underſtood, that he might come with the ſame ſurety, as other 
ſuch like enterprizers had done before-him, who were put to death 
when they could be taken. In the mean time the greateſt number 
of voices carried it, who were for avoiding' both extreams ; to wit, 
to fave his life, and to condemn him to perpetual impriſonment, wn- 
der which ſentence he-ſtill lies. | 

The two Princes Philip and George brethren to Charles Landerave 
of Heſſe-Caſſe!, came to Geneva to tarry there for a while. Prince 
George the youngeſt of thetwo, who was bur eighteen years ogage, 
died there of the ſmall Pox. The whole City was concerned at his 
death, becauſe that this Family holds a conliderable rank amongſt 
Proteſtants ; and hath ever expreſſed a particular atfeQtion to Geneve. 
The Council having waited upon Prince Philip, and the Prince now 
reigning, ordered that for three days there ſhould be an intermiſſion 
of all publick buſineſs, to teſtifie thereby their ſorrow and reſpett ; 
and becauſe that Prince Phi/ip would have his brothers body buried 
amongſt his Anceſtors at coſe it was thereforeembalmed, and laid 
inS. Peters Chappel, where lies buried Ex:/i4 of Nefſaw,. till the time 
ſhould ſerve to tranſport it, which was not till eigtit months after. He 
was conveyed to the Chappel with great ſolemnity, being carried 
out in the night, accompanied with a great number of Torches, 
which was not a thing uſual among Proteſtants in thoſe parts. The 
Soldiers of the Garriſon were placed intwo rowsalong the Streets, to 
keep thecrowd off; ten Germas Gentlemen carried the Bier, and 
re hr eldeſt Sy4icks held up the Pall. The Prince who was bro- 


ther to the deceaſed, and the Prince of Chourland his _— = | 
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lowed the Corps; and after them, the Earls of Srolberg and Doza, 
the four Syzazc&s, and the whole Council with the Lieutenant and 
Auditors, all in Mourning; all the Miniſters and Profeſſors were in 
their Gowns, and Mourning Hat-bands ; and laſt of all the whole 
body of the German Nobility. | | 

About: this time there hapned ſome differences with Savoy con- 
cerning Salr.The principal Farmers who have the Farming of the Salt 
of France, Savoy and Geneva, that isto ſay, the only permiſſion to 
ſell it, for which they pay the City twenty thouſand Franks per az- 
zum.: but their time _ expired inthe Year 1675. There wasa 
greater Price required of them, but they reſolved to give no more 
than heretofore, and” ſo they held it no longer; this ſo greatly 
oro them that they determined to reſent it - when occalion of- 
ered. | 

In Savoy they would have taxed the quantity of Salt which eve- 
ry Subje&t of Geneva within thelimits of Savoy ought to take, under 
pretence that there was committed an- abuſe. which put the Coun- 
cil upon ſending fix Waggons loaden with Salt in the night to Fuſſy, 
with a guard of twenty 'Soldiers. for to keep up their priviledge in 
that matter;: this madea'great noiſe in;Savoy, the Regent wrote to 
the Ambefſador in Frgxce, and to the leſſer Cartons 1n very ſharp 
terms 2gainſtthe Gezevoiſes, whom he charged with making an In- 
valion, and entring in an Hoſtile manner by night into her Coun- 
try. The minor Caztozs, and the Kings Embaſlador in Switzerland, 
wrote to Zurich and Berne, and they to Gezeva, Information was 
ſent them of the whole matter, and they L roved of the proceed- 
ings of them of Gezeva, promiſing them afhiſtance in caſe of a rup- 
ture, wherewith the Sawoyards threatned the City. The Militia of 
Savoy m— of eight hundred Gentlemen having been command- 
ed to be ix readineſs; and there were: frequent Muſters made, and 
great quantity of Arms and proviſion brought into Savoy, which obli- 


ged them of Genevato ftand upon their guard. 


Awhile after the City received a Letter from the King, by the 
hangs of Monſieur de Gravele, whom he ſent Embaſſador into Sm:7- 
zerland in the place of the Abbot of S. Romazn, in which he aſſured 
the City in very obliging terms of the continuation of his good will. 

. John Dupan and Amy du Chapeaurouge were depnted into Switzer- 
lazd about the affair with Szvoy. They went to Berne and Zyrich, 
and afterwards to Soleurre to the French Embaſſador, and from thence 
to the Dyet held at Bade, where Dr. Leonardi her Royal Highneſſes 
Reſident having had audience ; the Deputies of Gezeva had theirs 
afterwards, and fully refuted whatſoever he bad alledged; at length 
they returned very well fatisfied at their journey, Thus buſineſs hath 
layndormantall this while, yet hath the City been acquainted b 
Monſieur 4s Pompone, that Madam Royalle remains as yet.very ck 
diſcontented at to Tranſportation of Salt to Fuſſy through her Coun- 
tries, and requires ſtill ſatisfaQtion. — 

The ſame Farmers did the like in Fr4yce as they had done in Savoy, 
againſt the Gezevoiſes. Monſieur Bouchu Intendant of Burgundy came 
to Colonges, with a deſign to make the Villages of Chancy, Aveully and 
Moiz, whom we have above mentioned, to take the Kings = and 
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likewiſe all the Houſes dependant on Gezeva included in the Country 
of Gex ; to wit, inthe Villages of Malagny, Refſiz and others. In 
fine, notwithſtanding all the Remonſtrance$ made by them of Gexe- 
v4, he ſent Guards into each of theſe Villages who took away all 
their Salt, and commanded the inhabitants to fetch it at Gex.. No- 
tice hereof was ſent into Swi#zer/and, and the Sieur Roſer was depu- 
ted to wait on the King about it. He had a favourable hearing at $. 
Germans, and harangued afterwards the Queen, and my Lord the 
Dauphin. The King ordered Monſieur de Powpoxe to examine the 
buſineſs, who had ſeveral Conferences with the Deputies, but they 
could not come to any Concluſion ; in the mean time the King ha- 
ving fortunately won Valenciennes, Colonel Stouppe ſeeing him in a 
g00d humour by this ſucceſs, took this as an occaſion to mention to 
hig the buſineſs of Gezeva. Whereupon his Majeſty granted that 
the Villages of Chancy, and Avouly ſhould take Salt of Gezewa, but 
not the others. In the mean time Roſer died at Pars, and the Sieur 


Fabry was ſent to ſucceed him to obtain the ſame favour for Moiz, and , 


other places in like manner as in the two above mentioned Villages. 
'He had publick Audience of the-King, and finding that he advanced 
nothing in the Court, he defired leave todepart, and was diſmiſſed 
with very courteous language by the King, who gave him a Chain 
of gold with his Medal : but this affair hath remained undetermined 
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inthe ſame ſtate as heretofore, which hath obliged the Peaſants of 77, 1. 


Moinand other places in controverſie who could not live without Salt, 
to go fetch it at Gex. 

' The Earl of Herach Embaſſador from the Emperor returning from 
Spain came to Geneva, where he ſtayed but a day. The City pre- 
tended ignorance of his quality till after his arrival, to the end they 


might make a difference between his reception, and that of Monſieur ; 
Crequi's the French Embaſſador in the Year 1664. yet he had the ſame - 


Complements and Preſents made him at his departure. 

The Vice-Roy of Galice Embaſſador from Spain, going towards the 
Emperor, took Gezeva in his way, and parted thence four days after 
his arrival. He had the ſame Civilities ſhewed him, as the Earl of 
Harach had before him, and was the more ſatisfied with them, in that 
he came from Lyons, where ſcarcely any body took notice of him. In 

arting from Gezeva, he wrote his Maſter word of the Civilities he 
by received there. | 

And thus hath Gezeva ſubliſted ro our times, whilſt ſeveral flou- 
riſhing Cities have periſhed ; and divers mighty States have been 
overturned : which God often permits by his admirable providence, 
to let both great and ſmall States know, That their ſubſiſtence or ruin 
depend not on their own ſtrength or weakneſs ; but that they are all 
in bis hand, and their happineſs or miſery come only from him.
